STAR CHAMBER SECRETS 


A ROARING #ARCH WITH SEN- 
ATORS AS ACTORS, 
A GRAVE INQUISITION ON A SUBJECT 
ON WHICH THE INQUISITORS ARE 
THE BEST-INFORMED PERSONS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The President to-day 
sent the following nominations to the Senate:

While the members of the House Committee 
on Civil Serviee Reform are not very patient to- 
ward Hatton and Evart, who have instigated 
and are conducting, inasmall and malignant 
way, the investigation now in progress, the 
outcome, on the whole, will be satisfactory. It 
may disclose imperfection of administration, 
but no friend of civil service reform would ex- 
pect to find all the employes of the Govern- 
ment perfect, even if they had passed exami- 
Nations with the brightest ratings. It is 
important to observe that, with an intent as 
bitter as possible, the assailants have been able 
to discover nothing so far, except that the 
commission at onetime treated too leniently 
the act, innocent in itself, of an employe whose 
manner of doing aninnocent thing ought to 
have excited suspicion. 

Ewart and Hatton took up to-day the task of 
showing that Mr. Bailey, the stenographer of 
the commission, was improperly promoted. It 
did not take long to show that he was a compe- 
tent stenographer, that he had been promoted 
for fitness and competency, and that no one 
was unjustly passed over to advance him. Mr. 
Lyman said that to have refused to promote 
him would have been to the detriment of the 
service. To Mr. Boatner it was stated by Mr. 
Lyman that Bailey bad passed an examination 
after his promotion and had been graded at 
seventy-five. Another witness, W. 8. Sturgis. 
with a grievance, was put on by Ewart, and 
Hatton coached Ewart in questioning him. 
Like the former witness, Morgan, who also had 
a grievance, he had a poor opinion of Bailey’s 
ability, and he was inclined to be vehement in 
insisting upon his opinion. Mr. Roosevelt then 
drew out the testimony that Sturgis had a 
grudge against Major Webster of the Commis- 
sioners’ office, who had not, Sturgis thought, 
treated him fairly. From this point the story 
unfolded was discouraging to Hatton and 
Ewart. Sturgis was a rotégé of Edger- 
ton, who had appointe him. He did 
not like his place, and he made blun- 
dering work. Wheu Mr. Roosevelt and his 
associate decided that he could not be useful 
longer in that service, they were inclined to 
give him a chance somewhere else, and Mr. 
Roosevelt suggested his transfer tothe War 
Department. He said that Mr. Sturgis was a 
competent man, be thought, of good character 
and the like, but was dissatistied with his posi- 
tion and was careless. He was a square peg in 
a round hole. There was no doubt, they 
thought, that he could do good work in another 
place, just as Mr. Morgan had made a good 
clerk in the Mint, though unsatisfactory in 
the commission. He thought it was per- 
fectly proper for the Commissioners to give 
recommendations to their clerks when they 
deserved them. The Commissioners were the 
only ones who could speak for thesé clerks, 
and it would be a gross injustice for them io 
refuse to give them such recommenéation as 
they deserved. He said that he believed that 
Mr, Sturgis had been a protégé of Mr. Edgerton, 
and that the feeling existed in the office that 
he had been the object of favoritism, and his 
position in the commission was not agreeable, 
but that he was qualified fur good service 
somewhere else. 

To Mr. Stone he said that he had recom- 
mended him *‘with very distinct and guarded 
reference to his fitness and capacity.” 

When Mr. Bailey was examined he upset all 
the tneories of Hatton and Ewart, and dis- 
posed of their charge of incompetency by of- 
tering to prove his ability and by stating that 
he had taken the report of the investigation on 
the tirst day of the hearing. Mr. Ewart at- 
tempted to geta reply from Bailey as an expert, 
whereupon Mr, Greenhalge put in: ‘*Thag 
setties this charge; Mr. Ewart admits that Mr. 
Bailey is an expert.” The prosecution bad no 
turther use for the witness. 

In speaking of Mr. Bailey’s promotion Mr. 
Roosevelt said that the position he holds is the 
most importantin the office, and Mr, Bailey is 
the best qualitied of all the clerks to hoid it. 
To make more impressive the tact that there 
was needed, not a stenographer merely, but a 
fourth-olass clerk and stenographer, and that o 
stenographic test alone would not prove fitness, 
Mr. Kooseveit said: **There are tests for race 
horses, there are tests for Short-horn bulls, but 
you would not apply the same test to both 
Short-horn bulls and race horses.” 

Mr. ‘thompson made a statement concerning 
the transfer of Sturgis. He said among other 
things that Mr. Sturgis was a friend of Mr. Ed- 
gertou, who had said some hard things about 
witness and President Cleveland, aud witness 
aid not want to bo unjust or hareh evento a 
friend of aman who had enmity toward him, 
(witness.) Ho leaned a little back to be just to 
the friend of a man who wasill disposed toward 
him. Mr. Thompson said that when in the 
Treasury he required examinations fur promo- 
tion because he thought 1t expedient to follow 
that course Where there were 80 many clerks 
that the head of the department could not pos- 
sibly judge of the qualifications of them all.

The Finance Committee of the Senate has 
had under consideration for somo time the 
nomination of Internal Revenue Collector 


Eaves of North Carolina. At the suggestion, 
atfirst, it is understood, of Mr. Sherman, who 
has been abandoned ta North Carolina by the 
old followers now intent upon constructing a 
Harrison party out of the Sherman machine, 
the confirmation has been delayed. In the 
meautime Eaves’s enemies in North Carolina 
have been making it warm for him at home and 
in the Finance Committee, and a good deal of 
time is being consumed in sifting a mess of 
charges against Eaves that have accumulated 
since the session began. Representative 
Ewart. who has, according to reports from 
North Carolina, been connected very intimate- 
ly with Eaves, was called before the Finance 
Committee to-day to tellwhat be Knew and 
cared to say. Ex-Collector Mott and other 
North Carolinians are also here and are to give 
such help as they can to pull through a candi- 
date whose appointment was opposed by a 
large number of the old Republicans and whose 
contirmation will probably destroy ail preba- 
bility of carrying the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict in November. ty 

The Senate to-day took up in executive ses- 
sion the nomination of Ropert N. Pearaon to 
be Appraiser of the Portof Chicago. Pearson 
did not need anything more favorable in the 
way of commendation than Senator Cullom’s 
tribute to his career as asoldier and as the 
friend and protegé to tne late Senator Logan 
to secure the immediate arproval of his nomi- 
nation by the star chamber. He was cunfirmed 
without dissent. oe 

The Senate has provided the cartoonmaker 
with anew topic. The inquisition thatis now 
proceeding from day to day with laughable se- 


riousness, to ascertain how the correspondents 
obtain theirreports of star chamber proceed- 
ings, ia an infinitely more humvrvnus Senatorial 
conceit than Bilair’s ingenious attempt to have 
himself reported by making a sweeping charge 
upon the pressof the country of baving been 
bribed notto print the two-hundred column 
speech that he delivered on the Education bill. 
It the Senate was really determined to find out 
how the reports of exccutive sessions get 
out, the inquisitors of the special com- 
mittee would summon first the members 
of the Senate themselves, instead of first call- 
ing in, as they have done, the door bangers and 


ceediugs, no newspaper Man would have been 
asked to testify. 

+ Nothing could be more absurd than for the 
Senators to try to maintain this investigation 
jin a serions way. Jhere is a rule of the Senate 
that renders liable to expuision a Senator who 
discloses the proceedings 1n executive session. 
Every Senator knows it; yet no Senator has 
been expellea for revealing executive secrets, 
and there has never been a time when it was 
not possible to find outanything that was worth 


knowing in tho possession of the Senate. The 
rule is a “back number,” and there are Sen- 


ators who think it ought to be sponged 
out of the code. The method that the 
investigation has adopted is the most 


roundabout that could be chosen. They woula 
get at what gthey are atter a reat deal 
more quickly, if atall, if they would begin by 
questioning eaoh other, and by then calling in 
all the other members of the Senate to try their 


recollection as to when, where, aud how they 
buve ever spoken of executive sessions. Fora 
reporter to divulge the name of a Senator who 
has given him information would be to expose

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If the inquisitors are at all savage about find- 
ing out how correspondents get the news, they 
will call in the aid of Pinkerton and his skilled 
operatives, give the sleuth hounds plenty of 
time and money, and the thing will be done. 

There never was quite such a flurry about 
this matter as there appears to be just now. 
When the Senate is shut up in executive session 
it 1s in the bottom of a box, the walls thick, the 
doors of fron, and the guards at ten feet dis- 
tance from the doors. No Senator could shout 
loud enough to be heard through the walls 
and doors. Not feeling secure, the Senate has 
directed that when executive sessions are 
held the entire upper floor shall be 
cleared, 80 that telegraph operators, the repre- 
sentatives of the press associations, and all 
other persons connected with newspapers may 
not possibly overhear the remarks within or 
note the respovses to the roll eall. Nobody 
ever got any news in that way, and the Sena- 
tors know it, as they know a great Many other 
things that they would not willingly admit. 

They had before them to-day A. J. Halford.of 
the Associated Press, G. G. Bain of the United 
Press, Jules Guthridge of the New-York Herald, 
M. G. Seckendorff of the New-York Jribune, and 
Frauk A. Depuy of THe Nrw-YORK TIMES. 
What those witnesses had forgotten or did not 
know would make volumes. In strict keeping 
with the character of the star-chawmber sittings 
of the Senate the special committee surrounded 
its proceedings with a vast deal of apparent 
secrecy. [ts sitting to-day was held in an inner 
room in one corner of the Senate wing of the 
building. At the door of the outer room, 
which opened upon a corridor, a guard was 
stationed, with strict instructions to see that 
no unauthorized person passed ths portal. The 
witnesses, who somehow did not appear to 
realize the gravity of the proceedings, were 
corralled in the outer room and another guard 
was placed over them and at the dvor of the 
inner room. The six Senatorial inquisitors 
occupied the inner room, Chairman Dolph being 
seated with a stenographer at a small table, 
and Messrs. Harris, Wilson of Iowa, Platt, Hig- 
gins, and Blackburn sitting in a semicirole at 
one end of the room. The table was piled high 
with files of newspapers containing more or 
less detailed information about past star- 
chamber sittings, and a Bible that had 
evidently seen service was lying within reach, 
80 that the very wicked newspaper man could 
be duly sworn. Only one witness at a time 
was taken into the Inquisition Chamber so that 
there might be no unseemly collision between 
him and the other witnesses, and so that he 
might have no bright background of friendly 
faces to distract his thoughts from the awful 
solemnity and dignity of the place and the In- 
quisitors. The witness, however, was Kindly 
allowed to sitinacomfortable armchair while 
the inquisitors were at work upon him, so that 
when he was finally released he was not en- 
tirely exhausted. 

The examination in chief was conducted by 
Mr. Dolph, but other members of the ecommit- 
tee frequently took part, and the witnesses were 
sometimes impressed with the idea that the 
committesmen were vying with each other to 
see which could ask the most questions to 
which the only answers would be refusals to 
answer. Witnesses were plied with questions 
about stories published in newspapers with 
which they had no connection, and of which, 
as even Senators ought to have had sense enough 
to know, they could have no knowledge. Ques- 
tions of this sort were, ofcourse, answered very 
promptly,for thewitnesses had no information to 
give; but as soon as the inquisitors got off 
this track the stenographer was kept busy tak- 
ing notes of refusals to answer. The witnesses 
had not responded to the committee’s sum- 
mons with any idea of destroying their own 
reputations a3 men who would respect the con- 
fidence of their sources of information, ana 
when the inquisitors tried to maka them reveal 
those sources, the attempt was the failure the 
Senators should have expected it to be. 

The character of the questions put when the 
investigation opened pointed pretty clearly to 
a desire on the part of the inquisitors to put the 
whole burden of giving away sccrets upon the 
shoulders of somebody on the statf of Senate 
employes. They and the newspaper men were 
well aware that it did not belong there, and the 
desire of the Senators was not gratitied. To-day 
the committee adopted different tactics, and 
some of the witnesses were put through long 
examinations with the very evident purpose of 
gotting them to say whether or not they ever 
learned anything about star-chamber pro- 
ceedings from Senators themselves. Ques- 
tion after question leading in this di- 
rection was put, aud each time the 
stenographer noted that the wituess declined 
to answer. It was nearly three hours before 
the inquisitors became tired of the solemn 
farce they had been playing and docided to 
take arest until to-morrow. As the men who 
were examined to-day were instructed to be on 
hand again to-morrow, the farce may bo ex- 
pected to be resumed at that time. ‘There does 
not appear, however, to be any reason for any- 
body to fear that when the curtain is finally 
rung down the Seaate will know any more than 
it did last week of the methods by which news- 
paper men obtain the proceediugs of star-cham- 
ber sittings for the benefit of the public.

Tne min- 
ister in the present case was born in the United 
States, of American parente, and when three 
years of age waa taken to Canada by his father, 
who subsequently became a citizen of that 
dominion.

Capt. Dravo held the office once before, but 
gave way when Mr. Cleveland became Presi- 
dent. He has, for a quarter of a century, been 
Senator Quay’s neighbor, ia close to him politi- 
cally, and by his grace was sent to the State 
Legislature. It was at Capt. Dravo’s sugges- 
tion that Joseph R. Harrah, Senator Quay’s at- 
torney and confidential business man, was 
made United States Marshal for the Western 
District of Pennsylvania. 

Immediately after Mr. Harrison’s nomina- 
tion Capt. Dravo secured the promise of Mr. 
Quay’s support for the Collectorship. It ap- 
pears that it was by following Dravo’s advice 
at three important periods in his life that 
Senator Quay made his political fortune. 

When Quay had himself elected State Treas- 
urer in 1885, Capt. Dravo urged him to stand 
for United States Senator. It had neenrumored 
that Quay would take this course, but his mind 
was not made up until after he had returned to 
his Beaver home. His election followed. 

Again, on the eve of the State Convention of 
1886, it Was at Capt. Dravo’s earnest solicita- 
tien and with some hositation that Quay got in 
the line of public sentiment and had the prohi- 
bition amendment submission resolution placed 
in the platform. That step proved of incal- 
culable value to Quay and his party. After the 
Chicago Convention Capt. Dravo went at Quay 
once more, and induced him to enter the lists 
for national Chairman. Quay pleaded that the 
work would kill him, but finally yielded. 

**Those three things have made Quay’s po- 
litical fortune,” Capt. Dravo proudly says, and

TO MAKE A NEGRO STATE 


WESTERN BLACK MEN ORGAN- 
IZING IN OKLAHOMA, 
THEY PROPOSE TO CONTROL THAT TER- 
RITORY — EQUALITY DEMANDED—A 

RACE WAR THREATENED. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 27.—An official just re- 
turned from Oklahoma says there is much bit- 
terness over the candidacy of Edwin P. Mc- 
Cabe, colored, for Governor of that Territory. 
He declares emphatically that if Presidens 
Harrison appoints McCabe Governor, the latter 
will be assassinated within a week after he 
enters the Territory. There is rapidly growing 
an anti-negro sentiment caused by the aggres- 
siveness of the blacks wherever thes are strong. 
This feeling bids fair to unite the whites irre- 
spective of party. 

In Oklahoma will possibly be seen the begin- 
ning of a race war, especially if the negro so- 
ciety, ‘‘The First Grand Independent Brother- 
hood,” continues its work of crowding that 
people in settlements in sections where the 
lands are already taken by whites. The threats 
of assassination now made will but intensify 
the feelings of the negroes and wil! be the 
means of strengthening them in the Territory, 
as they will increase their efforts in the South 
and appeal to their race in the North. 

Had these threats come from the rough ele- 
ment, but little attention would have been paid 
to them, but coming as they have from the trad- 
ing men, their words would be arallying cry 
for those who would murder or riot. 

The fact that there is a secret organization 
among the boomers along the borders of the 
Cherokee Strip which is confined to white men 
may keep this feelingin check. This organiza- 
tion is growing stronger as accessions are 
made from among the best of the daily ar- 
rivals. Onehundred boomers arrived in Ar- 
kansas City yesterday, all white, who expressed 
their determination to select their new homes 
immediately. They were taken in charge by 
one of the officers of the organization, who will 
see that they are aidedin making their selec- 
tions and protected when the time comes. 

The large white forces on the Southern Kan- 
Bas borders muy aid in deferring and eventual- 
ly suppressing any hasty attion onthe part of 
the blacks If “McCabe is not named for Gov- 
erbor, whi¢h ali expect will be the outcome. 

The negroes of Oklahoma, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and portions of the South are urging 
the appointment ot McCabe. Mr. McCabe 
was Aaditor of the State of Kansas for two 
terms, and has been looked upon by his 
people as a leader. ‘The present move- 
ment is the first public action taken by a 
secret political organization which has for its 
avowed purpose the advancement of the negro 
in morals and in social standing. It also bas 
in view the securing of contro! in Oklahoma, 
by Presidential aid, if possible, and if that can- 
not be brought about, by a general exodus of 
negroes to the Dew ‘lerritory. 

In Graham County, this State, McCane’s 
home, there is # negro settlement known as 
Nicodemus, which is strong enough in numbers 
tocontro! that county politically. In that set- 
tlement @ soclety was organized last year 
known as the First Grand Independent Broth- 
erhood. For months it failed tu attract any at- 
tention, the negroes of the State not placing 
much faith init. The rock upon which it was 
founded was an oath which declared eternal 
enmity to the white race, and bound its mem- 
bers to aid politically only the man who has 
negro biood; it also bound them to aid each 
in the courts as against auy of the white 
race. 

Slowly this new society gained strength in 
Garham County until every negro voter wore a 
badgs on which were tbe letters “F, G, I. B.” 
The power of the society was soon feltin a 
most unpleasant mauner by the whites, who 
had fustered the little colony of blacks, helping 
them when crops failed and aiding them in se- 
curing credit. They refused to pay their debts 
and when they were sued brought into cours 
swarms Of witnesses who would unhesitatingly 
swear that the iudebtedness was paid or that 
there was an offset which would leave the 
creditor in debt, and thus turn tne tables by 
securing judgment against their benefactors. 

Desiring to reach beyond county lines, the 
leaders organized lodges in Topeka, Kansas 
City, Leavenworth, and in what is known as the 
“black jack” region of Oklahowa. At first lit- 
tle progress was made, but as soon as the 
negroes realizod the power of organization, 
the membership grew rapialy, and the society 
emblems became more numerous. Especiaily 
was this so after John Waller, a prominent 
negro politician, a fuil-blooded black, who was 
and i3 within theinner circles of the Republican 
Party, made a speech in Graham County in 
which he used the following remarkable lan- 
guage: * You must demand, and seo that your 
demands are enforced, full social equality. 
You must compel the white man to accept you 
at his table,in his home, and in his bed!’ 
Waller was at once looked upon as a leader, and 
the society grew rapidly. 

While the negroes wero filling Oklahoma, 
where they intended to found a State, they did 
not move fast enoughto suit the leaders. The 
Oklahoma Immigration Association was organ- 
ized, with H. W. Rolfe as President and W. L. 
Eagleson as business manager. ‘The other 
officers were: G. 8. Curran, Vice President; A. 
P. Smith, Secretary, and J. P. Cooiey, Treasurer. 
All these officers are olficers of the Firat 
Grand Independent Brotherhood. E. P. McCabe 
is the Washington agent of the association. 
Hundreds of letters were written to the negro 
preachers and school teachers in the Southern 
states, and tens of thousands of printed cirecu- 
lars were sent to Arkansas, Mississippi, the 
Carolinas, and Georgia. The result was soon 
observable, as Arkansas and Mississippi negroes 
began to pourinto Oklahoma, adding strength 
to the thousands who had already gone from 
Kansas. Negro settiements began to grow and 
new ones were staried. In the “black jack” 
region, aa Northwest Oklahoma is known, from 
two to ten negro families were to be found on a 
single quarter soction, awaiting a chance to 
jump a claim, or else, this failing, awaiting the 
opening of the Cherokee strip. 

An Oklahoma City paper last month declared 
that a careful estimate placed the negro popu- 
lation of that Territory at 2,800. This, how- 
ever, isastatement for effect only. Sbawnee 
County, this State, has sent 3,000 negroes to 
Oklahuma. Chautauqua, Wyandotte, Leaven- 
worth, and Graham Counties have sent fully 
4,000 more, while from all ovgr the State 
negroes have gone in family or colony groups, 
There must have been at least 10,000 negroes 
from this Stato alone who have made their 
homes in the new Mecca. The drain of laborers 
trom Arkansas and Mississippi has been #0 
markea as to compel the employment of agents 
in the Carolinas to secure laborers to take their 
places. Instead of the estimated negro popu- 
lation of 2,800, there are to-day fully 22,000 
negroes in Oklahoma, whieh number tue ofti- 
cers of the new brotherhood are striving to 
make 50,000 before Aug. 31. 

a propose to found anegro State, in which 
the white nan will only be tolerated because of 
his business qualifications. The brotherhood 
will fill ail State, county, and municipal) offices, 
if their dreams are [ulfilled, and they now scem 
likely to be, and will have only negro school 
teachers, compelling mixed school attendance, 
and demand full social equality from such 
whites as love of money will bring to citizenship. 

The stronghold of the brotherhood in that 
Territory is in the “black jack” section, which 
will constitute @ county under Territorial or- 
ganization. In that county there will be fully 
1,000 negro majority as soon as formed, how- 
ever the lines may be made. The President of 
this new political society has moved from 
Graham County, this State, to that sectien, and 
he expresses the principles of his order:-when 
he says, as he did a few days ago: ‘We donot 
propose to permit a white wan to be elected to 
any office whatever. We will rule!” 

A ride on the cars through the Territory, 
north and south, does not reveal tis negro 
strength. Along the raliroad only white set- 
tiers are to be seen, a8 these were part of the 
army of invasion that made memorable that 
April aay when the Territory was opened. 

ackin theipterior, both east and west, how- 
ever, will bs found the black wave. There are 
now some seven strong settlements, strong in 
numbers—two near the south line, two on the 
Canadian east, one near Pureeil, and two 
near Kingfisher. Every week adds to their 
strength, and as they Increase in numbers 
they invrease in hostility to tne whites. Wher-« 
ever the buttons and badges witb the letters 
“rr @ LL B.” are wost numerous, there the 
negro is the most aggressive, and the white 
homesteader must watch his claim with greater 
vigor because a day’s alsence is likely to bring 
a ‘‘jumpez” with a cloud of witnesses who will 
make defense both on the landand in the courts. 

The white population is at.present the 
stronger, as the cities and towns have gathered 
together many town-site speculators, many 
professional men, and an army of hangers-on, 
whose aim in life seems to be to wait for some- 
thing to come their way. This preponderance 
cannot last, as from the very nature of their 
mode of making a living, eating each other’s 
substance, they must soon begin to thin out 
Then will follow the natural result, as planned 
by this new socifety—whenever a white man 
leaves, two biack men willl come in and take 
his place. The tinal outcome may easily be 
seen. : 

They do not anticipate success in their efforts 
to make McCabe Govornor, They only expect 
to ada another “ grievance” that will bind the 
black race together and secure united action. 
Thue leaders in this new movement, this new 
crusade, are shrewd and determined, and will 
bring i is possible, Being both 
biack and mixed in blood, they bring to their 








| enterprise the cunning and wisdom of both 
Traces. They do not care to depopulate the 
South, at least they so express themselves. 
They only desire to show that they can remove 
the laborers from one State to another at will, 
always having in view the contro! of enough of 
the black race to found a new State where they 
themselves will have full power. 





YOUNG LINOOLN NOT DEAD. 





TWO MORE OPERATIONS PERFORMED ON 
THE SUFFERER. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—Master Abraham Lincoln, 
son of Mr. Robert Lincoln, the American Min- 
ister, who, it was thought, was dying last night, 
rallied to-day. Tho abscess from which he is 
suffering was lanced by his physicians during 
the night, and much relief was afforded to him 
by the operation. His physicians state that his 
vitality is wonderful. 

Minister Lincoln stated this afternoon that 
the doctors say his son surprised all about him 
by not only surviving the night, but by having 
sufficient strength this morning to permit 
the tapping operation being performed which 
greatly relieved the heart and lungs from eifu 
sion. [t was thought that this operation, be- 
cause of the patient’s feeble condition, would 
be fatal, but it has at leasttemporarily reversed 
the hopeless ooudition of the patient Addl- 
tional measures were taken tiis afternoon to 
prevent a dangerous accumulation of 
pus. Another operation was performed, 
which afforded great relief to * tho 
patient. A drain was inserted in the affected 
part, and matter is now flowing treely from it. 
Though Master Lincoln is stillin great danger, 
his physicians and parents are not without hope 
of his recovery. He is resting easily to-night. 

In consequence of an erroneous report hav- 
ing been sent to the United States to the effect 
that Mr. Lincoln’s son was dead, a large num- 
ber of cable messages of sympathy and condo- 
lence from the United States were received to- 
day by the Minister, and he wishes to express 
hisown and Mrs. Lincoln’s appreciation of so 
much kind regard and good will.

Des MOoINEs, Iowa, Feb. 27.—Horace Boies 
was to-day inaugurated Governor of lowa, and 
the Democrats, who have not been called upon 
to take part in suoh an exercise since 1850, 
seemed to be perfectly at home at the business.

ARMY SYSTEM. 





OUTLINE OF THE REPORT OF 
HARTINGTON COMMISSION. 
LONDON, Feb. 27.—The report of the Marquis 
of Hartington’s commission on the army and 
navy Wiliappear next week. It is severe on 
the War Office system, which it finds to be ex- 
travagant, cambrous, and inefficient. It dwells 
with emphasis upon the fact that the re- 
sponsibility of all heads of bureaus is only 
nominal, and it proposes to abolish the po- 
sition of Commander in Chief, now held by 
the Duke of Cambridge, and to substitute a 
military chief of staff, to be assisted by an aa- 
visory board, to whom all heads of departments 
shall ba directly responsible. It advises that 
the power of granting werrants be withdrawn 
from the Secretary of State and be vested in 
Parliament. It declares that the navy ia well 
organized and admirably managed. 

Mr, Parnell has deen absent trom the House 
of Commons for a week in consequence of iil- 
ness. Mr. Gladstone returned to the House 
yesterday. He conversed for uw long time with 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

The House of Commons has authorized the 
expenditure of $20,000,000 in improving and 
exiending the military barracks throughout the 
country.

THE OHIO STILL RISING 


FLOODS IN THK BOTTOMS DO- 
ING DAMAGE. 
SHANTIES SWEPT AWAY, RAILROAD 
TRACKS BLOCKED, STREET CARS LAID 
UP, AND STEAMBOATS DETAINED. 
CINCINNATI, Feb. 27.—What last midnight 
had the appearance of a big freshet took on by 
noon to-day the possibilities of a mighty flood. 
At § o’clock this morning the marks showed 53 
feet 8 inches, 5 feet avove the danger line. At 
8 o’clock to-night the marks register 55 feet, 
and the tawny flood keeps creeping up at the 
rate of two inches an hour, with steady though 
not very heavy rains at all points for 150 
miles up the river. ae 
\ll points above report rising waters and un- 





lesa eold weather intervenes sixty feet 1s 

ked for. The bulk of the wholesale trade of 
he clty ig In whatis known as the “ bottoms,” 
the first level from the river. No danger was 


feared there until! noon, when the steadily-ris- 
ing waters invaded the cellars for four squares 
back from the river. Then began a wild hust- 
ling to move goods. 

The tobacco and fruit commission men were 
tirst compelled to clear their cellars. Hundreds 
of teama struggled through the streets laden 
with tobacco hogsheads, molasses Darrels, 
crates of berries, fowls, and all sorts of things 
that find sale in commission houses, Side- 
walks for- squares are packed with all 
sorts of commodities, and in the mist and 
rain of ——— scores of teams guided by lan- 
terns are atili moving goods outof the rivers 
reach. What littie is leftof the public landing 
presents the familiar flood appearance. Boxes, 
barrels, and freight of every conceivable de- 
scription are scattered along the edge of the 
stream which stretches out in width untii it 
presents a truly majestic appearance. 

‘In Shantytown, just below Mill Creek, sev- 
eral of the light structures used by the deni- 
zens a8 bomes were net cabled, and floated 
away. The occupants remained behind. The 
whole district is a mass of yellow, turbid water, 
filled with every conceivable kind of drift. The 
revels of such resorts as diversify the hours of 
the lower class of roustabouts have been sus- 
pended. What was yesterday morning & 8a- 
loon is this morning a room full of turbid 
water. The backwater has crept up into the 
coal yards in many places, but not enough to 
interfere with active business. 

From the upper deck of a boat anchored in 
the middle of the broad stream, the Onio side 
presents a peculiar sight. All is water and 
confusion. The river standing around the 
buildings gives them the appearance of belng 
built on islands temporarily submerged. 

At the foot of Walnut-street the water is at 
least ten feet deep. The second floor of the 
Sherman Houso, at the foot of the same street, 
is only one foot above the water, while the 
steamer Tacoma, whichis lying there, is acces- 
sible only by huge coal barges and gangways. 
The wharfboats and public landings are being 
moved out every few hours, and the offiee of 
the city welgher at the foot of Broadway is 
only about twenty-five feet from the edge of 
the water. 

Allalong the public landings steamers stick 
their noses in the front doors of business 
houses, and the transfer tracks of the Pennsyl- 
vania Road are sixinches under water. In Rat 
and Saueage Rows hundreds of families have 
been washed out. 

Early this morning the backwaters began to 
creep into the bed of the old White Water Ca- 
nal, which is now used by the Cincinnati, 
Washington and Baltimore, Cincinnati Mid- 
land, Ohio and Mississippi Big Four, 
Bee Line, and other roads to reach 
the Grand Central _ staiion. At noon it 
covered the tracks, and stakes were driven to 
show where the switches are, and the switch- 
men waded knee-deep to turn them, and at 6 
o’clock only engines with very high fire boxes 
could pull through, and now all are shut out. 
Passengers on the roads that come from the 
West are transferred at Mill-street, half a mile 
out. aA few inches more will compela transfer 
from a point two miles further west. 

Traing from the north discharge their pas- 
sengers at Eighth-street, but they have only 
one footto goon. The water is now running 
across Spring Grove-avenue, cutting off street 
car communication with the Twenty-fifth Ward 
and its 25,000 people. 

So far the losses are mainly those of moving 
goods, delays in iron shipments, and damage to 
houses on the river front, but it will take as 
least $25,000 to pay that. 

Not a steamer left to-day, being unable to get 
out under the bridge. The big Sconden engine 
at the water works is submerge. 

The pipe works at Adiyston, the largestin 
America, are flooded out, as are the anepor 
works at Newport and all the starch factories 
at Madison, Ind. The Big Four Railroad brancn 
line between Aurora and Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
has been abandoned. ’ 

At Ripley, Obio, all the lower part of the city 
is flooded aud many families have been com 
pelled to move. Tike water has reached the 
danger mark at Walsh’s distillery, Covington, 
and it is closed. The two streets parallel with 
and next to the riverin Covington are flooded 
and impassable, fs 

The United States barracks grounds at New- 
port are under water, and parts of Bellevue 
and Dayton, Ky., are accessible only by boat. 
At this town thousands of people are in the 
bottoms along tue river tront and on the big 
bridges watching the flood. All the business 
houses have watchmen on baud and teams in 
waiting in case of necessity. Even at the best 
the river will not cease rising, it 1s thought, 
before noon to-morrow. but if the present rain 
continues the consequences are likely to be of 
the most serious nature. 


FInDLAY, Ohio, Feb. 27.—About one-half of 
the large bridge of the American Midland Rail- 
road across the Blanchard River, at Harris 


City, two miles fthis side of Gilboa, bas been 
swept away by the high watera. The accumu- 
lating driftwood came tearing down against the 
bents early this morning, moving the frame- 
work out of placo slightly so that it was im- 
possible to get the engine on the structure to 
hold it down. 

A large force of men was seat to work to clear 
away the drift and had gotten everything 
clear when about an acre of driftwood came 
down and lodged, and every few minutes a lot 
of hay and fodaer would come sweeping down 
to help swell the heap, while the water kept 
rising. About 2:30 o’clock in the afterncon 
eight of the ceutre bents were swept away and 
carried down stream and taking with them the 
beams, leaving only the iron rails, 

This is @ very serious loss to the railroad, as 
it wiil interrupt business tor ten days at least 
while the bridge is being repaired. The dam- 
age will reach many thousands of dollara. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 27.—The Ohio River 
has reached a flood stage. One of the elevated 


road stations on the city front has been cut off. 
A scare Was started to-night, and a number of 
families in diatricts submerged in 1483 moved 
out, Dut there is little fear of sucha deluge as 
then. Theriveris still rising about an inch an 
hour. The Ohio and Mississippi Railread be- 
tween here and Cincinniti is closed.

NUAL REGISTRATION AOT. 
BRADFORD RHODES’S INNOCENT MEET- 
ING—LAWYERS FOR JUSTICES—STAT- 

US OF MEXICAN VETERANS, 


ALBANY, Feb, 27.—The prospects for an annual 
registration law are becoming very remote, 
owing to the obdurate, Gemagogic, and short- 
sighted policy of Gov. Hiil. On this subject, as 
on every other of general interest that comes 
before the Legislature, the meddlesome propensi- 
ties of the Governor are seen to work to Its disad- 
vantage. There is not a Senator around the 
circle who does not chafe under and privately 
denounce the Governor’s interference, but not 
one seems to possess the courage to make a 
stand and publicly resent his meddiing. Every 
Democratic Senator who does not champion 
the Governor favors a general or a personal 
registration law. The Governor himself is on 
record as favoring the same plan. But the 
Governor foolishly imagined thas the Republic- 
an majority would oppose the same kind of a 
law that is in ferce in New-York City for the 
reason that annual registration in the smaller 
cities of the State is neither soe popular nor so 
practicable as it is in the metropolis. 

Senator Chase of Albany introduced a meas- 
ure foran aunual registration in all cities of 
the State of over sixteen thousand popillation. 
The Governor and demagogues like him who 
suspected that the Republican majority would 
oppose the bill were surprised to find that such 
Senators as Hendricks, Fassett, and Saxton not 
only indorsed the plan proposed in it, but were 
willing to go still further and compel a personal 
annual registration in all the cities and towns 
of the State. 

The real objection to the bill came from Sen- 
ator Cantor, who was not acting as a represent- 
ative of Tammany Hall, but as the fugelinan of 
Gov. Hill, and who asked that it be laid aside 
foramendment. This the Senate readily agreed 
to. Inthe meantime the Comwmission of Statu- 
tory Revision were requested to prepare a bill 
covering general registration and submit it to 
the Senate this morning, 

Last night, however, a number of Senators’ 
met in the Attorney General’s office. There were 
present Messrs. Fassett, Hendricks, aud Saxton, 
Yepresenting the Republicans, and Messrs. 
Linson and Chase the Democrats, and the most 
progressive, independent, and enlightened ele- 
ment of their party. Itis neediess to say that 
they did not represent Gov. Hill. Prof. Coilin, 
whois Goy. Hill’s legal adviser, was present 
with the bill that had been drawn by the BStat- 
utory Commission at the request of the Senate. 
On the most vital part of the subject the bill 
was silent—namely, personal annual regisira- 
tion, Of course, everybody present under- 
stood that tbis bili had been drawn 
under the eye and supervision of Gov. Hill, 
and its silence on this important matter was 
Significant and disclosed the Governor's true 
position. Phe Senators were unanimous agaiast 
the measure as proposed by Prof. Collin. It 
was suggested that he amend it so as to insure 
personal annual registration, with four days in 
which to register 1n every city in the Btate, and 
to apply to ali towns aud viilages of over 
10,000 inhabitants—a practical application of 
the registration law bow operating in New- 
York City and Brooklyn to every city and vil- 
lage in the State. Of this proposition every 
Senator present, Republican and Democrat, ex- 
pressed his approbation. 

One of Senator Saxton’s Republican col- 
leagues met him in the Senate Chamber this 
morning, before the opening of the session, and 
said: “You don’t expect Goy. Hili will allow 
Prof. Collin te draw such a bili as that which 
you requested him to draw last night?” 

Before Senator Saxton could reply Senator 
Cantor, fresh from the Executive Chamber, 
waiked up to Senator Chase, who had at that 
moment joined the group wilh senator Lingon, 
and exclaimed: “it is not possible that you 
agreed to any such bill last night as that men- 
tioned this morning?” 

“Yes, I did,’ returned Senator Chase; “ii’sa 
good bul.” 

“Itisa good bill,” interrupted Senator Lin- 
s0n, “and it oughtto be acceptable to every 
member of the Legisiature, irrespective of 
party.” 

“That's ail vory well,” cried Cantor, “but 
your bill does aot go far enough. You ought to 
make it apply to every county in the State, to 
ali the smali towns.” 

‘“‘Oh, what's the use of talking,” said Senator 
Chase; ‘‘ you know the Governor won't sigu apy 
such bill. He vetoed the same kind of a bill 
three years ago, and I don’t see the neces- 
sity tor giving bim an opportunity again this 
year. This is @ bill that is agreed to by Sen- 
ators without regard to party, and [ think it 
will be approved by the people of the State.” 

“ Well,” said Cantor, ‘** your bill may be good 
enough, but it does not go far enough. If you 
start in for annual registration you ought to 
make it perfect and thorough througbout the 
State.” It was Cantor who spoke, but the 
iaeas were those of David B. Hill. 

The Chase Registration biil was to have come 
up in the Senate as a speciai order this morn- 
ing, but the discussion was deferred on Senator 
Chase’s explanation that the Statutory Com- 
mission was engaged in making amendments 
to the bill which could not be ready before Mon- 
day evening. He explained that the amend- 
ments could be taken up on Monday and 
blended into the bill, which would then be made 
@ special order for next Thursday morning, 

“{ don’t think we will havo any personal 
annual registration law this year,” was the way 
Benator Saxton sumed up the situation. 

In the event of failure of the passage of the 
really meritorous biil agreed upon by the six 
Benators last night, the responsibility shouid 
be praced directly where it belongs—upon Goy. 
Hill.

The suspicion is gaining ground that the Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association has suc- 
ceeded in throttling John Connelly’s bill com- 
pelling associations formed outside of this 
State to deposis $100,000 in the Bank Depart- 
ment when they underteke to do business in 
this State. One of their lobbyists, named 
Warren, at the hearing before the Assembly 
Committee on Banks on 'Luesday, bluntly in- 
vited members of the committee to come down 
to hia office on Broadway, New-York, and talk 
the matter over there. 

“TIT am here for business,’ declared this 
patriot, “and I am not here to answer ques- 
tions or to be interrupted. If any member of 
the committee wants to talk to me he can come 
down to my office.” 

Members of the Assembly are not in the habit 
of receiving Invitations to come “to the Cap- 
tain’s office” so publicly, and 1t took the com- 
mittee about twenty-four hours to deliberate 
over Mr. Warren’s thoughtful, kind, and gen- 
erous proposition. They came to a decision last 
evening in @ very suspicious and mysterious 
manner, 

Ordinarily, all committee meetings are held 
in the Capitol, but Bradford Rhodes, Chairman 
of the Committee on Banks, made an innova- 
tion last night which some members of the 
committee may find profitable. Ie requested 
the members to come to his room at the Ken- 
more at 8 o’clock. Eight of the eleven members 
of the committee accepted the invitation, 
namely, Mr. Khodes of Westchester, Guibord of 
Clinton, Kimball of 8t. Lawrence, Ballantine of 
Delaware, L’Hommedieu of Orleans, Townsend 
of Queens, Haffner of New-York, and MoTernan 
of Kings. 

Mr. T. D. Sullivan of New-York, who was aleo 
on the committee, called at the hotel and in- 
quired for Mr. Rhodes. The clerk at the desk 
informed him that Mr. Rhodes was notin. Mr. 
Sullivan left the hotel and did not attend the 
meeting, nor did Messrs. Tompkins of Rockland 
and Fitts of Cayuga. Itis quite evident, from 
the answer given to Mr. Suliivan, that Mr. 
Rhodes bad no desire to be interrupted by 
interlopers.

A. R. Beardman, wio helped to draw the Fas- 
sett bill, in conversation with THE TIMEs’s cor- 
respondent said this evening: “The _ vital 
point of difference between the Mayor’s bill and 
ours is on naming the Commissioners. We be- 
lisve that on a subject so vast and vital the 
people of New-York City should know who the 
Commissioners are to be. For that reason we 
have named the Commissioners in our bill. The 
Mayor obstinately refusos to name or to divulge 
the names of men whom he wiil make Comwmis- 
sioners. Now, on the question of individuals we 
are pot tenacious. If Mayor Grant strenuously 
objects to any one of our Comuissioners, let 
him name the Commissioner hp objecis to, and 
give to the public the name of the man be 
will appoint in his place. This, to me, seems 
to be a fair proposition. It is no more 
than right forthe people to have these names 
before them. Inour bill, the local authorities 
control the action of the commission. Under 
the circnmstances our billis the more consery- 
ative, for tue reason that Tammany Hall con- 
trols the local authorities, and itis wanitesily a 
better check to have a commission that is 
not known to be a Tammany Hall commission, 
thanit would be if the commission and the 
local authorities both belonged to that organi- 
zation. Iam willing to amend our bill if neces- 
sary so as to give the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners confirmatory power. What I 
should like to see, hgwever, is some 
agreement between the Mayor and the Logis- 
lature by which the Mayor would name the 
Commissioners of his choice. Weare willing to 
adopt every suggestion that Mr. Beekman 
made except the one touching the Commiission- 
ers. I can't understand why,if the Mayor 1s 
sincerely in favor of rapid transit, he 1s not 
Willing to make goMe coucession by which some 
plan will be adopted to insure to New-York 
City what it pow needs gbove all things, rapid 
transit.”

November to “use, keep, or maintain in, 
through, across, over, or under any public 
street, highway, or publio place in the city and 
county of New-York, or in any building con- 
nected by wire with wires in any public street 
or public place, any electric circuit upon 
which the electrical pressure shall be such as 
would endanger the life of a person accidentally 
touching the conductor of the electrical cur- 
rent under such circumstances that the said 
current would pass through his body.” 

Lhe Board of Electrical Control is ordered to 
establish rules and regulations necessary for 
the enforcement of all provisions regarding the 
use and Management of the conductors and the 
conduits or subways coustructed or contem- 
plated. The provision regarding the lawtiul 
electrical pressure is made a police regulation 
of the city. In orderto lay underground elec- 
trical conductors permission must first be pro- 
cured of the Board of Electrical Control. 

The attorney to the Bourd of Health is em- 
powered to bring suitin the name of the city 
against any persons or corporations whenever 
he shall become convinced that the law has 
been violated. The penalty is a forfeiture of 
$150 for each and every day during which the 
violations continue. 

Another electrical bill is by Mr. Kelly. It 
makes it unlawful for owners of subways in 
New-York City to charge more than $500 per 
annum per mile for each duct having an inside 
diameter of three inches. 


Mr. Tim Sullivan submits a bill of the “ strike’, 
variety, providing thatthe strest railway com. 
panies of New-York City shail clean the streets 
which thelr lines traverse, under the super- 
Vision of the Street-Cleaning Department. The 
car liceove fees are revoked, and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel is given power to bring suit for 
failure of performance of the duty.

A. B. Boardman of Tracy, MoFariand, Board - 
man & Platt of New-York, representing the 
Jonn H. Starin Transportation Company, tue 
Baltimore aud Ohio Railroad, and a pnmber of 
other corporations uaing Hudson River piera 
from the Battery up to Harrison-street, ap- 
pearl in Opposition to the bill. He gaid there 
was if ublic demand tor the bill. The voor 
people have not asked for it. The Mayor, the 
Corporation Counsel, aud the Dock Depart- 
ment of New-York opposed the bill. If passed, 
it would result in driving from New-York 
to New-Jersey various commercial interests 
which have absolute need of the piers now be- 
ing used by them. 

The biil violated the spirit of home rule. It 
gave to the Board of Aldermen certain author- 
ity over the piers now possessed by the Dock 
Department. He said it was a scheme of the 
Aldermen to advaace their own personal inter- 
ests under the guise of a projectfor the public 
good. [fthe Board of Aldermen were given 
the power proposed in the Dill, to designate 
which pier out of every six would be the moss 
suitable for public commerce, it would enabie 
them to levy blackma!) on pier lessees by going 
to them and intimating that if no consideration 
was forthcoming their pier might be the one s8e- 
lected for pusiie usa This adattional power 
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should not be given to the Board of Aldermen in 
yiew of their past record, and of the tact that 
ney were gradually being stripped of what 
little power and authority they now possess 
Ho said the board should and eventually would 
be abolished. He suggested that a sub-commit- 
tee visit the pier district in New-York, and from 
personal examination they could tell what piers 
were of least importance to established com- 
mercial interests, and when a thorough exam- 
ination was made he would favor a bill which 
would name by number piers which the com- 
mittee might see tit to designate for public use 
with the least poesible destruction to estab- 
lished rights. 

When Mr. Boardman had finished Assembly- 
man Brady of New-York, a member of the com- 
mittee, took issue with that part of his speech 
referring tothe Board of Aldermen as )black- 
mnwilers, and a war of words followed, Mr.

VIGOROUS OLD PEOPLE.

Any one desirous of seeing how Maine’s old 
people live would have enjoyed acall made by 
tho editor of the Farmington Chronicle recently 
on Father Jenathan Scott Ellis. He found Mr. 
Ellis, who is pinety-six years old, seated by the 
stove and reading a newspaper without glasses, 
His wife's sister, Miss Lydix Ballard, who will 
be ninety-seven years old in April, was seated 
in arocking chair near by and knitting vigor- 
ously. Another sister-in-law, Miss Hannah 
Ballard, eighty-four years oid next Oetober, 
was cleaning up the dinner table and washing 
the dishes. Mrs. Ellis died three reese ago at 
the age of eighty-eight. The old folks prefer 
to live by themselves and do all theirown 
work, and Father Ellis yet refers to his 
sisters-in-law as ‘the girls.’ Mr. Ellis’s 
Tuaternal grandfather was the Kev. Jona- 
than Seott, a Scoteh Highlander who lived 
aud preached in Minot during the last years of 
his life. Mr. Ellis tells how he was once sent 
to Portland by his grandfather after some 
Bibles for distribution among his flock, Young 
Ellis called on the Key. Edward Payson, was 
invited in to rest, and made known his errand. 
“How much salary dees your grandfather 
get?” asked r. Payson, ‘ Well,’ said Ellis, 
“ they agreed, I believe, to pay him $300, but 
so far as I can find out he only gets $30.”

FROM TACOMA TO ASIA. 


The Directors of the Pacifico Mail Sveamship 
Company, at a meeting held yesterday, dis- 
cussed a proposition to run a line of steamers 
from Tacoma, Washington, to Asiatic ports in 
connection with the Northern Pacific Ratlroad. 
This is with a view to obtaining some of the 
business which now goes to the Canadian Pa- 
cific.

George Gould, President of the Pacitic Mail, 
said, after the meeting, that if satisfactory ar- 
raugenments could be made with the city officials 
of Tacoma for terminal facilities the project 
would probably be carried through. C, P. Hunt- 
ington of the Central and Southern Pacific, and 
Syduey Dillion of the Union Pacitic, who are 
also Directors of the Pacific Mail, were at the 
meeting. It remains to be seen Whether they 
will make any objection toa plan which will 
give profit to the Northern Pacific. They took 
no part 1n the disenssion yesterday, 

It is declared by friends of the Northern Pacific 
Company that the proposed scheme would bring 
large protits to that company, and it is semi- 
otlicially added that this deal with the Pacitic 
Mail is only one of various important projects 
which Henry Viilarad has in view for the de- 
velopment and enrichment of his Northern Pa- 
cifio property.

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

Railroad construction in 1890, aceording to 

the sngineering ews, will show more activity 
than in any season since 1887. A summary 
showa 5,058 miles partially completed, 7,041 
miies surveyed or under 6urvey, and 2,831 
Iniles not yet surveyed —a total of 14,910 miles, 
Canada has a total of 2,118 miles, Says the 
News: 
_“* The bulk of the enterprises new under way is 
in the South aad Southwest, on the cual roads of 
Pennsylvania and Ohiv, and in the extreme North- 
west, in Montana and Washington. In the totals 
of prospective mileage tor separate States Penn- 
sylvapia aud Georgia stand at the head with over 
900 miles each, New-York, Ohio, North Carolina, 
and Tennessee have betweer 700 aud 800 miles 
each, and Texas, Alabama, and Washington be- 
tween 600 and 700 miles each, 

“ Virginia and West Virginia show each over 500 
miles of prospective lines, of which a large propor- 
tion are certain of completion. Between 400 and 
500 miles are in Maine. Florida, Missouri, Nebraska, 
and Wyoming, while the States of Michigan, in- 
diana, South Carolina, Kentucky, Utah, Oregon, 
avd Montana show over 300 miles each. 

“Almost ali of the lines in prospect are rather 
shortand are generally furtiered to develop com- 
paratively local interests. While a large propuor- 
tion of them will compete with existing roads, if 
completed, there are practically no paralleling 
schemes like the West Shore or the Nickel Plate 
now projected.”

LTO KOSTER EXPORT TRADE. 





WHAT THE NEW F. B, WHEELER COM- 
PANY PROPOSES TO DO. 


A report that a gigantic trust, capitalized at 
$50,000,000 and intended to monopolize all ex- 
port trade with Australia, South Africa, and 
South America, bad been incorporated under 
the innocent title of the F. B. Wheeler Company, 
was received with some amusement at the 
offices ot Messrs. F. 3B. Wheeler & Co., 
at 27 Stone-street, yesterday. Frederick 
Halstead, the Treasurer of the new corporation, 
hastened to say that it had no trust or monop- 
Oly ideas in its make up, and that its capital 
stock was much nearer $1,000,000 than 
$50,000,000. He said that the corporation grew 
out of the firm simply because the firm’s 
business with Australia and New-Zealand 
had grown, in its five years of exist- 
ence, much too large for its capital. Mr, 
Wheeler conceived the idea of getting the man- 
ufacturers forwhom he did business to take 
stock In a& new company which with an in- 
creased capital would be able todo much to- 
ward fostering an American export trade. 
They approved the plan and the company was 
incorporated under the laws of New-Jersey in 
November last. 

A large capital is required to manage this 
business because of the length of time required 
tor the trip between New-York and Australia, 
as well as on account of the high freight rates. 
The corporation has @ number of traveling 
salesmeu in Australia and New-Zealand, and 


offices have been {established at Syd- 
ney in New South Wales and at HBris- 
ban. It proposes to begin business with 


South Africa and South America this year, 
and as it already ships 300 tons of miscellane- 
ous goods a month, it hopes to have vessels of 
its own in the near future. Toe company han- 
dles anything andeverything from nobby horses 
to electric light plants, and its method of busi- 
ness are uxtremely simple. The oftices abroad sell 
all kinds of goods and torward their orders to 
New-York, where they are distributed to the 
Various firms to be filled. For this a commie- 
sion is charged, but a part of it goes back to 
the firms owning stock in the corporation in the 
shape of dividends. 

Only one firm manufacturing a certain kind 
of goods is admitted to the company. The firms 
now interested iuclude the New-Haven Clook 
Company, N. J. Demarest & Co., harness; T. P. 
Howell & Co., patent leather; the Cincinnati 
Brewing Company, Phineas Jones & Co., car- 
riage wheels; tf. B. Petty & Co., trunks; H. M. 
Streeby & Co., carrjage hardware; the Sargent 
Manutacturing Company, tbe Richardson Saw 
Company, and Butier & Ward, leather orna- 
ments and trimmings, 

¥. B. Wheeler is the President of the new cor- 
poration, and among its Directors are Henry 
Howell and Daniel B. Halstead, President of 
the New-York National Exchange Bank. 





HEALTH TOPICS DISCUSSED. 
—_——<—<-__—. 
THE TRI-STATE 

ASSOCIATION, 


WHEELING, West Va., Feb. 27.—The Tri-State 
Sanitary Association opened its sessions this 
morning with Dr. Harvey Reed of Mansfield, 
Ohio, presiding. There was quite a large at- 
tendance of medical men and sanitarians from 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and West Virginia. A 
number of the leading medical apd sanitary 
journals are represented. 

At the morning session a brief address, ex- 
plaining the scope of the work falling upon the 
association, was made by Dr. George I. Garri- 
son, Secretary of the body. He was followed 
by Dr. A. J. Graham of Peoria, Ill., with a 


paper on ‘ Emergencies,” which treated of 
tloods and kindred calamities and gave sugges- 
tions as to What should be done by physicians, 
public health autuorities, and individuals gen- 
erally to ameliorate the effects of such cal- 
amities. 

Dr. E. D. Payne of Towanda succeeded with 
@ paper upon the ultimate dangers to health 
trom floods and the measures to be taken for 
their prevention. The final paper of the morn- 
ing session was upon disinfectants and disin- 
fection, bs Dr, J. B. McGraw of Pittsburg. 

The afternoon session was opened with a pa- 
per upon ** The Effects of Fioods,” by Dr. G. W. 
Eddy of Marietta, ‘*The Immediate Disinfee- 
tion of Débris in Flooded Districts’? was the 
theme of a practical and thoughtful paper by 
Dr. H. H. Fussell of Philadelphia, and inti- 
mately connected therewith was a paper by J. 
D. Kremer of Harrisburg upon “ The Sanitary 
Surprises of the Flood at Johnstown.” 

A. J. Moxham of Johnstown closed the after- 
noon session with a paper showing the great 
value tu be obtuined from the active co-opera- 
tion ef Boards of Health and the temporary 
authorities cailed into being by sudden local 
caiamities. 

At the night session “ The Relations of Forest 
Removal to Fioods” and “Food Adulteration” 
were considered. The session will be contin- 
ued to-morrow.

TEN YEARS’ INVESTIGATIONS.

THEY HAVE COST THE STATE A NEAT 
LITTLE SUM. 


ALBANY, Feb. 27.—In the Senate to-day Con- 
troller Wemple’s reply was received to a re 
quest for a statement of the cost of the several 
investigations ordered by the Legislature dur- 
ing the past ten years. It is as follows: 


STATE OF NEW-Y¥YORK, CONTROLLER’S OFFICE, 
ALBADY, Feb. 27, 1890. 
To the President of the Senate: 

In response to aresolution of the Senate, adopted 
on the 23d ult., requesting from the Controller 
“a detailed statement of the moneys paid out by 
the State for the expenses of investigating com- 
mittees during each of the ten years last passed, 
showing separately the amounts paid for counsel, 
experts, accountants, witnesses, and other items 
in the course of such investigations,” I have the 
honor to report as follows, viz.: The total payment 
for the purposes mentioned from Oct. 1, 1879, to this 
date amount to the sum of $404,54057. Of 
this sum the gross amount paid for counsel was 
$147,000 80, and for other expenses of committees 
the amount was $257,503 77. The above sum of 
$404,504 57 does nol, however, include pending 
claims of the Assembly committee of 1885 in the 
Indian investigation tor $5,864 29. Neither does it 
include over $14,000 paid for expenses in contested 
election cases. I deem it proper to state that durin 
my administration, for the years 188% and 1889, 
items of claims in investigations were disallowed 
amounting to $19,232 58. To this amount should 
be added claims, vetoed by the Governor in 1889, 
for expenses of sundry committees amounting to 
over $11,500, and which have not been paid. The 
annexed and accompanying tables show the pay- 
moentsin desgail.

Like all of the above investigations, the 
one entitled ** NEW-YORK Times’ Bribery, 
$116 20,” bas a history in which several Sena- 
tors, more or less notorious, were principals. 
tenator John Raines, now a member of Con- 
gress, when his associates in the upper house 
were asleep one day, slipped through the Senate 
@ measure which was intended to steal a large 
part of the water front of Staten Island. Staten 
Island was then and is now some hundreds of 
miles from the district which Raines repre- 
sented in the interior of the State. Raines con- 
veyed the impression that this-was *‘a purely 
local measure.” The Senators neglected to look 
the matter up, and the bill was on its way to a 
committee of the House when its true char- 
acter was discovered and was exposed by THE 
TIMES and Other New-York newspapers. 

Whether this discovery meant to Mr. Raines 
the loss of a large sum of money was a matter 
about which there were two opinions. ‘The 

reponderance of opinion however, was that 

aines had met with a severe inancial be- 
reavement. The discovery created a scandal, 
and Raines indignantly demanded an investi- 
gation of the allegations made by the correspond- 
ent of THE TIMES. The latter had had freyuent 
occasion to portray Mr. Raines iu his true colors 
as a legislative highwayman, and now Mr. 
Raines thought the supreme moment of bis life 
had arrived. He would crush the corrrespond- 
ent, throwing him neck and heels out of the 
halls of legisjation. I[n full sympathy with this 
delightful soheme was another legisiative high- 
wayman, Senator Commodore P. Vedder. Tuva 
committee of which the latter was Chairman 
Raines had the matter referred. 

It did look blue for the correspondent at the 
eutset, for Raines had every reuson to believe 
that another member of the committee would 
aid his purpose, and with twoof the tnree mem- 
bers of the committee in sympathy with him 
the way was clear for areport urging the ex- 
pulsion of THE TiMEs’s correspondent. This, it 
was well Known atthe State Capitol, was the 
real purpose of the investigation. 

A large amount of testimony was takeu, and 
the allegations as to the character of the bill 
and the connection of Raines with it were sub- 
stantiated. ‘ihe atmosphere grew clear, and on 
the last day of the session, when the committee 
presented its report, 1t was discovered that two 
of its three members found no cause for pro- 
ceeding against the correspondent. Naturally 
this tip-over was aDnoying to Raines. 

A minority report, however, was prepared by 
Senator Vedder. It was a howling demand for 
an immediate expulsion, a demand, it is hardly 
necessary to say, which the Senate ignored. 
The State, however, had to pay the piper. 
Senator Ruines did not have even the satis- 
faction of having been ‘“ vindicated.” 





TWO TOWNS AT WAR. 





ARMED MEN IN CONFLICT—ONE MAN 
KILLED AND OTHERS WOUNDED. 


WIcHITA, Kan., Feh. 27.—The war of two 
years ago between Cimarron and Ingalls, two 
rivai towns in Gray County, in the western part 
of the State, has been revived over the ques- 
tion of locating a sugar factory, for which 
$25,000 eonnty bonds was voted. The county 
officials being Ingalls men, decided to put the 
factory in their town, and the Cimarron men 
eaused injunction suit to be entered. 

Cc. T. Gregory, who represented Cimarron, 
went over to Ingalls yesterday to attend to 
the suit, and he was pounced upon by a mob, 


led by Billy Allenworth and Tom Bold, noted 
desperadoes, who marched into the court room 
and forced Gregory to withdraw the suit. 

Gregory was released, and going baok to Cim- 
arron returned with 100 armed men. In at- 
tempting to escape, Allenworth was killed and 
Bold got away wounded. Seven Ingalls men 
were wounded as a result of a scattering tire, 
and five horees and six men were Injured of the 
Cimarron erowd. 

Intense excitement prevails, and more trouble 
is looked for. 








ATTENDANTS AT EXECUTIONS. 

From the Rome Sentinel, Feb. 21. 
Judge Fish of the Supreme Court in the 
Fourth Judicial District has discovered that 
under the provisions of the new electric execu- 
tion law no one is required to be present at an 
execution except the “agent or Wardep of the 
State prison to whom it 1s directed to do execu- 
tion of the sentence.” The others allowed by 
law to be witnesses are simply invited guests, 
and need not attend unless they desire. It is 
not likely that there will ever bo an execution 
without spectators, yet it is just as well that 
the law be changed to compel the attendance 
of more than one man. There should at least 
be a physician preaent to determine beyoud 
doubt that the electricity has suceessfully done 
its work, and his presence should be made 
compulsory.

MONEY PLENTY NOW, BUT IT MUST 
FLOW BACK TO EUROPE, 


BUENOS AYRES, Jan 21.—An agreeable change 
has come over the money market during the 
last week. Whether it is due to the satisfactory 
crops which are furnishing a large value of 
exports or whether it is entirely owing to the 
rumors of fresh financial arrangements made 
by the Government and Europe is not known, 
but itis generally unfortunately attributed te 
the latter. 

Much better for the country it would be if 
our vigorous productive capacity were making 
itself felt, than that the Nation should be in 
curring fresh obligations already too heavy. 
The most current rumor is that the Govern 
ment has succeeded in negotiating a loan for 
$40,000,000 in gold, and the premium on gojd 
has fallen more than 20 per cent... and is no 
expected to go below 100 percent. premium. 

In addition to the foregoing the sale of the 
Western Railway by the Province of Buenos 
Ayres is believed to be on the eve of conclusion 
tor the sum of $50,000,000 in gold, much of 
which would come into the country. Such 
Measures, however, are only palliative and 
canvot effect a cure for the present financial 
situation. When the gold now expected has 
returned to Europe,’ as it inevitably will, the 
position here will be worse than before, and 
more heroic remedies than the artifisial impors 
of gold will be necessary to establish the busi- 
ness of the country on a sound basis. 

There is no ehenge to be made in the former 
estimates of the clip of wool and the crups. 
Both are turning out most satisfactorily, but the 
great difficulty at present is getting them to 
market, as thereis not alineof railway in the 
country serving the agricultural districts that 
has anything like a sufficiency of rolling stock, 
and it will be fortunate if heavy losses do not 
occur from delay and damage by not being able 
to remove the freight now piled up and waiting 
already for weeks.

MANY MORK FRAUDULENT 


BALLOTS FOUND. 
PROGRESS OF THE RECOUNT—SENATOR 
M'DONALD STILL FAVORS HAVING 

DAVIS SELECT THE JURIES. 


TRENTON, N.J., Feb. 27.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Elections resumed its 6xamination 
pf the Hudson County ballot boxes this mora- 
ing. and Went rapidly thruwgh the remaining 
precincts of Jersey City. hese were the Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Pre- 
sincts of the Eighth Assembly District. The 
boxes from these precincts contained no “joker” 
Pallots, and only slight errors in the count were 
Giscovered. Some of the ballots in the Sixth 
and Seventh Precincts were faintly inked, and 
there were indications of the use of two shades 
of ink in the same box, but the evidence of 
fraud was by no means clear. 

The result for the whole of Jersey City was 
to reduce MoDonaid’s total of 16,308 as shown 
by tho tally sheets, or 16,058 as shown by the 
Official return, to 16,038, and to increasé 
&tubr’s total of 10,813 as shown by the tally 
Bheet, or 10,900 as shown by the official re- 
turn, to 11,099, merely by the correction of 
falsifications in the count. The whole number 
of “joker” ballots found in the olty was 1,494. 
There were also 44 ballots of a littie larger 


eize, but of the same fraudulent character as 
the ‘‘jokers,” and 220 large ballots, whioh were 
named “strangers” because the stamp upon 
— is clearly diftereut from the stamp of the 
‘box. 

The aggregate of the “jokers’’ of both sizes 
and the “strangers” is 1.758, of which all ex- 
cept 3 were oast for MoDonald. No one seems 
to question that all these, at the very least, 
should be thrown out. MoVonald’s official 
majority m Jersey City is, therefore, reduced 
from, 5.158 to 3,181. But there are & great 
number of other ballots vearing indications of 
fraud, whiie some of the precinct returns are so 
Irregular and evidently fraudulent that the 
question will be raised whether the whole vote 
of certain precincts should not be thrown out. 
The commilttee’s conclusions about the city can, 
therefore, by uo means be foreshadowed. 

The ballot boxes from the four wards of the 
town of Harrison, where Senator McDonald 
lives, were next examined, The stamping on 
the ballots was found to be generally indis- 
tinct andin some cases wanting. The recount 

educed McDonaid's total 3 and Stuhr’s 2 in the 

irst Ward, reduced McDonald’s 2 and in- 
creased Stuhr’s 2 in the Second Ward, increased 
McDonald’s 1 in the Third Ward, and decreased 
McDonald’s lin the Fourth Ward. The — 
fate change was a net loss of 5 to McDonald. 
The Firat Ward box contained no tally sheet. 
Butall these irregularities appeared to be inol- 
dental, and no disposition was manifested to 
charge intentional fraud. 

The other boxes examined were from the 
Fourth Ward of Hoboken, that ward being a 
es of the Seventh Assembly District. he 

allots from the First Precinct of the ward at 
first seemed to be all unusually well milled, 
stamped, and punctured, but closer examina- 
tion showed that eighteen of these bore no such 
marks. They were iunocent of any sort of 
mark by the box apparatus. The conclusion 
seemed inevitable that these eighteen got into 
the box by fraudulent means. All of tnese 
were for McDonald. The result of the recount 
reduced the vote of each Senatorial candidate 
by two. The election officers who are culpable 
were Thomas Hanley, Jobn Loebit, David Fita- 
gibbons, and John Carlin, clerk. 

The box from the Second Preeinct revealed 

othing startling, The recount took one from 

oDonaid and added one to Stunr, but nooclear- 
ly-fraudulent ballots were found. he box 
from the Third Precinct contained a poll book 
suspiciously well written, All the naines were 
evidently written by the same hand and with 
the method of a copyist. The tally sheet was 
also better kept than any previous one. The 
recount did not change MecDonald’s total but 
took one from Stuhr. It was also found that 
five ballots had been stolen from Grubb. The 
election officers were James McCloskey, Wiil- 
fam Temple, Theodore, Kelly, and Henry 
Koenig. 

The box from the Fourth Precinct of the 
Fourth Ward of Hoboken furoished a new kind 
of fraudulent ballots. They had not the stamp 
of the box at all, nor was any milling to be 
found on them, but they were all stamped with 
the misspelted word ‘*Hoboekn.” There were 
fifteen of these baliots in the box, none of 
Which could well have got there honestly. All 
were for McDonald. The recount re- 
duced McDonald’s vote one and increased 
Biuhr’s one. The election ofticers were Chris- 
topher Hahn, Smito Howell, James Gilfillan, 
aud Anton Miller, clerk. 

The box from the Fifth Precinct was chiefly 
notable tor producing twenty-four more of the 
fraudulent *‘Hoboekn” stamped ballots. About 
100 of the regular ballots were very faintly 
yollled on their edges, The recount took one 
from McDonald and added one to Stuhr. The 
apparently culpable election officers were John 
Moran, John Duryea, John Dennison, and Jobn 
W. Moots, clerk, The box from the Sixth Pre- 
csinct showed no marked irregularities, though 
the recount took two from McDonald’s eount. 

This completed the reconnt of the Sev- 
pnth Assembly District, the Jersey City por- 
tion having been done yesterday. The re- 
pult for the district was the discovery 
of 468 fraudulent ballots of various kinds, 
a net decrease of 18 in McDonald’s vote and a 
net increase of 8 in Stubr’s vote. The evidences 
of fraud in the election indicated that the dis- 
trict is one of the worst in the county. The 
committtes next began en the Ninth Assembly 
District, carried for McDonald last fall by 4385 

lurality, Abbett having 1n the same district 

.644. The entire district is ia Hoboken. The 
box froin the First Precinot of the First Ward 
contained many ballots indistinctly marked, 
but no clear evidence of fraud. The recount 
reduced McDonald's vote, as oificially revurned, 
by three and stubr’s by one. 

The committee then adjourned until next 
Moniay afternoon. It expects to complete the 
examination of the boxes next week, as oniy 32 
bow remain of the 129. The taking of testimony 
‘will follow. 

Senator McDonald spent some time in the 
committes room this afteraoon, it being his first 
appearances there since the beginning of the in- 
vestigation. He seomed gratified when he 
learned that no “jokers” or proofs of fraud 
were found in the boxes from the town of Har- 
rison. He said he was at the polls there and 
Was sure no attempt at fraud was made. The 
Senator bas been so anxious to have it appear 
that he had no personal complicity in the bal- 
lot-box frauds that if seemed possible that he 

ignt sincerely favor legislation that would 
ee bring the rascals to justice. He was there- 
fore asked by Tut TIMEs’s correspondent his 
opinion of the pending Jury Commission bill, 
which provides for taking the selection of juries 
outof the hands of “Boss” Davis. His reply 
was that he opposed it. 

“The power to select juries,” he said, ‘has 

elonged to the Sheriff from time immemerial. 
i ought not to be taken from him. Whatis 
the use of baliot reform if it will not enable 
the people to elect an honest Sheriff? The plan 
of having a commission to select juries has 
been tried, and is open to great abuses. Just 
@s many rogues went unpunished and just as 
many innocent persons were prosecuted when 
@ commission selected the juries as when the 
Sheriff selects them. 

“We had a jury commission in Hudson 
County years ago when no other county had 
ore. Atthesame time we had other commis- 
gions, aud the whole system was rotten. There 
$s no occasion for returning te the system now, 

or to any partof it. Wedon’t want the Legis- 
ature to select county officials for us. It is 
asmuch as it can do to take care of itsown 
business. The power of seleoting juries is 
properly in the hands of the Sheriff. If a jury 
faiisin its duty there isaremedy. The court 
slways has it in its power to order it dis- 
missed.” 

Of course Mr, McDonald knows that Hudson 
County juries do notoriously fail in their duties, 

nd hé knows they have made Hudson County 

ustice a mockery. But he will have to bea 
ood deal more distressed about corruption 
€oon he has yet been berore he will consent to 
any direct remedial measure. Many people, 
poting his present attitude, will recail thé 
words of his speech to the convention whioh 
nominated him last Fall. He then said: “You 
ave made me your candidate, and I am now 
our servant. It elected, I shali be for my 
party first, and the general good of the people 


fterward.” ‘‘Bob” Davis is that party.

HIS BRAVE DEFENSE OF THE MONEY 
INTRUSTED TO HIS CHARGE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 27.—Paymaster Joseph W. 
Wham of ‘the army, who was robbed by an 
armed gang of thieves of Government funds 
amounting to over $28,000 fn May last in Art- 
zona, 18 likely to be relieved from responsibili- 
ty for the money. The passage of the bill for 
that purpose has been recommended by the 
committee to which it was referred. In its re- 
port the com mittee says: 

**Major Wham left Fort Grant, Afizona, May 
11, 1889, with $28,345 10. The money was 
locked in the usual treasure box and placed in 
the boot of the ambulanée, where it is always 
carfied. The escort was composed of two non- 
commissioned officers and nine privates, being 
two more than the usualnumber, Ata point 


about twenty-six miles from Fort Grant, while

“ The evidence adduced upon the trial shows 
that Major Wham from this point made a stub- 
born and efficient resistance for thirty minutes; 
that he was cool and a and held his men 
until all who were with him exeept the Cor- 
poral were wounded; that when the Corporal 
slowly retired down the hill, with the eight 
wounded men, Major Wham called to him to 
return and continue the fight, but, to repeat the 
language which the Corporal used before 
the court, he ‘aid not think that was _plausi- 
bie;’ that Major Wham, finding himself alone, 
retired down the hill to @ bunch of mesquite 
brush, behind which the wounded mémbers of 
the escort had sought temporary shelter; that 
Major Wham, finding that the Corporal was the 
galy man not wounded, practically gave up the 

ght, though he afterward made an ineffectual 
aitempt to get the wounded men into the rocks 
and continue the struggle; that tne fring was 
keptupin a desultory manner for about an 
hour, during which time the treasure box was 
broken open and all ofthe money was oarried 
away, 

‘‘Within three hours after the robbery Major 
Wham notified the commander at Fort Thomas 
and also the department commander. Pursuit 
immediately commenced. Seven men were 
subsequently arrested and charged by indict- 
ment with participating in the robbery. Upon 
their trial was elicited the evidence above 
stated. The United States Grand Jury, which 
investigated this robbery, corroborates the fact 
| Major Wham made a galiant effort to de- 

end the money intrusted to his care. The As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court of Ari- 
zoua,the Hon, Richard E. Sloan, who presided 
at the trial of the men charged with the rob- 
bery, made the following indorsement upen the 
report of the Grand Jury which investigated 
the crime, to wit: ‘The statements contained 
in the inolosed report of the United States 
Grand Jury relative to the amount of 
Money taken from the Paymaster and 
the brave defense made by Major Wham and his 
escort were fully corroborated by the evi- 
dence taken before me asthe Presiding Judge 
in the trialof Cunningham and others charged 
with the robbery.’ The fact that the Presi- 
dent, aftera thorough investigation into this 
case, has seen fit to award certificates of 
inerit and medals of honor to the membepss of 
Major Wham’'s escort Is the highest evidence of 
the fact that they displayed unusual courage 
and skill in defense of the Government's prop- 
erty. All the evidence in this case shows con- 
clusively that all was done by Major Winam and 
his brave little escort that men could do to 
pretect the Government’s property, aud the 
tight was continued untii the casualty list was 
larger than any heretofore authentically re- 
ported.”

THE CEILING INQUIRY. 
LEE aa 

SEVERAL. IMPORTANT WITNESSES EX ~ 
AMINED YESTERDAY. 

ALBANY, Feb. 27.—The Anaith ease sgain oo- 
oupied the attention of the Board of Claims 
this morning. 

Architect Rowe, who had charge of thé ceil- 
fug work, testified that Mr. Sullivan had called 
his attention to defects in the iron work, and 
upon consultation with Mr. Andrews the latter 
had advised him to make the changes effected. 
Engineer Reed, employed by Mr. Sullivan, and 
Mr. Ehlers supérviséad somé of the work and 
prepared the plans for all the iron work, 


which were completed before the Dill 
became a law. He could not remem- 
ber whether he was engaged upon the 


specifications prior to the first meeting of the 
committee, June 18. The section of the specifi- 
cations referring to carving meant spandrils, 
aud he believed that the spandrils were finally 
madé of papter-maché. The carving related 
only to oak, if used. There was a specification 
allowing the use of papier-maché for beading 
on the spandrils, but he was unable to find it, 
The number of pancis was changed after the 
letting of the contract. 

The plans were drawn to fit both papier- 
maché and quartered oak, and piaus were #lso 
made for two sizes of vanels. He had seen 
1,421 feet of papier-machs and 800 feet of 
carved oak molding come into the Assembly 
Chamber, and in his opinion that amount could 
new be found on and about the ceiling. In his 
opinion the labor and time and materials 
claimed had ali been invested in the work. 

Suv-Contractor T, J. Sullivan was put upon 
the stand, and upon cross-examination reltter- 
ated several aawers given to questions pro- 
pounded by the Fish examining committee of 
1889. He contracted with Snaith to furnish 
ail the iron work. It was found that the gird- 
ers could not be constructed acvording to the 
plan because they would not be strong enough 
or otherwise suitable. 

The counsel for the State attempted to prove 
that one McKown had written out an estimate 
of the work done and then had signed a receipt 
for money received from the State in Mr. 
Snaith’s pame. Mr. Sullivan was asked to iden- 
tify the writing, Dut suid he could not do so, 

George E. Reid, adraughtsman employed by 
Mr. Andrews upon the work on the Assembly 
ceiling, was called. He drew pians for the 
work, and early in July, 1888, changed them 
Slightly. He had not consulted about them 
with either Snaith or Sullivan, but all the 
changes were made under direction of Andrews, 

Some of the irons used in the construction 
were found to be too lignt for the purposes for 
which they were intended, and were taken out 
and replaced after having been strengthened 
The cost of taking out the old irons and 
strengthening them by the additien of new ones 
was about the same as would have been re- 
quired by the usé of entirely new iron. 60 the 

lau pursued saved nothing to the contractor. 

6 admitted that the contract called for the en- 
tire removal of the old iron and brick. 

Peter Hogan, civil engineer, testified that he 
had carefully watched the work during its 
progress with reference to the manner of con- 
struction. The north and south walls of the 
chamber would have been insufficient to bear 
the weight ontatled by the support of the 
trusses. The plan adopted was a beneiit to the 
support of the east and west walls. Hethought 
the papier-maché ceiling preferable to quartered 
oak, as it was less susceptible to atmospheric 
changes.

NEW-YORK MERCHANTS TO GET 
FROM NOVA SCOTIA. 


PitTspurRG, PrEnn., Feb. 27.—Henry L. Berry 
of Bangor, Me., is engaged in the somewhat 
novel business of selling down-east ice to the 
dealers of Western Pennsylvania and Ohto. He 
is likely to meet with success, too, as there has 
been no cutting whatever on the dams and 
lakes hereabout this Winter, and the problem 
of supplying next Summer's demand has come 
to be a serious one, 

“We have lots of ice down our way,” Mr 
Berry said, ‘‘but nearly every mite of it has 
been sold, Still wo have cold enough weather 
to freeze plenty more. The fact is the ice 
which [intend to sell is not frozen yet, but it 
will be as soon as that which is on our rivers 
and lakes has been packed away. Prices are 
fair. One firm at Bangor sold 10,000 tons and 
another 5,000 tons last week at $3 aton. The 


firm received $10,000 cash and will get the 
balance on delivery. 

“There is a great deal of speculation going 
on. Every man who can be pressed into service 
of cutting is at work day and night. In Maine 
every pound of ice that is marketable will be cut 
every available shed will be filled. Ice dealers 
representing Philadelphia, Baitimore, Wash- 
ington, and New-York have been in our State 
fordays. One of them at Bar Harbor wanted 
to buy a large lake on an island, but it was not 
for sale, 

“The idea of cutting ice on Phillips Lake, 
which is in a remote section, is @ great under- 
taking, and has never betore beon aitempte:d. 
A crew of 150 men will use a special train to 
convey them to and from work. It is pretty 
ice, 21 inches thick, clear, blue, and pure, 

‘**At Gardiner a four-thousand-ton stack will 
be erected and packed. Large numbers of men 
are arriving daily and find employment at 
good wages. At Portland a tirm bas chartered 
a schooner in which to load ice on the Kenne- 
bec River for New-York at $1 75 a ton, the 
bighest rate ever paid. 

‘Other vessels are Carrying nothing but ice 
to the metropolis. Never beiore bas there been 
80 much excitement or activity in our part of 
the country. Butif ldo not geta pretty good 
advance on the New-York prices quoted there 
will not be very much ice shipped West.” 


Hawirax, N. 8., Feb. 27.—J. R. Raymond, 
representing a syndicate of New-York capital- 


ists, is visiting Halifax for the purpose of pur- 
ehasing Jand in the viomity of Dartmouth 
Lakes with a view to erecting icehouses 
— and securing the right to cut ice on the 
akes. 

Mr. Raymond said he was here in the interest 
ot @ number of New-York merchants, the 
greater part of whom are extensive dealers in 
fish. The New-Yorkers say that Nova Scotian 
ice is superior to most of the ice obtained in 
the United States. 

It is the intention of the syndicate to ship ice 
from Halifax to large cities for consumption 
during the Summer months,

RATS KILLED BY WHOLESALE, 





A WHOLE TOWN ENGAGED IN 
ING DOWN THE PESTS. 


MILTON, Iowa, Feb. 27.—One of the biggest 
rat hunts that has ever taken piace in this part 
of the State has been progressing for the past 
week. During the warm Winter months past 
tho rate have multiplied nm a moat alarming 
manner, and it was with great concern that the 
citizens of the place noted the growing evil. 
Their houses, barns, and corn-cribs fairly 
swarmed with them, and great havoc has been 
made in wheat and corn bins and in various 
storehouses, large quantities of grain being 
carried off and other produce despoiled. 

After due deliberation it was decided to or- 
ganize a series of rat hunts, in which all the 
Citizens should take part. So the whole town 
turned out—men with clubs, spades, and other 
weapons, accompanied by all the dogs in the 
neighborhood, commenc3d the work of exter- 
mination. It was decided to continue the bat- 
tle till every rat in the vicinity had been killed. 
Thore was an ola white-haired man of the baili- 
wick who had had no little experience in the 
rat-eatching business. He had several fine rat 
terriers and was generally known as the 
modern piled piper. This fellow was placed 
in command of the attacking party and 
made great havoc among the swarming 
rodents with his club and dogs. The excite- 
Ment was intense. Dogs yelped, men shouted, 
boys yelled, and rate squealed. Blows fell 
thick and fast; so did therats. They were 
routed ont from their holes by the army of 
spadesmen and swarmed in every direction. 
Some of the bolder avimals turned upon their 
foes and made a show of fight, but it was of no 
use. What the clubs missed the dogs caught, 
and the piles of dead rats grew apace. 

Although not yet finished the hunt so far is 
declared to be a decided success, and the citi- 
zens are jubilant A public meeting is pro- 
posed to be held in the opera house, previous 
to which there will be a grand street parade 
headed by a brass band and participated in by 
the successful hunters carrying their imple- 
ments of battle.

THE SQUADRON OF EVOLUTION 
IN FRENCH WATERS. 
SALUTED BY THE FRENCH SQUADRON 
ON THE RUN TO VILLEFRANCHE— 

THE OFFICERS ENTERTAINED. 


SQUADRON OF EVOLUTION, VILLEFRANCHE, 
France, Feb. 16.—The squadron completed its 
stay at Toulon on the 11th inst, having been 
just a week in port. The Frenchmen showed 
every desiré to be agreeable, and succeeded in 
leaving a pleasaut impression on the minds of 
the Americans. Their strict rules in regard to 
offering foreigners opportunities of closely in- 
specting the naval constructions were suf- 
ficfently relaxed on the 10th to permit visits 
to the Marceau, Cécille, and Davoust. These 
ships were finishing or refitting at the arsenal. 
They have been already publicly described, 
and no new data can be given. At the same 
time, @ personal inspection always conve ys 
more of an idea than any amount of writing 
and plans, and opportunities are gladly ac 
cepted when they occur. 

Across the harbor from Toulon, at La Seyne, 
are the extensive works of the Société des 
Forges et Chantiers de la Méditerranée. Here 
have been built many of the french war ships 
and the Spanish Pelayo, and there are now un- 
der construction for Chill a battle ship of 6,900 
tons, two protected cruisers of 2,000 tons, and 
two gunboats of 800 tons. Would it not bea 


decided improvement from the American point 
ot view if these ships could be built in the 
United States instead of abroad? There is no 

uestion that the workin America is as good; 
the deciding consideration is the cost, and as 
our builders acquire experience and prices are 
cheapened by a just tariff, it is to be hoped that 
orders of this sort will arrive. 

There had been some talk of leaving the 
Yorktown at Toulon to be fitted with new steer- 
ing gear, but this was not done., The oak and 
boiler iron quadrant fitted In two days at Fayal 
has proved so satisfactory that it was decided 
to postpone repairs until a later time, or the re- 
turn of the squadron to the United States. A 
French whalepoat was selected at the arsenal 
to replace the one lost at sea. Itis of lighter 
construction than our American boats, and fit- 
ted inside with pine instead of ash. It is an 
ener palling boat. 

While at Toulon the squadron routine of drill 
was carried on. Every afternoon the boats 
were ordered out for exercise under sail or oars, 
There could be no more suitable place for this 

urpose than the harbor of Toulon, closed as it 

sonevery side, and presenting a broad ex- 
panse of several miles. Tho French realize its 
advantages in the almost constant drill of tor- 
pedo boats, of which there area large number 
maintained in readinesa for service. They could 
be seen on any afternoon speeding from point 
to point and discharging torpedoes at imagin- 
ary enemies. A broad field of duty will be 
| meri for our young officers when the United 

tates is eventually equipped with torpedoes 
and torpelo boats. 

At 7 o'clock on the mo ning of the 11th signal 
was made to get under wa/, and the squadron 
left the harbor in coluwn, with the flagship 
leading. The old line-of-battle ship La Couronne 
flying the flag of the Préfet Maritime, Vice 
Admiral Duperré, and used as aschool and 
training ship, accompanied the squadron out 
to engage in exercises in Hytres Roads. Paint- 
ed black, with tbe proverbial white streak 
along the line of gun ports, she offered a strik- 
ing contrast to the trim white cruisers of the 
new régime. Passing between the lles d’Hyéres 
and skirting the coast of France, the squadron 
évvered the ninety odd miles between Toulon 
and Villefranche in something over eight hours, 
arriving at its destination shortly before 4 
o'clock. 

When opposite the town of.Cannes the second 
and third divisions of the French squadron of 
evolution were encountered. Withoutindulging 
in fine writing 1t was truly a magnificent sight. 
In each division were three huge battle ships 
as follows: The Trident, (8,456 tons,) flagship of 
Rear Admiral the Baron Alquisr, commanding 
the second division, accompanied by the Amiral 
Baudin (11,380 tons) and the Redoubtable, 
(8,858 tons;) the Vauban, (5,869 tons,) pores 
of Rear Admiral O'Neill, commanding the thir 
division, accompanied by the Bayard (5,881 
tons) and the Duc«uesclin, (5,869 tons.) The 
Vautour (1,260 tons) and the torpedo dispatch 
boat Dragonne (321 tons) acted as scouts. 
The leading division passed in line preserving 
almost perfect intervals and aliznment, the 
Baucy little Dragonne, with her rakish masts 
thrown out to the front and centre, and the 
Vautour bringing up the rear. When abreast 
the Chicago the Trident, on the right, thun- 
dered out thirteen guns, withthe American flag 
at the fore, the Chicago promptly answering, 
and when past the American ships the five ves- 
sels wheeled to the left into column as if they 
were actuated by one piece of mechanism. At 
an interval from the van division came the 
rear division in column, the Vauban leading. 
Salutes were again exchanged and the squad- 
rons parted, 

When a French Lieutenant was asked how the 
ships kept their positions so admirably, ‘ Mon 
Dieu!” be replied, “they haveto.” Two or 
three midshipmen or ensigns observe constant- 
ly the sextant angles of tbe neighboring ships 
and the speed and revolutions are checked ac- 
curately every ten minutes. The flagship is as 
careful as any of the rest to observe a constant 
speed. During evolutions the commanding ofil- 
cers direct all movements, unless a signal to 
the contrary is made from the flagship, in 
which case the oilicer of the watch assumes 
coutrol. 

In Villefranche Harbor was found the first 
division of the squadron, consisting of the 
Formidable, (11,336 tons,) flagship of Vice 
Admiral Bergasse du _ Paetit-Thouars, Com- 
mander ia Chief; the Amiral Duperré, (10,487 
tons;) the Courbet, eory tons,) and the dis- 
patch bdat Milan, (1,550 tons.) Bebind the 
mole were the ihree torpedo boats No. 126, No, 
127, and the Agile. The cruiser Forbin (1,850 
tons) and the torpedo dispatch boat Fidche 
(321 tons) were expected soon to join. Here 
indeed was a squadron of evolution, nine bat- 
tle ships, aggrezating 77,788 tons; three 
cruisers, two torpedo dispatch boats, and three 
torpedo boats. The battle ships are protected 
with armor of iron or steel, varying in thick- 
ness from 6 to 22 inches; the total number of 
guns in the main batteries of all the ships is 
142 of oalibres from 3.9 to 16.5 inches, in the 
secondary batteries 159 guns, mainly Hotch- 
kiss rapid-fire and revolving cannon. There 
are in ali 60 torpedo tubes; the individual ships 
have speeds from 14 to 20 knots, carry in the 
aggregate 6,300 tons of coal, and the effective 
force of the squadron is 6,000 officers and men. 

The French Admiral has remained in port to 
extend a welcome to the American ships. In- 
Vitation8s were at once extended for grand 
déjvuners in the cabin sand ward room of the 

‘ormidable, to take place on the 13th. To the 
ormer were invited the Admiral and staff, the 
Captains of the different ships, the Préfet of 
the department, and the commandants of the 
garrisons ashore. The wardroom breakfast in- 
eluded about forty officers of the combined 
fleets and army officers from ashore, Both 
were remarkably handsome affairs, and were in 
all probability ordered by the Government. 
The greatest good fellowship prevailed, and 
toasts were given on all manner of eee 

The Frenoh ships sailed the following morn- 
ing to join the rest of the squadron, not, how- 
ever, before the Admiral had visited with his 
staff each of the American ships and inspected 
with theegreatest interest all their fittings and 
arrangements. The impression has evidently 
got abroad that America is to have a navy, 
and these ships, as first fruits, command con- 
siderable attention. 

Nice igs now in the midst of the carnival, and 
officers and men are enjoying themselves to as 
full an extent as drills and ships’ duties will 
permit. Monte Carlo also comes in for a share 
of attention; but it must be said, to the credit 
of the offieers, that their playing there is very 
circumspect. The attractions of the place aré 
found in its natural and artiticial beauties, and 
in the very fine orchestra that performs after- 
noons and evenings.

Now that the receiving ship Vermont has 4

Navy Yard. The Enterprise is also on her way 
home, coming from Europe. She is expected to 
reach New-York by the middle of March. Many 
ot her men, it is thought, will ship in the course 
ot a week or two after their discharge, 

The action of the Secretary of the Treasury 
in ordering a court of inquiry, consisting of 
Capt. Johu White, Revenue Marine; the Col- 


lector of Customs of San Francisco, and Surgeon 
Baishall of the Revenue Marine Hospital Serv- 
iev, to examine into the charges ot crueity pre- 
ferred aguinst Capt. M. H. Healy of the Revenue 
Marine, is said te be in accordance with the 
custom in the Revenue Marine.

Iv is learned that the merchants of San Fran- 
cisco are extremely dasirous to see Capt. Healy 
retained in the service from the fact that he 
has rendered their whaling interests incalcula- 
bie aid. The Seamen’s Union and the citizens 
of San Francisco not interested finaneiaily in 
the whaling trade demand, on the other hand, the 
expulsion of Capt. Healy from the service. In 
woll-intormed Revenue Marine circles the opin- 
jon is 6xpressed that Capt. Healy will escape 
with a light reprimand. 

Improvements in the dynamite gun are being 
made. The use of steam from/Belleville boilers 
as a propelling force, in place of air, is by no 
means the only innovation proposed, It was 
rumored some time ago in well-informed cir- 
oles that an attempt would be made to intro- 
duce hot air into the breech of the gun instead 
of cold alr, It is now learned that the pian is 
fully developed and will soon be put in prac- 
tice. The air is to be heated by being made to 
pass through a heating drum. Witha cold air 
pressure of 1,000 pounds to the square inch, as 
how used, the muzzle yolocity of the projectile 
is set down at 1,400 feet per second. Under 
new developments the dynamite gun will be 
able to give its shells a muzzie velocity of over 
2,190 feet per second. This is equivalent to 
the velocity imparted by some of ihe highest 
powered ordnance guns, and is even greater 
than the highest reported muzzle velocity of a 
Lebel bullet This result is expected from a 
Belleville boiler working under a pressure of 
500 pounds to the square inch, but giving to 
the projectile a one thousand-pound steam 
pressure generated by potential piston power. 

So far the developments in the dynamite gun 
are being kept exceedingly quiet, but the 
efficiency of the ay has been so materially 
increased that there is no concealment of the 
fact that from being simply an “aerial torpedo” 
contrivance, the gun is about to enter into 
active competition with the highest powered 
ordnance rifies. The use of steam for ordnance 
purposes has been attempted before, but it has 
been left to the Belleville boiler to furnish the 
bigh pressures needed.

YOUNG ABRAHAM LINOOLN 











HIS CHICAGO TEACHER AND OTHERS 
SPEAK ADMIRINGLY OF HIM, 


From the Chicago Tribune, Feb. 21. 

©. N. Fessenden, who until lately ran thé 
University School on Dearborn-avenus, near 
Chicago-avenue, was young Lincoln’s teacher 
for two years. 

“ He came to me when the family moved back 
from Washington, after the Hayes Administra- 
tion,” said Mr. Fessenden last night. ‘He 
staid in the school until the family went to 
England. 

“Tt was Mr. Lincoln’s intention to have 
‘Jack’ goto Phillips Academy at Exeter and 
then te Harvard. He was so far along in his 
studies that he could have entered Harvard 
next year, anyhow, and perhaps this year. Bat 
of course, his father wouldn’t have permitted 
him to enter se young. His Lativ, Greek, and 
mathematics were really up to a college exam- 
ination when he left me. He was broadly 
grounded on English literature, too. Don’t im- 
agine that I speak flatteriugly. He was the 
best studentin my school, Study came easy to 
him. He was the first boy in the school to get 
through hia lessons. Then he was ready to 
help the others. The result was that he was 
popular. His schoolmates looked up to him be- 
sides liking him. 

“Some of his chums were Dick Hatton, son 
of Frank Hatton; Dwight Lawrence, son of E. 
F, Lawrence, who lived across the corner from 
Mr, Lincoln's residence on the Lake Shore drive 
and Scott-street; Charley King, son of C. B. 
King; Murray Washburn, son of E. 8. Wash- 
burn, and Tom Dyer, son of Clarence H. Dyer. 

“*Jack’ was a grave boy, deliberate in his 
speech and actions. He had much of the Lin- 
coin blood in his veins. He always signed his 
name ‘A. Lincoln.’ He never spelled out the 
first name. LIremember the first time I saw 
his signature I was greatly struck with its 
resemblance to that of his grandfather. [ 
examined a larger sample of his handwriting 
and saw that the resemblanee in writing was 
not confined to the signature. I wentin to his 
writing teacher and told her not to spoil that 
boy’s ‘fist’? by making him to conform loa copy 
plate, but to let it alone. 

‘He was up in athletics and used to lead the 
boys in the playground. 

“T have an idea he was called ‘Jack’ because 
there was a sort of reverent feeling in the family 
for the name ‘Abraham’ which wouidn’t 
have suited famiiiar intercourse with the boy 
of the house, and which also wouldn’t have per- 
mitted the use of ‘ Abe.’ ” 

“+ Jack’ was a leader among the boys in his 
neighborhood,” said William G. Beall, the junior 
member of Minister Lincoln’s law firm, at the 
Union Club last night. “I have heard them 
say: ‘Whatever Jack says, goes.’ That ex- 
presses what they thought of lim. 

** He was fond of the history of the late war. 
I have seen him lhe on the foor in his father’s 
library with war maps spread out before him, 
book open, and study a battle by the hour. 6 
Was ready to discuss this situation or that in 
which Gen. Grant and others had found them- 
selves. 

“Without being what ts ordinarily called a 
Precocious boy, particularly in an offensive 
sense, he was unusually well developed for hig 
age. Hie is only seventeen. Yet when I saw 
him last, just before the familly left for England, 
ne Was a large, strong fellow with good muscles, 
He was further advanced in his studies, too, 
than wost boys of hisage. He was naturally 
studious, and his character was mature. He 
was the maniiest boy, I think I may say without 
exception, | ever knew. 

“Why is the boy called *Jack ? [ don’t 
know. Mr. and Mrs. Lincoin, all the famiry, in 
faet, and intimate friends call him that. But it 
has got fastened to him permanently. Of 
course, his right name is simply Abraham.” 

Edward 8. [sham, who was one of Minister 
Lincoln's’ jaw partners in Chicago, was deeply 
grieved when told of young Lincoln's critical 
condition. 

“ And yet [hope to learn that the informa- 
tion is erroneous,” he said, ‘‘as it has been 
once or twiee before When he was reported 
dying. ButI bad a@ letter from Minister Lia- 
colu a few days ago and he seemed greatly de- 
pressed. He said the London physicians gave 
him the encouragement that Jack—we all knew 
him as Jack—inight. get weil, but the chances 
against it were 60 great that he scemed dis- 
heartened. 

“You see he took him from Paris only when 
the physicians there could suggest no change 
of treatment that would be to his advantage. 
He resolved to see what the best pliysicians in 
London could do, but they could only give him 
a little encouragement, and his letter showed 
that he was depressed. 

‘*T still hope, however, to hear that there is a 
mistake somewhere. Jack was such & noble, 
splendid fellow that it doesn’t seem right he 
should be taken away. Ho was a singularly 
bright and capable boy, and masterea with 
facility everything he undertook. He is sev- 
enteen years old, handsome, manrly, and in 
telligent. He was so intellectually capable that 
he was easily first in his class. He was born ig 
Chicago some time in 1873, I kelieve, and ak 
tended school in Washington and afterward in 
Chicago. He was taken ill some time in the lat- 
ter part of November or the early partof De- 
cember while attending school tn France, A 
abscegs or something of that sort formed an

WOMEN AS SLAVES IN INDIA, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, 
The endless diversity of moral standards, 
which makes our Indian empire seem a perfeo\ 
jungle of conflicting ethical systems, has sel- 


dom been more curiously illustrated than by 
the outcome of the controversy about the beok 
‘The Whole Duty of Woman,” to whieh excep- 
tion was taken in the /aiil Mali Gazette some 
time last year. This book, written by a Bhattia 
merehbant, Mr. Nuran Das, laid down in the 
most uncompromising terms the doctrine cf the 
absolute submission of the wife to her husband 
in all cases. Mr. Naran Das presented this book 
as a prize to the non-Government schools of 
Bombay, having procured a list of these from 
the deputy inspector. Thereupon we protested— 
as in duty beund—against such an apparent 
acauiescence on the part of the Government in 
a barbarous and immoral! doctrine. 

The last Indian mail brings us the sequel of 
the affair, and a very curious sequel itis. After 
the protests in the press the Director of Publis 
Instruction pronounced the book immoral, cen- 
sured the Deputy Inspector, and declared fur- 
ther that any aided school would be erased 
from tke Government list if the book were 
xiven as a prize to its pupils. This, which was 
surely the least be couli do, excited great in- 
adignation among the Bhattia community, and 
Mr. Naran Das appealed to Government. He 
was told in reply that “ the Government recog- 
nized his objertin publishing the book as benev- 
Olent and praiseworthy, and that the book is 
not essentially immoral or pernicicus to the 
Glass for whose use it is intended, though cer- 
tain passages were undoubtedly opposed to 
English notions of delicacy and enlightenment.”

There are indications of Gov. HILi’s ma- 
lign interference to produce a muddle in 
the effort to frame an acceptable registra- 
tion law for this State. There has been a 
very general agreement among Republic- 
ans and Democrats in the Legisiature that 
there should be a general registration of 
voters, and the only question has been how 
far a personal appearance before the Boards 
of Inspectors should be required. The Gov- 
ernor himself is on record as favoring a 
general registration and also against re- 
quiring an annual personal application 
for the purpose. The Senate committee 
having the matter in charge appears 
to have come to a substantial agree- 
ment upon a measure extending the sys- 
tem of annual personal registration to 
cities and towns of 10,000 inhabitants or 
more and leaving to smaller places the 
privilege of preparing’ lists of voters 
each year in the ordinary way. Yesterday 
Senator CANTOR, evidently speaking for 
the Governor, declared that this did not go 
far enough, but that the same system 
should be applied to all places, large and 
small, Apparently Gov. HILL wants to get 
up a contest over this question, perhaps in 
the hope of defeating the Registration bill, 
or getting itin ashape that he can plausi- 
bly object to, and then using the failure to 
provide for it as a cover for his veto of the 
Saxton Ballot bill. lf this is the explana- 
tion of his pernicious meddling, he is get- 
ting reduced to a desperate strait in his 
design for defeating ciectoral reform. The 
Democrats in the Legislature ought to have 
self-respect enough to refuse te support him 
in his tertuous and contemptible course. 








An instance of the lofty business in 
which the Senators of the United States 
spend a good deal of their time is given in 
our Washington dispatches this morning. 
The Finance Committee of the Senate has 
for a longtime had before it the nomina- 
tion of one Eaves as an Internal Revenue 
Collector in North Carolina. We know of 
no good reason why there should have 
been any change in the office, but Presi- 
dent Harrison proposed one, and sent the 
name of EAVES to the Senate. Thereupon 
it was “hung up” at the suggestion of the 
-Hon. JoHN SHERMAN of Ohio, The ground 
on which confirmation was originally de- 





layed was not that no change was needed, 
or that EAVES was not a competent man. 


Neither of these considerations appears 


to have occurred to the Senators to whom 
the matter, in the course of public busi- 
ness, was referred. It was postponed 


simply because it was believed to be a 
step in the process ot pulling to pieces the 


Sherman machine in North Carolina, and 


reconstructing it as a Harrison machine. 
The result has been that a ‘‘ fight’? has been 
developed, which now occupies the digni- 


fied attention of the committee, At what 


stage of development a Senator will be- 


come conscious of the disgraceful nature of 
such proceedings we do not know, but it is 
apparently a point very far distant as yet. 





The Hatton-Ewart combination had an- 


other uncomfortable day yesterday before 
the committee investigating the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. They were ‘engaged 
mainly in trying to show that the com- 
mission had failed to observe the principles 
of the civil service law in the treatment 
of its own employés, but they ran against 
the fact that not only the spirit but the 
letter of the law had been strictly adhered 
to. If only the insignificant author of the 
charges against the commission were in- 
volved in this matter, it might be dis- 
missed as an incident in the unimportant 
career of a pretty worthless person. It 
can be of little consequence to the 
public when a man like HatTrTon suf- 
fers one more exposure of his character 
and purposes. Butit has been plain from 
the start that HATTON has been encouraged 
to push his peculiar tactics in this matter 
by men of considerable influence and po- 
sition, who would be glad to see the re- 
form and the men charged with the ad- 
ministration of the reform, brought into 
discredit. They have failed signally in this 
instance, and the fidelity, good sense, and 
administrative ability ef the present com- 
mission have been only the more clearly 
recognized in consequence of the investi- 
gation. 





Venezuela treats herself to a Presidential 
election every other year, and what with 
the intriguing which leads up to the event 
and the disturbance which occasionally 
follows it, she is deeply immersed in poli- 
tics much of the time. Two years ago the 
election of Dr. JUAN PABLO RoJas PAUL 
was followed by an insurrection, headed by 
Gen. JOAQUIN CRESPO, one of the unsuc- 
cessful aspirants to the Presidency, which 
lasted through the year. When it failed on 
the battlefield Dr. PAUL, with wise gener- 
osity, pardoned CRESPO and invited him to 
return to the country, from which he had 
fled. Cresrpo did so and made common 
cause with Pau against the redoubtable 
GUZMAN BLANCO, who, although long ab- 
sent on a special mission in Paris, still pos- 
sessed no little influence in Venezuela, and 
desired to ‘‘run” its politics. The deter- 
mination of President PAUL to be the real, 
as wellas nominal, ruler of the republic, 
although he had been accused of being 
BLANCO’s nominee, took the form of arts 
which aroused BLANCO’s resentment. It 
was also reported that CRESPO had the op- 
tion of BLANCO’s alliance when he chose 
that of Paut. Now wirepulling has again 
been going on for the next term of the 
Presidency, and it is said that Cresro, who 
formerly filled a term of it, aspires to an- 
other, while Dr. TEBAR, a prominent and 
popular man, is also in the field. Venezuela 
should at least dispense with a revolution 
this year on the part of the defeated as- 
pirant. 











THE MUNICIPAL INVESTIGATION, 

The Senate Committee on Cities will be- 
ginits investigation of the methods and 
results of municipal administration in this 
State to-morrow, holding its first sessions in 
thiscity. The counsel of the committee has 
formulated a list of forty questions, ad- 
dressed to the Mayors of the several cities, 
calculated to bring out a valuable ‘mass of 
preliminary information, much needed in 
the study of municipal problems. As an- 
swers to these questions are expected in 
writing, this method will save much time 
to the committee and to city officials, which 
would otherwise be consumed in repeated 
personal questionings. It isto be hoped that 
the Mayors will fully co-operate with the 
committee in making a thorough investi- 
gation by giving the most complete and de- 
tailed answers to these inquiries. The resolu- 
tion of the Senate directing this investi- 
gation, the character of the questions ad- 
dressed to the Mayors, and the letter ac- 
companying the list, sufficiently indicate the 
scope and purpose of the proposed inquiry. 
The object is not to unearth evils and 
abuses for the purpose of reflecting upon 
existing municipal administration or those 
concerned init, but to ascertain the exist- 
ing methods and conditions with a view to 
discovering their defects and providing a 
remedy forthem. There is no question of 
the need of such an inquiry, properly con- 
ducted, or of the valuable results which 
it may be made to contribute. There is a 
dearth of specific information ou the sub- 
ject and of systematic means of obtaining 
it, and one of the greatest difficulties in 
studying the needs of municipal adminis- 
tration and the methods of reform lies in 
the absenceof sucb information. The re- 
sults of this investigation ought to be of 
great value as a contribution to the solu- 
tion of problems of city government, not 
only in this State but elsewhere. 

The scope of the questions to the Mayors 
recognizes the fact stated in the letter of 
the committee that ‘‘ the administration of 
cities is altogether a business and in no 
proper sense a political question.” Conse- 
quently they are aimed first of all at find- 
ing out how City Governments are at pres- 
ent constituted, how their functions aro 
divided and distributell in the several 
cities, and what the conditions are as to the 
enforcement of responsibility for results. 
Most of the inquiries are then directed 
to = full ascertainment of financial 
methods and conditions. The govern- 
ment of cities being a matter of busi- 
ness, it consists very largely in the col- 
lection and disbursement of revenues 
for the various objects involved in the 
administration of municipal affairs. To 
judge of its efficiency and economy, it is 
necessary to know very fully the Sources of 
revenue and the methods of raising it, to 





what extent and in what way it is derived 
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from taxation and how far it is obtained 
by incurring indebtedness, and what the 


existing condition of the finances of each 


city is as a result of the methodsinuse. It 
is only by obtaining such information with 
fullness that any judgment can be formed 


as to the equity, the effectiveness, and the 
economy of tho means employed for raising 


revenue and the possibilities of improve- 


ment in that respect. Of equal importance 
is a complete knowledge of the manner of 
making disbursements, and of accounting 


for them, of the sums devoted to various 


purposes and the results obtained, 


This full information in regard to munic- 
ipal finances which the committee seeks is 
necessary not only as a basis for judgment 
upon financial methods, but still more as 


a basis of judging of the results of munic- 


ipal administration. The ascertaining of 
those results as they actually are is a more 
difficult branch of the inquiry, and one 
that can only be pursued by an actual ex- 
amination into the workings of the various 
departments of municipal service. This is 
not only the most delicate and difficult 
branch of the inquiry, but it is one that 
demands a spirit of judicial fairness and 
freedom from any political or partisan 
purpose. It should be conducted with 
strict reference to the interests of the pub- 
lic and the cause of improvement in sys- 
tems and methods. Of course there should 
be no shrinking from the exposure of 
abuses and evils for which public officials 
may be responsible, but if the investigation 
is to serve its legitimate purpose it must 
be directed to finding out how far the 
methods now in use fail to produce econ- 
omy and efficiency in results, why they so 
fail, and wherein they may be improved. 

It is notorious that in this city, for in- 
stance, we raise and expend money enough 
to give us as good a municipal administra- 
tion as there is on the face of the earth, and 
that we are very far from gettingit. If it 
is because the men charged with official 
duties are incapable or unfaithful we have 
a right to knowit; but if it is due to de- 
fects in our system and our methods of ad- 
ministratien we should know that and 
have the remedies applied. Systems and 
methods have much to do with the effi- 
ciency and fidelity of those who exercise 
public functions, for, unless duties are 
clearly defined and responsibility plain- 
ly fixed, and unless means are  pro- 
vided for publicity and acceuntability 
in the doings of public officers, laxity 
will be encouraged and bad results made 
inevitable. If a people who have the privi- 
leges of self-government permit their af- 
fairs to be managed by incompetent or dis- 
honest men the evil cannot be cured by 
legislation, but the people may be hindered 
by a complicated and incongruous system 
of administration in their best efforts to se- 
cure improvement in the management of 
their affairs. Before they are set down as 
incapable of self-government they must be 
provided with a sound and workable sys- 
tem. If then they fail, the cure is not to be 
found in depriving them of their rights, but 
in letting them learn by experience to exer- 
cise those rights with more wisdom and to 
better effect. The first object, and that to 
which the Senate committees should address 
itself, is to find out wherein things are 
wrong and what remedy in the way of leg- 
islation is called for. 








THE SECRET-SESSiON FARCE. 

It is alittle odd that interest in the abo- 
lition of secret sessions by the United States 
Senate should have been revived, when it 
was clearly drooping, by the action of the 
Senators themselves. Every one with an 
opinion on the subject, outside the Sen- 
ate, came to the conclusion long ago 
that the secret session was always a nui- 
sance, and sometimes a seriousevil. But 
as there are not, relatively to the voting 
population of the United States, many peo- 
ple with any opinion regarding this matter, 
the movement for reform progressed slowly. 
It did progress, of course, because the press 
occupied itself with it from time to time, 
and occasions were constantly coming up 
in which either the ridiculousness or the 
mischievousness of the rule was obvious. 
During the term of Mr. CLEVELAND, there 
was 2 certain tinge of politics involved, for 
the Senate kept taking the seal of secrecy 
off its executive sessions just enough to let 
its committees tell everything they could 
get together unfavorable to Mr. CLEV«x- 
LAND’S nominees. The question was also 
mixed up a little indirectly with the Sen- 
ate’s claim to have a share in the right of 
removal, and there was at one time a prepo- 
sition that removals should be submitted to 
the Senate, on condition that they should 
be discussed and acted on in open session. 
But while these various causes contributed 
more or less to the public discussion of the 
manifold absurdities as well as the grave 
evils of the secret session it cannot be said 
that there was any well-defined public 
opinion on the subject, and it seemed as if 
it would have to be left to the experience of 
members of the Senate themselves to bring 
about any change. 

Just at this moment it occurred to some 
of the Senators that there was need of an 
investigation to find out why the secret ses- 
sions of their body were not inany effective 
sense really secret, and how it was that, 
despite all their numerous and elaborate 
precautions, the terrible newspaper men 
managed to find out all that they really 
wished to know en any matter considered 
or any action taken in the executive ses- 
sions. The investigation is now going on, 
with Mr. DoLrH in the chair. An interest- 
ing account of its methods and some of its 
results will be found in our Washington 
dispatches this morning, and we do 
not see how any one, even a Senator, 
can fail to be impressed, not merely 
with the ludicrous character of the in- 
quiry, but still more with the hopelessness 
of defending the whole system to which it 
relates. Surely if there be a shadow of ex- 
cuse for secrecy in the particular business 
now transacted in executive session it dis- 
appears with the proof that the secrecy 
cannot be maintained. And if the Sena- 
torial office is not entirely destructive of 
the sense of humor—and we know that it 
is not, for there is sometimes much excel- 
lent fooling in the open sessions—the Sena- 
tors must either be amused or ashamed, or 





both, at the spectacle of one of their com- 


' mittees gravely investigating how and why 
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itis that Senators cannot keep their own 
secrets. This single simple fact ought to 


make it impossible for the Senate to persist 


in the attempt to keep up the form of ex- 
ecutive session when the substance of 
secrecy is gone. Since they cannot trust 


each other they might as weil trust the 


whole country in matters which are plainly 


of public concern. 

And this, we believe, they would be en- 
tirely ready to do, so far as concerns the 
consideration of treaties, if it were not 


necessary to stick to executive sessions as 


to these in order to have a decent excuse 


for sticking to them as to nominatiens. We 
doubt if there be a single Senator who hon- 
estly holds the opinion that there could be 
any harm whatever in considering treaties 


in open session, since they all know that, 


where these involve legislation, they will 
be fully and openly discussed in the House, 
and, where they do not, the newspaper cor- 
respondents will unearth everything of any 
consequence done or said in the Senate. 
But it sounds well and agrees with tradi- 
tion to say that diplomacy requires secrecy 
—as, indeed, some kinds do, but they are 
pretty well gone out of fashion or 


are confined to other countries’ than 
our own. The matter as to which 
the Senators really feel anxious to 


keep themselves as much in the shade as 
possible is the trade and dicker in offices 
that goes on over the President’s nomina- 
tions. And the main reason why they wish 
to shroud this curious commerce in dark- 
ness is that whether they are ashamed of it 
or not, they ought to be, and they know 
that the country, if maderegularly familiar 
with it, asit went on, would regard it as 
contemptible, asit is. There is something 
in their power as to patronage that is 
naturally very attractive to themselves, 
and that inspires a certain respect in 
others, so long as its exercise is wrapped in 
mystery. Ifthe whole business could be 
exposed to the light of day, and all the 
petty intrigues, the barter of influence, the 
“ log-rolling” could be practiced only be- 
fore the eyes of their fellow-citizens, the 
Senators would be forced before long to 
abandon it. Asit is, its abandonment is 
only a question of time. 








THE CATHOLICS AND THE SCHOOLS. 

We print with pleasure a communication 
from Dr. DOANE of Newark upon a recent 
article in THE TIMES entitled as above. Ii 
appears that we have done an injustice to 
Dr. DoANE in describing him as doing, in 
the capacity of prothonotary apostolic, 
what he did in the capacity of pas- 
tor of a Roman Catholi¢c church. The 
distinction is to the secular mind, per- 
haps, a little subtle, as is the further 
DOANE be- 
tween warning people that “they would 
not be admitted to the sacraments” if they 
did certain things, and threatening them 
with excommunication if they didso. Asa 
matter of fact, it was, it appears, the former 
and not the latter form of menace that Dr. 
DOANE used. 

We print his letter with pleasure, not be- 
cause it sets THE TiIMEs right on these 
points, which seem to it trivial, but be- 
cause it makes a courteous and frank state- 
ment of the position of the Catholic Church 
with reference to the commonschools, which 
seems to us of considerable and increasing 
importance, ‘‘If the fair thing were done,” 
Dr. DOANE declares, “there would bea divis- 
ion of the school fund.” Thisis really the 
gist of the whole matter, and it is upon this 
point that TH Times differs radically and 
entirely from Dr. DOANE and all who hold 
the same opinions, even though the differ- 
ence may seem to them to be “a recrudes- 
cence of the old Know-Nothing spirit.” 

The essence of ‘‘the old Know-Nothing 
spirit” was that it proscribed men politic- 
ally upon the ground of their nationality 
or of their religion. With this spirit THE 
Times has net the least sympathy. Ifa 
German or an Irishman, a Jew or a Cath- 
olic, is a candidate for the Legislature, for 
example, it is un-American and unjust to 
object to him on the score of his nationality 
or his religion, provided he proposes as a 
legislator himself to ignore these things. 
But if he wishes to go to the Legislature as 
the representative of his race or his religion, 
and as an advocate of measures which 
are favored by his countrymen or his co- 
religionists, and to which American citi- 
zens, as such, are indifferent or hostile, his 
wish itself furnishes a conclusive reason 
why it should not be gratified. For exam- 
ple, a candidate who desired such “ a divis- 
ion of the school fund” as Dr. DOANE con- 
siders would be ‘“‘ the fair thing” might be 
a good Catholic, but, in our judgment, he 
would be a very poor specimen of an Amer- 
ican citizen, and we should certainly oppose 
his election. The fact that he was sup- 
ported as a Catholic candidate would fur- 
nish reason enough why he should be 
opposed and defeated as a Catholic candi- 
date. 

It is most unfair to represent the issue 
between the friends and the enemies of the 
common schools as an issue between Cathol- 
icism and Protestantism. It is nothing of 
the sort. The education the common 
schools impart should be without any sec- 
tarian bias whatever. It is properly a 
purely secular course ef instruction, and 
aims to inculcate knowledge which every 
American citizen needs, without which he 
cannot be a useful citizen, and with which 
he can be a useful citizen, whether he be a 
Catholic or a Protestant, a Jew ora Gentile. 
The creeds of these denominations are sub- 
jects which cannot be taught without 
showing arcligious bias on the part of the 
teacher, and tending to produce a like bias 
on the part of the pupil, but these subjects 
have no place in the curriculum of the com- 
mon schools. They can be studied after- 
ward, or they can be studied elsewhere at 
the same time, according to the preposses- 
sions of the parents of the pupils; but they 
cannot properly be taught in schools which 
aim to teach only what all Americans

The 
opponents of the public schools are perfect- 
ly aware of this, They know that these 





subjects may be well or ill taught, but that 
a boy who is well taught in a parochial 


school has precisely the same view of them 
asaboy who is well taught in a public 
school. If in the public school the boy is 
taught other things of which his parents 


and their spiritual adviser, being Catho- 


lics, do not approve, it is their duty as 


good citizens to make their objections 
known. If it appears that there is 
any attempt making in any public 
school to convert to Protestantism 


the children of Catholic parents, every 


good citizen, even if he be also a “ good 


Protestant,” will agree that such an 
attempt should be defeated, that any text 
books that make it should be discontinued, 
and that any teacher who makes it should 


be dismissed. But if the Catholic parents 


desire to have their children brought up in 
schools of which it is the object to make 
them, not merely good citizens, but ‘‘ good 
Catholics,” they must attain that object 
strictly at their own expense. It is not an 
object in which the State takes any inter- 
est, or for which it has any right to spend 
the proceeds of taxation. “A division of 
the school fund” might be very convenient 
for priests who desire to maintain private 
schools at the public expense, but there is 
not the least likelihood that they will 
bring a majority of citizens in any one of 
the United States to regard it as ‘the fair 
thing.” 








PROJECTS FOR THE FARMER. 

How some of the protected manufacturers 
who have united in Trusts or other similar 
combinations must shake their sides with 
laughter when they hear of the schemes by 
which certain foolish persons among the 
farmers hope to raise the price of grain, and 
thus to offset the exactions of such rings! 
The latest project is that of one WILLIAMS, 
who proposes that the farmers of Iilinois, 
Iowa, and Nebraska shall organize a Farm- 
ers’ Co-operative Brotherhood, with a paid- 
up capital of $50,000,000, one-fourth of 
which is to be left on deposit in the counties 
where it was subscribed, while one-half is 
to be put ina Chicago bank and used by 
the company’s officers in buying the farm- 
ers’ crops at a good price when the market 
priee is very lew. The price to be paid is 
to be fixed after the harvest by a conven- 
tion of the farmers of the three States. 

The inventor of this plan is modest 
enough to begin with only three States. 
ALLEN of Kansas set no such narrow 
bounds for his Farmers’ Trust, although he 
was content with the smaller capital of 
$15,000,000, the sum of $3,000 having at 
last accounts been actually paid in. WHILL- 
IAMS should consider the expediency of 
making his larger capital cover the whole 
tield, for the three States would be sorely 
disappointed if, after subscribing the money 
and fixing the prices, the farmers of Dakota 
and Kansas and other States should under- 
sell them. 

The bill for the establishment of Federal 
warehouses for agricultural products, intro- 
duced in the Senate two or three days ago 
by Mr. VANCE, has commonly been regard- 
ed, we presume, as the work of some twist- 
ed brain in the Senator’s State—a bill intro- 
duced ‘“‘ by request,” to please some queer 
constituent. But it really embodies a plan 
supported at the joint convention of the 
National Farmers’ Alliance and the Knights 
of Labor. It provides for the erection in 
every county of a great warehouse under 
the control of the Treasury Department, 
and that farmers oer other owners of cotton, 
grain, or tobacco may deposit the same in 
these warehouses, and receive in return 
Treasury notes for 85 per cent. of the mar- 
ket value of the products. The President 
of one of the State Alliances gave notice 
two or three months ago that the present 
Congress would be urged to enact such a 
law, and that the farmers intended, if the 
bill should be rejected, ‘‘to fill the House 
and Senate with men” committed tv the 
support of it. 

In the meantime the members of Trusts 
and similar “combines” in the protected 
industries look out for their interests by 
shaping the dominant party’s tariif policy, 
and procuring the election of Congressmen 
who will, in the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and elsewhere, work for the pres- 
ervation or the enhancement of the tariff 
duties, by means of which they reduce the 
purchasing power of the money received 
by the farmer for his grain. When the 
farmers shall exert their power intel- 
ligently in the same field for a fair 
revision of those duties, they will gain 
seme relief.

Mr. PiLuMs’s philanthropic scheme of 
proclaiming a general amnesty to thirty 
thousand or more soldiers who have desert- 
ed from the army during the last sixteen 
years has encountered still another hitch, 
although this is likely to cause only a brief 
postponement. One suggestion had been 
that such an amnesty would nearly empty 
the Leavenworth military prison, and in- 
aquiries were accordingly first made on that 
point. It was found that the assertion was 
not exaggerated, provided the amnesty 
should be brought up to the present date. 
It would, in fact, lead to the discharge of 
more than four hundred convicts, and at 
least shorten the terms of about a hundred 
more, who were also deserters, but were 
convicted of other offenses, such as carry- 
ing off Government property. Of prisoners 
who had not been sentenced for desertion 
there were fewer than thirty. However, a 
little thing like that did not hinder the 
scheme. But the next alarm raised was 
lest these recipients of the clemency of the 
Government might ungratefully turn on it 
and sue it for retained pay. Perhaps it 
may be considered that this would be too 
brazen and base, but the Government has 
wisely decided to take nochances. After 
the wording of the proposed proclamation 
by the President has been carefully studied 
with this caution in view it is likely to be 
issued. But it is not expected, of course, 
to decrease the new supply of army deser- 
tions from that time forward. 








Among the twelve bids received for the 
monopoly of the Pribylov seal fisheries dur- 
ing the next twenty years is one which in 
addition to other inducements offers “to 
establish a regular mail service from San 
Francisco to Alaska without cost to the 
Government.” There would seem to bea 
necessity for getting some sort of regular 
service on that line. Not long ago the 
revenue cutter Richard Rush took a large 
mail north from San Francisco to Portland, 
as the established line of steamers refused 
the price offered by the Government. Gov. 
KNAPP in his last report asks for ‘“‘a weekly 
mail service in Southeastern Alaska, and 
not less than four mails each way between 
Sitka and St. Michael’s during the eight 
months best suited for traveling, with pos- 
sibly a Winter mail to the Yukon district 
overland.” This does not seem an exorbi- 
tant demand, yet as an illustration of the 
present postal difficulties he reported that 
“some time in August last a letter was re- 
ceived from a missionary stationed in the 
Yukon district complaining that they were 
in urgent need of an officer who could ad- 
minister oaths. With all possible haste I 
issued him acommission as Justice of the 
Peace. That commission, however, is still 
in the mails, and he will not receive it be- 
fore July next at the earliest.” Of course 
the obstacles to communication are excep- 
tional in our outlying Territory, but evi- 
dently something needs to be done to im- 
prove its mail facilities.

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WITH PENDLETONS BODY 


ARRIVAL OF THE CORVETTE 

ENTERPRISE. 

END OF A LONG ORUISE—THE BODY OF 
THE LATE MINISTER TO GERMANY 
TO BE TAKEN TO CINCINNATI. 


The United States corvette Enterpriss ar- 
rived yesterday after a cruise of nearly three 
years’ duration on the European station. She 
has on board the body of the Hon. George H. 
Pendleton, late United States Minister to Ger- 
‘many, which was received at Antwerp. The 
body now awaits instructions from the family 
of the dead Minister as to its final disposition. 

Mr. Frank K. Pendleton, son of the distin- 
guished Ohioan, is now in this city. He was 
officially informed last evening of the arrival of 
his father’s body. He said that he had not 
perfected his plans, but he intended to bring 
the body to Cincinnati, where it will be in- 
terred in the family lot. 

During her absence from the United States 

the Enterprise has cruised over 36,000 miles, 
and has touched pvints as far north as St. 
Petersburg and as far south as Zanzibar. The 
cruise took her into ports never before reached 
by American war vessels. 
' The advent of the Enterprise in home waters 
has been looked forward to with great interest, 
and especially by persons having relatives or 
friends on board. For some time ugly rumors 
‘have been coming from Europe to the effect 
that men were deserting the ship a dozen or so 
atatime, and that outof an original crew of 
165 more than 70 men had left. ‘ 

The news that Ensign George W. Kline and 
Chief Engineer James Entwistle had been de- 


prived of their swords, or, in other words, 
placed under arrest, appeared to contirm the 
Teport of bad treatment, and it was even inti- 
mated that the commanding officer had also laid 
himeelf liable to censure. These reports ap- 
pear to be true only in part. 

The two officers under arrest are charged 
With violations of navy regulations—in the 
case of Ensign Kline with being asleep on 
watch, and in the case of Chief Engineer Ent- 
wiatle with being impertinent. Tbhoy will in 
consequence be compeilef to stand a court- 
martial. Goth officera deny the charges made 
against them, and Ensign Kline, it is under- 

tood, is prepared to bring forward three or- 
‘Nicers to testify in his defense. The cases of 
both Ensign Kline and Chief Engineer Ent- 
—— awalt the action of the Navy Depart- 
men 

As to desertion, the officers of the Enterprise 
declare that the cases aboard the corvette 
have not been in excess of whatis uaually ex- 
perienced on the European stations. Women 
they declare are the cause of the majority of 
the desertions, the young lads abroad becoming 
infatuated with the English girls met dur- 
ing the cruise in British wators. Many 
of the sailors who deserted from the 
Enterprise are now running on Penin- 
sular and Oriental steamers, earning 
& miserable compensation compared to what 
they might receive 1p vessols of their own flag, 
or even in the navy, Dut satisfied because near 
their sweethearts. According to the Enter- 
prise’s officers it was well-nigh impossible to 
secure a deserter once he reached Knglish soil. 
In France, Germany, or Russia the case was 
altogether different. From the beginning to 
the end of the cruise there may, in all, 
have been seventy desertions, but at no 
time was the ship’s complement ot men serious- 
ly erippled. By accepting men -who otfered 
themselves as recruits the compliment of 165 
men was nearly always full, and on her arrival 
yesterday the force aboard numbered 156 men. 

The arrival home of the Enterprise practically 
ends the three years’ cruise of the corvette, 
and, as Commander McCalla exproased it last 
night, New-York was the best sight to his eyes 
of all the places he had seen during the past 
two years. 

The Enterprise sailed from Boston Jan. 28, 
1888, under urders to report to Rear Adwiral 
Greer, commanding the European station. The 
corvette proceeded direct to Gibraltar, and on 
receipt of the news of trouble in Tangiers 
crossed over to thet port. From Tangiers the 
Enterprise proceeded to Villefrancne, where she 
fellin with the flagship Laucaster. From this 
time on the corvetie was regularly attached to 
the European squadron. During the Spring of 
1888 the Enterprise remained in and about 
Italian and French waters. Inthe early Sum- 
mer she received orders to proceed to the north- 
ward. This cruise extended as far north as St. 
Petersburg, and the Enterprise had the distin- 
guished honor of being the first foreign war 
ship to anchor off the capital of Russia, 

Prior to the advent of the Enterprise St. Pe- 
tersburg was cut off from the Baltio, all ships 
having to anchorin the Neva, off Cronstadt. 
The ship canal finished in 1885 made the cap- 
ital of Ruseia a seaport, and the Enterprise ar- 





Tived in time to be the first foreign 
ship to enter after it was opened 
up. This was the second visit of the 


Enterprise to Russia,’her first visit being made 
under the command of the present Capt. 
Tnomas O. Selfridge. In her cruise up the 
Baltic the corvette visited Stockholm, Dantzic, 
and Stettin. At Stockholm the ship was given 
a tremendous ovation, whichis always accorded 
American war ships in Swedish waters. 

In speaking of Dantzic Commander McValla 
alluded to the great number of French pris- 
oners confined there during the war of 1870-71. 
These prisoners, he states, were compelled to 
work upon the immense fortifications which 
guard the place, and which for strength are un- 
excelled on the Baltic. During the close of the 
war, when the prisopers were about to be sent 
home and were drawn up in line, a rman 
officer, sweeping his arm from one end of the 
defenses to the other, turned to the prisoners 
and exclaimed, ** Look, it was your great master, 
Napoleon I., who designed these works, and to 
you fell the lot of erecting them!” =— 

During her stay at Stettin the omcers of the 
Enterprise were afforded an opportunity to 
visit Berlin. Onthe run out of the Baltic tne 
corvette crossed the North Sea and entered the 
Tyne. Newcastie was visited, and also the 
works of Sir William re. On cruising 
to the southward the river Seine was en- 


‘tered and the Enterprise proceeded as 
far up as Rouen, a port seventy miles 
from the sea andg never visited by an 


American war ship before. {Continuing down 
the French coasi, the Enterprise next vis- 
ited Bordeaux, aud thence proceeded to the 
Mediterranean. On her arrival in the Med- 
iterranean in the Winter of 1889 news was re- 
ceived of the shooting of the American Consul 
act Zanzibar, o port on the east coast of Africa. 
The Enterprise was orderea to proceed to this 
port, where she remained until March 7. She 
then returned to the Mediterranean and contin- 
ued to cruise until the approach of the Brit- 
ish naval manceuvres, when she again steamed 
out into the Atlantic and north into 
English waters. On the completion of the 
mancuvres the Enterprise cruised still further 
north, visiting different ports along the Clyde. 
Commander McCalla took occasion while In 
' Scotiand to visitthe Duke of Argyll, who was 
a firm sympathizer with the Federal Govern- 
ynent during the civil war. The cruise in 
Bcotch and English waters lasted until late in 
the Fall, and it was during this time that so 
‘many of the apprentice Jads lost their heads 
over English sweethearts. Leaving England, 
the Enterprise again proceeded to the Mediter- 
ranean. 

While at Villefranche a dispatch was re- 
ceived from the Navy Department directing 
that the corvetie proceed to Antwerp and re- 
ceive on board the body of ex-Minister Pendle- 
ton. The Enterprise sailed for Antwerp in Jan- 
uary, and started homo on Jan. 23. Heavy 
seas compelled her to put back, but she again 
sailed in the course of a couple of days. She 
reached Madeira Feb. 3, and left there 
on the 8tb. Bermuda was left last Monday. 
‘he run across the Atiantic was inade with 
good weatber, and was uneventful, 

On arriving in port yesterday the corvette 
‘proceeded directly to the Navy Yard, where 
ashe received instructions to steam into the 
North River and anchor off Twenty-sixth- 
street in the space eet apart for vesseis of war. 
Owing to reports received that large quantities 
of dutiable goods had been brought over by the 
officers of the Enterprise, a revenue cutter, 
filled with as many customs officers as would 
be necessary to inspgct the City of Paris, was 
op bard. No attempt? was made to inspect the 
vessel last night. So tar as is Kuown tho per- 
sonal effects of the officers and men contain 
only Knick-knacks picked up in the course of 
their cruise, many of which are of no intrinsic 
value except to thoir owners. 

Inasmuch as the Enterprise lacks a year of 
performing a three years’ cruise it is thought 
not at all unlikely that she may be required to 
do the remaining year attached to the North 
Atiantic squadron, The Enterprise is now 
painted white, and has a yellow funnel. The 
reason of this, it is said, was to be in the * uni- 
form of the day” when tbe squadron of evolu- 
tion appeared on the other side. The officers 
of the Enterprise are all anxious to soe their 
families, many having beeu separated from 
them for over two years. Until orders are re- 


ceived from the Navy Department the future | 


movements of the vessel and the officers are 
mere conjectures, bowever.

MR. AND MRS. KENDAL. 

‘The Queen’s Shilling,” the English” play 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. Kendal at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre last evening for the first time 
in this city, is a comparatively new version by 
G.W. Godfrey, author of “The Parvenue,” of the 
French ‘‘Fils de Famille,” from which “ The 
Lancers,” that ueed to be very popular 
here, was taken. In changing the scene 
of the action to England, and transforming the 
French personages into English men and wo- 
mon, the romantic quality of the original play 
has been somewhat weakened, of course, and 
Mr. Godfrey has been at pains to give new mo- 
tives to his characters for some of their doings 
in order to secure a semblance of probability. 
In the original the pretty widow, whose hand the 
stern Colonel of lancers sought, visited the inn 
frequented by his soldiers,disguised as a peasant, 
in order to hear their gossip about him. Miss 
Kate Greville, Mr. Godfrey’s heroine, is caught 
in a shower while riding, and wears a frock and 
apron belonging to the landlady of the imno 
while her habit is drying by the kitchen fire. 
She thus becomes a barmaid by accident. When 


the fire-eating Colonel and his rival in love 
quaiTel, in the original play, they go out 
of doors and fight a real duek Now the 
pseudo Mr. Vane and Coloyel Daunt have a 
friendly bout with the swords in the presence of 
other guests of Miss Greville’s father in the 
picture gallery at Dingley Grange, and while 
ubey are at 16 some ove tries to allay Miss 
Greville’s fears by reminding her that the days 
of dueling are over. ‘Ihe Colonel loses his 
temper and runs his opponent through the arm, 
uite by accident. But the consequences are 
the same as in the [French play. 

While it cannot be said that Mr. Godfrey has 
entirely succeeded in his very oreditable effort 
to adapt his purely romantic theme to the nat- 
ural style of contemporary English comedy, it 


isa fact that Mr. and Mrs. Kendal and their 
company made bis play continuously in- 
teresting last night robably no _ per- 


formance yet given by them in this city 
has been s0 thoroughly enjoyed, and in 
no other play has the acting of all 
the parts been so uniformly excelient. Mrs. 
Kendal has more congenial réles in many other 
plays. She does not touch the supreme ilmit of 
her artin any passage of “The Queen’s Shil- 
ling.” Perhaps amore intimate acquaintance 
with the habits and speech of English rus- 
tics than the ordinary American playgoer 


can be supposed to possess is needed 
to thoroughiy appreciate her simulation 
of a country girl’a manners in Act 1. 


But she is always agreeable, even when 
her acting seems to us just a trifle exaggerated, 
and in the scenes of coquetry in Act IL, inolud- 
ing the delightful duet at the plano, she en- 
tirely satistios both the eye and tne ear. Her 
appeal to the Colonel to spare her lover's life is 
not endowed with that moist eluquerce which 
earned for Miss Louisa Moore, who used to play 
the same part at Wallack’s, the title of ** The 
Weeper.” Mra. Kendal has no ‘ emotional” 
moments at all, but her acting is discreet, 
moderate, and eminently natural. 

As for Mr. Kendal, each new part ne assumes 
advances him further in the esteem of his audi- 
ences. The romantic fervor, tue sentimental 
graces, and the humvrous swaguer that used to 
bo associated with Victor de Courey on the 
stage are not conspicuous in his perform- 


auce of Frank Maitland. As the  pri- 
vate soldier, his manner is_ entirely 
free from any suspicion of heroics, 


He reveals the innate breeding of a gentleman 
in his flirtation with the supposed barmaid, ana 
does not carry that scene nearly 50 near to the 
line of farce as his well-remembered prede- 
cessors. There is a hint of farce in Act 
IL, however, which Mr. Kendal cannot escape, 
but be makes the disguised private’s per- 
secution of his austere Colonel seem almost 
real by the nicety of his execution. His imita- 
tion of drunkenness in tDe last act is absolutely 
perfect, while his simulation of great physical 
pain when the suspicious officer clutches his 
wounded arm is wonderfully vivid and true and 
touching. 

Mr. Wenman’s sketch of the bibulous, good- 
hearted, but well-disciplined Sergeant is capi- 
tal, and is a pleasing reminder, in some way, of 
his exeallent Sir Toby Belch. Mr. Denison 

lays the austere martinet, Colonel Daunt, who 
8 a«entioman in spite of his intense vanity, 
remarkably well, aud Mr. J. E. Dodson 1s ox- 
actly suited to the part of Sam, the Colonel's 


batsman, a genuine low-comedy  charac- 
ter of the good old kind, which docs 
not call for the exhibition of strikingly 


eccentric, superficial traits which this promis- 
ing young actoris always inclined to overdo. 
The minor parte are equally well done, and 
“Tne Queen’s Shilling’? may be recommended 
to thosé persons who can vnly have one op- 
portunity to see the Kendals during the re- 
mainder of their engagemeut here. It 18, 
indeed, Mr. Kendal’s play rather than Mrs. Ken- 
dal’s, if any such distinction is necessary, but 
Mrs. Kendal is always the same sound artist, 
and she reveais the same amiable personality 
in every character she assumes. ‘* The Queen’s 
Shilling’ will be repeated to-night and to-mor- 
row night. 


SCHUBERT CLUB CONCERT. 

A dozen lady vocalists, more or less favor- 
ably known tothe local concert stage and in 
at least two instances to the amateur and pro- 
fessional operatic stage, who have associated 
themselves together under the title of the 
Schubert Club, came forward in concert at the 
Lenox Lyceum last night in presence of a nnu- 
merous and appreciative audience, in combina- 
tion with the New-York Philbarmonic Club. 
The organization draws its soloists from its own 
ranks, there being on the occasion under notice 
Mrs. Charles Herbert Clarke, Miss Helen Dud- 
ley Campbell, Miss Fannie Hirsch, and Misa 
Jennie Dutton. The other members of the club 
comprise Lizzy Webb Cary, Emma Henry 
Thomas, Minnie E. Denniston, Annie Mooney- 
Burch, Hattie J. Clapper, Clara E. Stutsman, 
Julia O’Connell, Alics K. Decevel, and Sophia 
Church Hall. Mrs. Emma Richardson-Kiieter 
is the accompanist, and Mr. C. Mortimer Wiske 
director of the society. 

With an array of vocallsts—or professional 
artists, according to the programme—such as 
this the surprise was that the work of the club 
was not altogether of superlative quality. The 
degree of excellence to which the club has at- 
tained is commendable, but it has much yet to 
achieve in the direction of perfection of en- 
semble. The second altos sinned oftentimes in 
the matter of overpowering their less ponder- 
ously-voiced sisters, while there was frequentiy 
@® lack of precision of attack on tbe 
part of the first sopranos. The middle 
parts, as heard on this occasion, were 
sensibly the most pleasing vocally and 
reliable artistically. While in the major part, 
ifnot the whole, ofits work the club may justly 
lay claim to mechanical acouracy, itis painfully 
evident that in more than oneinstance delicacy 
and tastefulness of expression has been sacri- 
ticed to achieve this result. Nevertheless the 
organization holds out abundant and hopeful 
promise of a brilliant and successful future. 

The grouping together of the songs and cho- 
ruses of the several composers represented on 
the programme commended Mr. Wiske’s selec- 
tion to critical approval. Schubert was repre- 
sented by the choruses, ‘God in Nature” and 
serenade, “Hark, hark the Lark,” sung by 
Mrs. Clarke, and ‘‘My Abode,” in which Miss 
Helen Dudley Campbell was heard to excellent 
advantage; Heinrich Hofmann by the “Sum- 
mer Nights” chorus; Schumann by the choruses, 
“Sinks the Night” and ‘The Steadfast Heavens,” 
and two songs sung by Miss Fannie Hirson, 

“Tears of Joy’ and “*Thé Pleasures of Home,” 
and Hande! by “The Almighty King” atia sung 
by Miss Jennie Dutton, and “The Smiling 
Dawn” chorus from *‘ Jephtha,” the good points 
in which were recognized by the audicnce with 
liberal applause. 

The contributions of the Philharmonic Club to 
the evening’s entertainment comprised the 
Heinrich Hofmann sextet, Opus 65, and Schu- 
mInann’s ‘“ The Poet Spesks,” * Frightening,’ and 
* }vening Song.” 








“NORMA” IN GERMAN. 

There was a curious mixture of atmospheres 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last evening. 
Bellini’s ‘*‘ Norma,” one of the star works of the 
Italian repertory and onc of the most charac- 
teristic of the operas of the old style, was sung 
by Germans with that devotion and earnestness 
which mark Teutonic labors in dramatic art 
It would not have been difficult to forecast the 
results. They were precisely such as one might 
have expected. The dramatic aspects of the 
evening’s work was notaple. Ail concerned in 
the performance acted and sang with the great- 





est earnestness. It was in those flexible graces 
; of song in which the Italiaus excel that the 
Gerinans were deficient. 

The opera was chosen by Friiu Lilli Lehmann 
; for her benefit, and from a iinancial point of 
| view her selection was a very wise one, This 
publio is sufficiently familiar with her interpre- 
tation of dramatic réies in which facile vocal- 
ization has no special part, and there was, of 
course, no small curiosity to hear herin ardle 


combining dramatic sentiment with colorature 
singing. From an artistic point of view the 
choice does not seem to be Bo colInmendadle, 
There is no artistic reason why Lilli Lehmann 
should present herself to the New-York public 
as a colorature singer. She may have been 
actuated by a not unnatural desire to display 
her versatility, butto g6t upa per cman‘ ea of 
Bellint’s “Norma” for her benefit savors rather 
of self-esteem tuan of a strong devotion to hon- 
eat art. Charley, to be sure, declares that 
“Norma” is Bellini’s most dramatic opera, and 
heis quiterigut. It is very dramatic indeed— 
for Beliini. 

Rut the time has gone by when the serious 
music lovers of this community can bo induce 
to accept “the worn-out elementary rythma’”’ 
of the Italian stage and its surprising florituri, 
againat which.cven Fétis cried out as dramatic, 
The old-fashioned [talian opera can only main- 
taiu its hold as an exouse for exhibitions of 
vocal technique, and it is pretty safeto say 














that Lilli Lehmann selected “Norma” for that 
very purpose. She was Peg seam § anxious to 
score a success in a style of singing with which 
her name and fame have not been associated. 
She certainly met with popular success. She 
demonstrated that her voice possessed far more 
flexibility and that she hada greater command 
of the pure ornamentation of singing than any 
one suspected, and so long is it since this pub- 
No has heard so excellent an exhibition of this 
sort that the audience was fairly carried away. 

It must be said, however, that Friiu Leh- 
mann took many of the elaborate ornamental 
passages at a very moderate tempo and sang 
them with very evident labor, tras depriving 
them of much of that brilliancy which tho 
smooth, mellow, pliable Italian voices impart 
tothem. Fiorituri without orilliancy have no 
ratson détre, and no Italian diva of standing 
would have received half the applause that 
Friiu Lehmann did for singing these passages 
as she did. The audience was excited by as- 
—- at the fact that she could doit 
at all. 

The singer’s real success was greatest in the 
sincerity and forcefulness of the histrionic side 
of her work and in the siuging of those num- 
bersin which her tragic power was of more value 
than the Jamented Bellini’s lyric lace work. 
She was an imposing and beautiful figure as the 
erring and wrouged priestess, and she never 
sang Brunnhilde with more Vigor and feeling. 
But after all we must confess that we have 
heard a number of Singers on tho Italian stage 
whose rendering of the ornamental passages 
would have caused us much lessanxiety. Friiu 
Lehmann is one of the greatest living dramatic 
sopranos. She should remain content with 
tame. 

Horr Kalisch was a very acceptable Pollio, or 
Sever, as he jis called in the German version. 
He was earnest, Vigorous, and picturesque, and 
displayed a few high notes which some may not 
have suspected him of possessing. Lut he, too, 
labored under the disadvantage of finding some 
of the involved passages difficult. Fréulein 
Fraub was a harinless Adalgisa, and Herr 
Fischer was a rotund and dignified Orovist. 
Friiulein Meisslinger was an acceptable Olo- 
thilde. The chorus was excellent, and so was 
the orchestra. Walter Dawrosch conducted ad- 
mirably. The house was phenomenally large 
and the enthusiasm was great.

AUCTION SALE OF RARE PAINTINGS, 
BRONZES, PORCELAINS, &C. 


The sale of the paintings, water colors, 6n- 
gravings, Barye bronzes, porcelains,.faiercoes, 
bric-A-brac, and furniture belonging to the 
estato of Mrs. P. L. Detmold took place yes- 
terday afternoon and evening at the Fifth- 
Avenue Art Galleries. The attendance was 
large, and fair prices were generally obtained, 
although some of the choice things offered were 
sold very low. One hundred and eighty-three 
pieces offered in the afternoon, which inciuded 
some very fine Barye bronzes, and also faiences 
purchased at the Castellani sale in Paris, brought 
about $8,200. 

The bronzes in particular sold very low, and 
in many instances fur not more than half of 
their actual value. Two rare old Chinese eloi- 
sonpne enamel vases, rich turquois ground 
with carved tenkwood stands, that were pur- 
chased from the sale of the Diaz collection, 
were secured by L, A. Lanthier at $180 each. 
H. G. Marquand was a large purchaser, his 
principal acquisitions beine w rare and beau- 
tiful specimen Agabbio; @ fac simile of a vase 
with two handles, flower and palinleaf decora- 
tion, DOW in the Louvre Museum, and a small 
plete, satyr sitting on column, the edges dec- 
orated with figures and flowers, the tigure of 
the satyr boing modeled after oue of those on 
the fresco in the Farnese Palace, Rome. ‘tT. B. 
Clark secured three Barye bronzes, one of 
which was a lioness and alligator, mounted on 
red marble, which was presented by Barye to 
Jules Janin, and secured trom the Janin sale. 

Dr. John E. Ferdinand was the purchaser, 
after a spirited struggle, of two large plates 
from the Castelli factory bearing allegorical 
aecorations copied from the fresco by Annibali 
Caraceiin the Farnese Palace, Rome. Henry 
Graves pald $255 for a Barye brouze and I. W. 
Drummond secured an ivory carving in one 
Diece, Perseus, after the original by Benvenuto 
Cellini, in Loggia di Sanchi in florence, at 
$160. Among the otber prominent purchasers 
at the afternoon sale were George Peabody, J. 
Seligman, J. 8. Barnes, and Mrs. L. Zabriskie. 
Yhe evening was devoted entirely to the sais of 
paintings in oii and water colors. 

In some instances in the sale of the paintings 
the competition was 60 lively that the ruil 
value was realized, but in general the prices 
were not near the estimated valuation, Eighty- 
nine pictures sold for from $25 to $1,000, real- 
izing w total or $10,806 50. The gem of the 
collection, ‘* Flowers of Love,” by N. Diaz, was 
started at $10,000, and no further bid being re- 
ceived, it was withdrawn. It will be disposed 
of at private sale. 

E, I. Berwind secured “The Industrious 
Children,” by Dofregger, for $1,000. ‘ The 
Passing Shower,” by Inniss, was purchased for 
$790 by George A. Hearn, and Reichara & Co, 
bid in an allegorical picture by Merle for $650.

Schaefer, so Daly claimed, 
kept him out of it, and since that timo Schaefer 
and Daly have not spoken as they passed by. 

The other night they met on the steps of 
Chickering Hall, and a mutual friend got there 
just at the sametime. Ho knew tho condition 
of affairs and tried to effect a reconciliation. 
His efforts were successful. Schaefer and Daly 
shook hands and agreed to let by-gones be by- 
gones. Inthe game they played last night, 
though, each was very careful, aud although 
their friondsbip had been rebabilitated, each 
was pretty watchful thatno advantage might 
be taken by the other. 

The afternoon’s game between Ives anid 
Heiser began at 3:08 o’clock, Thomas J. Gal- 
lagher acting as referee, and both players play 
ing the eight-inch balk line. Ives played good 
billiards from the very start, He won the lead 


and, playing with his old favorite, tho while 
ball, be scored the firat count. The balis rolied 
into most excellent places for him, and after he 
had made 10 shots he got thom beautifully on 
tho line. There seemed to be &@ Magnet on 
one of the object balis that attracted the 
other to it. Shot after shot was made, aud 
overy time the spot and the red were left side 
by side as if they had been placed there by 
human fingers rather than by a ekiliful cue. 
Point after point was rolled up, the player 
passing the 100-point mark amid a deafening 
volley of cheers, and the oue hundred and first 
shot ieft the balls agaiu onthe line. He mado 
four more poiutson the opening left him, and 
then missea on a cushion. He had made tho 
best openiug play of the tournament. : 

Heiser played good billiards in his opening. 
He banked fer bis favorite play on the line the 
very first thing and missed getting it by a frac- 
tien of a 16-1,000 part of an inch. He made a 
good leave, though, and played the balls again 
tor a line position. Again he missed it, and 
again be tried it, and for almost every one 
of the seventeen shots he played he made a 
futile effort for position. Ives toliowed 
him with only one, but poverty had its charms 
for Heiser, and he performed that bucolic act 
of cracking a goose egg. It was an unfortunate 
egg, too, for itieft the balls nicely hatched for 
the young Napoleon and he gathered iu ihe pro- 
ceeds. Heran dl without a murmur and put 
lila score up to 157 to Hetser’s 17. . 

Helser then got a billiard streak on him, and 
he ran 39 points. lves soon afterward made 
three successive runs of 62, 53, and 75, while 
Hetser made l, 7, and 5, and made the score 
read 341 in his favor to Heiser’s 76. He made 
a lay shot then—a goose egg as a result—anil 
Heiser didn’t Go much better. Tnen [ves made 
27, and he followed this with jaunty runes of 
two figures until the nineteenth inning, when 
he had counted 430, Heiser naving made only 
109 points. 

Yhe balls rolled nicely then and kept on 
rolling in that peouliarly lively manner 60 
pleasing to the pluyer until the required 70 
nad been rolled up and Ives wade his fare- 
well bow to a New-York audience, attended 
by a great metaphorical flourish of trumpets. 
Heiser had made oniy 199 points and was clear 
out of the way of getting financial honor in the 
tournament. Ives had won fourth money sure, 
and stood a good chance of winning third, with 
@ possibility of a tie for that prize.

SCHAEFER BEATS DALY. 

Long before the hour came for the beginning 
of the evening game there was a crowd before 
the closed doors of the hall waiting to get in. 
Within ten minutes after the doors were open 
every seat on the stago was taken, and almost 
every one in the gallery. ‘The orchestra 
crowded up by degrees, and when the 
game began tne whole house was full 
of people sitting down and there were a hun- 
dred inen or More standing up in the aisies. It 
was a ladies’ night, teo. There were lots of 
them present, aud every good sbot made re- 
ceived its first ripple of applause from fair 
hands, daintily gloved. 

Al Sinith was chosen referee, with the in- 
dowitable Bud Schofield acting as marker. Tho 
game was Sehaefer’s fourteen-inch balk line to 
Daly’s eight-inch. It was just 8:14 o'clock 
when the first delicate click was heard in the 
hall, and the game Was begun. Schacfer ran 
his ball close up against the cushion and won 
the bank by haifan inch. He played tho spot 
ball and opened the game with a little run of 
G points. /very puint, even from the very start, 
was considered with @ view to the leave that 
would be left in the case of a miss, and the run 
was slow. Daly only made two when it came 
his turn to play, and Schaefer took the cue in 
hand and played what he gently terwed “for 
keeps.” He played balf a dozen open shots ana 
got the balls skilfully on the lower line astride 
oftit. Then he played a beautifully executed oui- 
side mass6 shot for better position, and when 
he made it, although an easy shot was jin view, 
the audience cheered enthusiastically. 

The Wizard kept right along, muking three or 
four shots while the applause kept up. He 
scored 87 points on the run, playing mostly on 
tho line, and running his score up to 93 points. 
Daly took down the lead with a pretty run of 
35 points, and was rewarded by seeing Schaefer 
get & £006 Ogg 1n the next inning. He did the 
same thing himself in tae next inning, and 
Schaefer played then as only Schaefer 
can play. Mass6- shots followed drawa, 
draws came trooping in brilliant succea- 
sion after follows, and follows were suc- 
cesded with splendid open shots There 
wasn’t any attempt made in this run to 
nurse the balls—the whole play was straight 
Diliiards and the result was 114 splendid shots. 

This lift ran Schaefer across his second hun- 
dredth point and left Daly with only 37 
pointy. Acouple otf goose-egga In succession 
wook away tbe metropolitan flavor of the game, 
and then Daly made his first real effort of the 
evening. He got the balla rolling in bis 
favor, lying close about the balk line, and 
with dexterous band he rolled up the 
points with gentle skill until he made the 
hall ring with the plaudits that greeted his 100 
points. The tremendous cheering disconecrted 
him somewhat, and he nervously chalked bis 
cue untilit had died away. ‘hen. he began 
again, but the interruption was disastrous, Le 
ran two more poiats aud then missed an easy 
shot. 

In his next inning Schaefer played some bean- 
tiful strokes, striving ell the while to get the 
balls on the lower line, and be turned 40 amid 
great cheering. Thon Le got the balls almost in 
the auchor shot, out of which he got such a tre- 
meudous count in his game With Catton. There 
was the slightest difference, however, in tho 
lay of the bails, and this diteorence prevented 
sanuother stupendousrun. Fifteen points more 
were counted, then came a wniss, and Daly went 
in to play again. He counted 51 good points, 
and was keeping op When he made a foul, aud 
Schaeter started to Play again. 

All the Wizard could make was one little in- 
significant point, and Daly followed bim witha 
similar run. ‘hen Sonaefer made another 
goore egg, and Daly followed suit. Five was 
what Scnaefer next got, and 7 was the limit of 
Daly’s run. Schaefer next made 34, but Daly 
followed itso promptly with 40 that it didn’t 
count much in the score, ‘he innings then went 
calmly along with little runs of two or three in- 
terspersed with eggs until the twenty-rourtn 
innings, when Schaefer was 325 and Daly was 
303. 

Vne billiards in Schaefer came out then and 
be made 144 points in about ten minutes, run- 
ning up the scere point by point with wondrous 
rapidity and skill, He missed the 145th shot 
on a round-the-table effort and gazed upon the 
score with much complacency as the genial 
Scofield : marked it 469 Daly displayed a 
fondness ior egge soft bollied at this etage and 
when Schaefer made one and stopped he ran a 
heauty of 16. Then Sobaefer ran 22, but Daly 
wasn't discouraged, aud with 45 pat his score 
up to 366. 

It was the last chance Daly had, but Schaefer 
had only 8 to ge, and when he next played he 
ren out his striug with great éclat. In a sec- 
ond almost he was surrounded by people who 
would shake bis haod. aud it was halt an hour 
before he got out of the hall.

Since his 
appointment by President Cleveland he has 
made the office one of the most efficient and 
best administered in New-England. Not a 
word of fault has been found with Special 
Agent Eaton’s managemont of the Govern- 


ment’s interests bere. On the contrary, it has 
been universally complimented and extolled. 
The only suggested reason for his removal ts 
that Mr. Eaton 1s @ Democrat. 

In the second place, the appointment of 
Lieut. Col. Blakeslee was not 80 muen as 
thought of by the Republicans of this city. 
Ten days ago he dispatched a formal applica- 
tion for th» appointment to Gen, Hawley 
in Washington, aud backed it with the 
namesoft ex-Goy. Henry B. Harrison of New-

Col. Blakeslee was displaced, being succeeded 
by Lieut. Co). Henry O. Morgan of Colchester, 
who is still the incumbent ot the office. A do- 
cided effort was made for his retention, but 
without avail. For the past three years be has 
been out of politics. During the war he was 
connected with the Sixteenth Connecticut 
Regiment, and was twice wounded on the field. 
ie was captured at Plymouta, N. CG, April 20, 
1864, and spent eight months in Southern 
prisons, principally at Millen, Ga., and Charles- 
ton, 8.

ROBERT DONALD. 

Robert Donald, Provost of the town of Dun- 
fermline, Scotland, died at that place yesterday 
of pneumonia in his eixty-first year. Mr. Don- 
ala was well known in this city, having been 
for many years a member of the firm of P. Don- 
ala & Co., linen importers. 

He was one of three brothers, sons of David 
Donald, a linen manufacturer of Dunfermline. 
His elder brother, Peter Donald, who still lives 
in this city and bas an office at 99 Franklin- 
street, though he has retired from act- 
ive business, came here during the forties and 
established the business. Robert came over 
and joined him in 1856. After a few years, 
however, he returned to Scotland as the pur- 
chasing member of the firm, with headquarters 
at Dunfermline. About twenty-five years ago, 
in connecotion with William Inglis, he built a 
large power-loom factory at Dunfermline, 
known as the Castle Blair Works, for the manu- 
facture of dumasks and other fine linens, The 
name of the firm was Inglis & Co. Some years 
later they bullt a larger mill, called the Victoria 
Works. ith both they were very successful. . 

Kobert Donald was very popular with his 
townspeople, and about seven years ago they 
elected him Provost of the town. He was twice 
re-elected. He took a leading part in ali the 
— affairs of the town aud was especially in- 
erested in educational matters. He was a 
charitable man and always as great friend to the 
poor. He wasa bachelor. The tirm of P. Don- 
ala & Co. retired from business In 1886, but the 
manufacture of linens is still carried on in 
Dunfermline by Inglis & Co.

LAWRENCE KEHOE. 


Lawrence Kehoe, manager of the Catholic 
Publication Society, at 9 Barclay-street, died 
yesterday morning of pneumonia, aftera brief 
illness, at his residence, 161 Tompkins-avenue, 
Brooklyn. He was born in the purisn of Litter, 
County Wexford, Ireland, July 24, 1832, and 
came to this country when a young man. His 
life had been devoted to raising the standard of 
Roman Catholic literature in the English lan- 
guage. He was first identified with the publi- 
cation society at the timo of its establishment, 


and in 1883 became practically proprietor in 
conjunction with Burns & Oates vf London, 
The business of the publication society bas al- 
Ways been prosperous. 

Mr. Kehow was a Trustee of the Roman Cath- 
olic Orphan Asylum, of St. John’s Home, and of 
5t. Joseph’s Asylum in Brookiyn. tle nad lived 
iu that city for twenty years and was an active 
member of 8t. John the Baptist’s Roman VUatho- 
lhe Church, corner of Lewis and Willoughby 
avenues. He leaves a widow and ten children, 
seven boys ana three girls, of Whom. three boys 
and one girl are adulis, The funeral arrange- 
ments are not yet vompleteu. 


COMMODORE GEORGE B. WHITE. 
Commodore George B. White, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy Department, 
died at his residence in Washington yesterday 
morning at 11 o’clock from an attack of apo- 
plexy, With which he was stricken about 7 
o'clock in the morning. Ho nad beer suffering 
for some time with a severe cold, but seemed to 
be almost restored to health. He was at the 


office as usual Wednesday, and it was not then 
known that anything at all was the matter witn 
him. Tne uvews of his death was a great shock 
to his associutes at the Navy Department. 

Commodore White was formeriy a member of 
the Pniladelphia Harbor Commission, and had 
heid his commission as Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks only since April last. He was 
regarded as one of the Dest olticers in the serv- 
ice. He was appointed midshipman from Penn- 
sylvania in 1854, promoted to be Master and 
Lieutenant in 1861, Lieutenant Commander in 
1865, Commander in 1872, and Captain in 1824. 
His total sea service covered a period of thir- 
teen years and five months, and his shore duty 
nineteen years and two months. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Capt. William S. Malcolm of Oswego, N. Y., died 
yesterday, aged eichty years. He was a grandson of 
Gen. Philip Schuyler of Revolutionary fame. He 
was for many years a well-known lake Captain, and 
later Wae o contractor under the Government.

There was no iman in 
Tho State better Known among the boating frater- 
nity. Mr. Brewster jamped or fell into tue canal 
two weeks azo, anid the cold thus contracted led to 
tho iliness whioh resulted in his death. 


Frank Mulgrave Taylor, Superintendent of the 
Iron Pier at Long Branch, died early yesterday 


morning. He was ie ae yearsola and was born 
at Catskill, N. ¥. e is said to have been a 
descendant of Lord Mulgrave, an Irish lori. His 
son, Frank M. Taylor, is editor of the Long Branch 
Record, The funeral services will be heid in St 
Luke’s Methodist Episcopal Ohurch on Monday 
afternoon. 

Joseph Cooper, an old aud well-known resident of 
Middletown Township, N. J., died Wednesday night 
at Red Bank, of preumenia, aged eighty-five years, 
His wife died four months ago in her elghty-fourth 
year. He leaves six children. 

Baron Auckland, an English peor, is dead. He 
was born in 1829, and succeeded to the peerage, 
which was created in 1793, in 1870. His successor 
is his son, the Hon. W. M. Kuen, bornin 185y.

ITS OAPITAL TOO SMALL. 





SEEKING TO WIND UP THE FIDELITY AND 
CASUALTY COMPANY. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—States’ Attorney Longe- 
mneoker is after the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany, claiming that it is carrying on more than 
one line of insurance business, contrary to the 
law. In the Circuit Court to-day he began pro- 
oeedings against the corporation to ascertain by 
what right it does business. 

The company was organized in 1878, under 
the laws of New-York, with a capital stock of 
$250,000. The New-York law, as if stood in 
1878, permitted the company to do several 
Kinds of insurance business, but by an act of 
the New-York Legislature, passed in 1879, the 
Departments of Insurance were created and one 
company was confined to one line. 

The pene A and Casualty Company, it is 
said, has conducted several different branches, 
including accident, steam boiler, plate giass, 
elevator, employers’ liability, and two others, 
all on the basis of its $200,000 deposit. By the 
New-York law, if one company was permitted 
to conduct all these lines it woulda be required 
to have a capital of $650,000 and $400,000 on 
deposit a8 against the Fidelity’s deposit of 
$200,000 and $250,000 capital. 

It is asserted that the Fidelity Company never 
had # reinsurance reserve for the protection of 
holders of accident policies, as required by the 
Wew-York law, aud on account of the failure to 

omply with the law as it now stands the Court 
asked to wind the corporation up. 











A SHCOND WiLL FOUND. 
MR. BECKNER’S COUSIN WILL HAVE 
TO FIGHT FOR HIS LEGACY. 


DANVILLE, Va., Feb. 27.—In May last year E. 
Beckner, a member of the City Council and 
keeper of a saloon, died, leaving an estate yval- 
ued at $15,000. He left a will of only two 
lines, in which he bequeathed all of his prop- 
erty to his only known living relative, a3 cousin 
named J. C. Walker. Tris will was dated 
April 17. 

To-day 8S. A. Patterson, who Keeps a saloon 
on Craighead-street, received an anonymous 
letter, in which the writer stated that a short 
time before Beckner’s death and while he was 
in a sort of astupor he stole from the head of 
the bed a coat in which was a letter and a num- 
ber of papers. Not tinding any money and 
hearing some one approaching, he rolled up the 
coat and hid it under the flooring of the front 
room of Patterson’s store. Patterson tore up 
the flooring and the coat was found, as were 
aiso the papers and letters. 

On examining the papers another will was 
found, written ten days later than the first, in 
which he revoked the former instrument and in 
which he pequeatbed his property te a number 
of persons and namiug a prominent citizen as 
‘gdministrator. 

Numbers of people look upon the discovery 
as a hoax, while others declare the will to be in 
Beckner’s handwriting. 


A OOAL COMPANY'S OFFPIOERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fob. 27.—The stockholders’ 
meeting of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company was held here to-day. The old officers 
and Directors were re-elected, the only change 
being the substitution of E. B. Leisenring for 
Benjamin WilHamson in the Bourdof Directors, 
The annual report showed the total coal pro- 
duction to have been 2,583,837 tons, in addition 
to which 739,821 tons were mined from the 


company’s properties under Jease. The total 
receipts were $8,634,851 31, tne expenses 
wers $7,188,657 96, making the net earnings 
$1,446,193 35. 

There were paid for interest on mortgage 
debt and sinking fund charges $938,242 12, 
leaving a balance of $512,950 23, The tn- 
terest on the consolidated 7 per aent. bonds 
and the interest on bills payable amonnted to 
$468,192 63, making the surplus $44,757 60.

OUR STATE PRISONS. =

NEW-YORK CITY FURNISHES TWO-THIRDS 
OF ALL THE CONVICTS. 

ALBANY, Fob. 27.—New-York City and Coun- 
ty, according to the figures in the last annual 
report of the State Superintendent of Prisons, 
furnished nearly two-thirds of all the convicts 
in the State prisons at the close of the fiscal year 
of1889. With those sent from the abutting coun- 
ties the number exceeds two-thirds. The total 
number of convicts in the State prisons was 
3,480. Of these New-York, had 2,135, Kings 


103, Queens 52, Suffolk 25, Westchester j66. 
The population of Sing Sing is 1,386, New-York 


furnishing 1,14, while King’s has but 57 and 
Westchester 41. Auburn, with a population of 
1,227, had 500 from New-York, 25 from Kings, 
and 14 from Westchester. Clinton, away up in 
the North, contained 441 from New-York out of 


& total of 867, or more than half, while theré 
were 21 from Kings and 11 from Westchester. 


Of the total convicts, the crimes for which 
they were sentenced wére divided up as fol- 
lows: Crimes against persons—Sing sing, 292; 
Auburn, 326; Clinton, 193. crimes against 
property—Sing Sing, 923; Auburn, S19; Clinton, 
592. Crimes against persons and property— 
Sing Sing, 171; Auburn, 145; Clinton, 82, These 
are the sober facts, 

When the previous occupations of the con- 
victs are. analyzed some strange results are 
shown. There are tive actors, (perhaps the 
poorhouses show a greater pereentage,) three 
in Sing Sing ana one each in the other prisons. 
The greatest number of any one class, however, 
comes from the ranks of the laborers, the total 


being $27, or nearly one-quarter of the agere- 
gate, Auburn leads with 369, and Sing Sing 


comes last with 222. The innocent farmer oceu- 
pies 180 convict cells, Auburn having the 
greatest number, 75; Clinton the second, 46, 
and Sine Stng but 19. There are two artists 
doing time, one each in Sing Sing and Auburn. 
In the former prison the single artist hae as 
eompanions an astrologer, a clergyman, 2 
Deputy Sheriff, a detective, a drummer, an 
editor, @ gambler, @ journalist, a reporter, a 
Tailroad Prosident, a stock clerk, a sexton, and 
two bankers and two showmen. 

Lach prison has 4 goot complement, of 
waiters—Sing Sing, 64; Auburn, 39; Clinton, 
26. The evil-doers even reach to the law, there 
beiffg three lawyers in Sing Sing and one each 
in the other institutions. Bookkeepers have a 
fair average, the number from their ranks be- 
and 10 In 
Clinton, There are butchers in all of the 
prisons, the total being 79. 

The other prominent trades or industries rep- 
resented in ali threé institutions are: Car- 
penters, 79; peddlérs, 63; printers, 62; sailors, 
61, (23 in Sing Sing, 27 m Auburn;) tailors, 65, 

Sing Sing 27, Auburn 28;) and shoemakera, 80. 

Sighteen gave *‘no occupation.” One convict 
gave his previous occupation as hotel thief. 

Cooks figure quite prominentiy, Auburn having 
30 and Clinton 19. Clinton has two policemen, 
one preacher, and one soldier. There are two 
reporters and two telegraph operators in Au- 
burn. When convicted, 658 of her population

PUTS AND OALLS.

THE BUCKET SHOPS STILL CAUSING 
TROUBLE IN CHICAGO. 


CnicaGo, Feb. 27.—Secretary Stone of the 
Board of Trade announced during the session 
yesterday a resolution adopted by thé Directors 
of the board that in their opinion ‘dealing in 
privileges on the floor of the Exchange is un- 
commercial and dishonorable conduct, and con- 
trary to the good name and dignity of whe asso- 
ciation.” 

The resolution provoked only smiles, but it 
led an ox-President of the board to say: 

“It looks to me as though we are approach- 
ing acrisis. Look at memberships, down to 
800. There are the bucket shops. A yearor 
two ago we had them almost wiped out. In 
pressing the battle the courts went against us. 
Now the bucket shops are powerfal enough to 
send brokers in on the floor and control the mar- 
ket whenever they have enough outside traders 
on their list to make if an objeet. Just now 
this question of puts and Calls is threatening to 
disrupture this business. Two months ago, 
when we had increased clevator charges, R. W. 
Dunham exploded a bomb in s big meeting by a 
rosolution asking the officials to either eaforce 
their rule against trading in puts and oalis or 
elsé throw ths thing wide open so that all 
might do business that way. 

“This struck the nail on the head. The asso- 
ciation avoided going on record as allowmg 
puts and calls, but from that day to this they 
have ruled the market, From $10,000 to 
$50,000 change hands fm an afternoon in 





the settling room down stairs, where 
the trading in privileges is more excit- 
ing than the business in the pit. A 


few have had the nerve to deal in puts and 
ealls on the floor. That resolution will prevent 
it about as much as the Direetors can stop it 


raining. The truth is we are demoralized. The 
bars have heen let down and we are running 
wild. What is to be the end?” 


FEVER ON SHIPBOARD. 








THREE OF THE CREW OF THE SCHOON- 
ER BRUNDRIT DIE AT SEA. 


During the recent trip of the schooner A. M. 
Brundrit, which arrived here yesterday from 
Barvelona, Venezuela, three of her crew died 
of malarial fever. Capt. Foote says that while 
the vessel was in the harbor of Barcelona the 
men went in bathing, and that they undoubt- 
edly contracted the fever in that way. The 
schooner sailed on Jan. 28. Soon after leaving, 
asailor named Jacob French was taken sick 


with malarial fever. He died on Feb. 1 and 
was buried at sea. He was twenty-seven years 
of age, and was a native of Newfouudland, 

Mate Hayward Marshall, who had also been 
taken with the fever, diel on Feb. 2 and was 
buried at sea. He was twenty-five years of age 
and also hailed from Newfoundland. Steward 
John Parsons and Seaman Abraham Parsons 
were taken with the disease. The steward, who 
was a relative of Capt. Foote, died on Feb, 19, 
but the seamun slowly began to recover and is 
now convalescent. The body of the steward 
Was preserved and brought to this port. Dis- 
ease and death had rendered the crew very 
short-handed, and Capt. Foote had but one 
sailor to aid him in navigating the vessel. He 
succeeded, however, in reaching Boston several 
days ago. After securing several new men he 
sailed for this port. 

Although there was no danger of the disease 
spreading, Health Officer Smith decided te hola 
the schooner at Quarantine as a precautionary 
measure, 


THE INDIGENT INSANE. 











FACTS RELATIVE TO THEIR NUMBER AND 
SUPPORT IN CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Feb, 27.—The annual expenditure 
in this State for the support of the indigent in- 
sane will not fall below $85,000. Of this 
amount $10,000 is annually expended for the 
maintenance of the State’s insane in institu- 
tions outside of Connecticut. 

Atthe beginning of the current month the 
whole number of State patients in the Connecti- 
cut Hospital for the Insave at Middletown was 
1,357. The hospital 1s now crowded to its full- 
est capacity, and the Legislature of 189] will 
be compelied tv meet the problem of in¢reased 
accommodations for the unfortunate victims of 
insanity in the State. 

The State, in addition to the expenditures for 
the insane poor, pays cut $14,600 annually for 
the maintenance of inmates in the School for 
Impbeciles at Lakeville. It has at present up- 
ward of 100 of these unfortunates at Lake- 
ville. The annual cost per child is not far from 
$130. Tho biennial appropriation for the sup- 
port of Connecticut beneticiaries in the Perkins 
Institute for the Blind is $14,000, ‘There are 
twenty benefieiaries at present in the ihstitute 
from this state. They are selected under the 
law by the Governor. é 

The State also pays a considerable sum an- 
nually for the support and education of the 
dest and dumb. Its benefactions in these di- 
rections annually will amount to $120,000. 


THE OAMERON COLLIERY FIRE, 
SHAMOKIN, Penn., Feb. 27.—The fire which 
broke out in the Cameron colliery slope is 
burning to-day with increased intensity. The 
steam pipes which lined the gangway caused 
the timbers to become dry and the supposition 
is that a spark from a miner’s lamp ignited 


them. The slope is full of smoke and gas, 
making the work of fighting the tire perlious. 

General Superintendent Morris Williams and 
Mine Foreman Brennan were prostrated by 
gas and taken out of the slope unc8nscious. 
The two men who were imprisonedin the col- 
Hery last night made their escape through an 
old chamber. The tire was notin the stable, as 
at firat supposed. Twenty-three mules were 
smothered. It is im,possivie to ascertain yet the 
extent of the damnge which will be done by 
the fire. 








PIERMONT WANTS A NEW CHARTER. 

Nyack, Feb. 27.—Piermont Village, which 
for several years past has worked under a 
charter which was almost useless so far as its 
powere were concerned, had a speviai election 
Tuesday to vote on the question of retncor- 


poration, and when the ballots were counted 
there was found to be only one rote against the 
movement, 

Piermont citizens are greatiy pleased with 
the result of the election, as the prospects of 
future prosperity in tbe village depended 
largely on the reault. 









SBAROH LIGHTS, 


' THEIR EFFICIENCY INCREASED FOR USE 
ON THE SOUND. 

A novel device has just been fitted aboard the 
passenger steamer Rhode Island of the Ston- 
ington Line in connedtion with the Huntington 
search light, which is mounted on top of the 
pifot house. The light, whieh, by means of a 
wheel and puiléy worked by one man from 
within, can be elevated, depressed, or rotated, is 
now madc to work automatically through the 
medium of a push battery and switches, 


‘Tho buttons of the battery are placed con- 
veniently near to the steering wheel, and oan 


be reached by the Quartermasters. When op- 
erated on the lamp alone the battery will cause 
the light to be thrownin flashes, horizontal or 
vertical, in such intervals of time as the bat- 
tery may be set to. As o result of connecting 
the steam whistle with the light the battery 
onuses the whistle to blow and the light to 
flash, either vertically or horizontally, alter- 
nately or simultaneously with the whistle. The 
working is automatic. The device does not 
stop at working the light and whistie, but em- 
braces the _ bell.so that it is possible for the 
light to be flashing, the whistle sounding, and 
the bell tolting, all at regular intervals of fif- 
ead seconds, or at such intervals as are de- 

Tho device permits any combination to be 
mude of the three faetors by a simple turning 
of keys such as are fitted to tmeandescent 
lights. The pull on the steam whistle of the 
Rhode Island ts fifty pounds. The law requires 
that in fog. mist, or falling snow a steamer 
shail blow her steam whistle at intervals not 
exceeding one winute. During a four hours’ 
watch the pulling by hand of a weight of fifty 


ounds at Intervals of every minute becomes 


Aborious in the extreme, The electric device 
Obviates this difficulty and thereby economizes 
energy. While lying at auchor in thick or fog- 
gy weather vessels aro required to ring their 
bells atintervais not exceeding two minntes. 


and saves the detail of aman. The device on 
the Rhodé Island is the idea of Mr. MacIntosh, 
the electric engineer, 

The Rhode Island's search light, which has 
beon {n operation for over a fortnight, is giving 
excellent results, and itis thought that before 
long all the Sound steamers will be similarly 
equipped. Capt. Baidwin of the Peninsular aud 
Oriental Line, running between England and 
India, has recent!y spent several days in ex- 
amtning the search light mounted on the Rhode 
Isiand. Ho declares that during a recent snow- 
storm at Stonington, Conn., he was able to read 
letters of a moderate size ata distauce of one- 
quarter of & mile through the thickly-falling 
snow. He further says that he had no difficulty 
in discerning buoys and schooners at a good 
distance away. 

Capt. Balawin ts examining the light with 
the object of fitting it aboard the Peninsular and 
Oriental steamers should it be found efficient. 

An exhtbition of the light was given at Staten 
Island on Tuesday night which is said to have 
been more satisfactory than the Monday night 
test. In operating the light the current of an 
Edison dynamo 18 used, the universal feed 
lamp employed requiring @ pressure of fifty 
yolts and twenty amperes of current, which af- 
fords a light of 4,000 candle press. It is said 
in advocacy of the light that the vapor of steam 
or fog increases rather than decreases the 
strength of the shaft of light by the refraction 
of the watery molecules. It 18 proposed on 
clear nights to still further increase the range 
of the light by causing a jetof escaping steam 
to flow through the shaft of light froma pipo 
led up to the waintop. 








NEWS OF FOREIGN NAVIES. 


The cause of the boiler explosion on board the 
British cruiser Barracouta, while running un- 
der torced draught, is attributed to excessive vi- 
bration—set up by use of forced draught—acting 
on the fastenings of tubes, tube plates, and fur- 


naces, aud causing sutlicient leakage to produce 
anexplosion at high temperatures. There is 
said to be nothing in the boilers and funnels 
that would in any way cause a back draught of 





such @ nature as that experienced at 
the time of the = acciaent. The Ad- 
miralty, it is said, has for some time 


been alive to the dangers aitending the use of 
forved draught, and bas given considerable aid 
to Messrs. W. A. Martins & Co.’s experiments to 
prove the practicability of “inducet draught.” 
‘Lhe inventors say that “this is the only safe 
prineipie by whieh bullers can be pressed be- 
yond their normal capacities.” It has already 
been tried on marine boilers of old types with 
success. Itis now being fitted to the boilers 
tirst supplied to the rolypkemus, which were 
removed as useless when fired with forced 
draught, aad an exhaustive series of trials will 
be made, 

In the case of the Barracouta, it is thought 
evisent that the defects causing the accident 
existed only with high temperaturo and great 
vibration, sinee the same boiler was used to 
bring the ship back into harbor, working at 
about half the original pressure. Four ships 
of the Barracouta @!438 are at present in the 
British Navy—the Blonde and Blanch, recently 
lauuched at Pembroke, which have not been 
tested at full power; the Barrosa at Ports- 
mouth, which has recently Completed success- 
ful trials both under forced and natural draught, 
and, lastly, the Barracouta. 

Says the United Service Gazette: ‘Prof. 
Thomas Andrews of Wortley Iron Works, Shef- 
field, has been carrying out a series of experi- 
ments on the corrosion of various irons and 
steels when immersed in sea water, Mr. An- 
drews has divided the possible causes of ccrro- 
sion under three heads: first, the elfect of the 
chemical influence of the saline coustituents 
of the sea water upon the single plates of va- 
rious metals aided by the action of carbonio 
acid gas or other gases; second, such 
simple action may be greatly accelerated 
where there are bars or plates of dissimilar 
inétals, sueh as wrought iron, steels, cast 
metals, connécted together under equal condai- 
tions of circuit, aud immersed in sea water, the 
meials thus becoming galvanic elements after 
the manner of the voltaic cell, and thirdly, the 
electro-disintegration of the meta!s woen long 
exposed in svu Water. AS rexards the total re- 
suits, the lower the percentage of combined 
carbon the less is the corrosion, the best sorap 
iron corroding for the whole period much less 
than the steels for the same time.’’ . 

Commenting editoriatly on the recommenda- 
tions made by the American Naval Policy 
Board, the United service Gazette (British) says: 
“Whether these recommendations—which in- 
clude, 1b will be noticed, fifty-four armor- 
plated and filteen deck-protected vesselsa—will 
be entirely adopted is still a matter for con- 
jecture, If they are, then, judging by our pres- 
ent standard, in fourteen years America will 
take her place as a first-class naval power, but 
iittie inferior to Great Britain and France. The 
Americans will then be abie to defend their 
own coast line by attacking the coasts of their 
enemies—a policy more in accordance with the 
traditions of the past thau that of acting purely 
on the defensive.” ° 

The Russians, it is learned, are still adding to 
their fleet. Two large iron-clads are to be built 
in England of great propelling power, and 


armed with the largest Krupp guns in use 
afloat. ‘wo others aro being built at the Blaok 
8ea arsenals, a large belted cruiser of 10,000 
tons displacement at Cronstadt, and a Freneh 
company has under construction an iron-clad of 
9,000 tons displacement. Besides these the 
Gaugut, an armored cruiser of 6,000 tons, und 
a protected cruiser of 2,500 tons, are well ad- 
vanced. The Russians are building also a new 
armored vessel of 1,000 tons, called the 
Grozasohtschy, of a type as yet untried. 

British naval oflicers complain loudly of the 
dearth of signal men in the navy. They say 
that their squadrons abroad have only about 


half the proper number of signal men, and 
many of the men are not properly qualified for 
the auties they have to perform, throwing the 
bulk of the work on the older hands. It ap- 
pears evident, they say, that extra induce- 
ments will have to be held out to bring men to 
leave the better-paid place of seaman gunner 
and adopt that of signal man. 

In addition to the British cruiser Centaur, re- 
cently laid down at Portsmouth, the Crescent, 
aship ofthe same class,is to be built there, 


The Hawke and Edgar are also of this class. 
They areof 7,500 tons displacement, 20,00V0 
indicated horse power, 20 knots speed with 
torcea draught, and 18 knots with natural 
draught. The armament isto consist of two 
9.2-inch breech-loading guns, a broadside of 
ten six-inch breech-loading guns, and twelve 
quick-firing guns. 

The British Admiratity, it 1s learned, has de- 
cided to strengthen the naval reserve of trained 
seamen gunners by adding eonsiderably to the 
number allowed to be entered. The reserve 
consists of Dluejackets who have left the navy 
at the end Of their first ten years and the best 
seamen of the mercantile marine. FH 1s said to 
be the only force upon which the British Navy 
can draw to make up for the certam casualties 
of a War. 

The second-class British cruisers of the As- 
treu type, building at Devonport and Pembroke, 
and by contract, will differ from the cruisers of 
the Medea and Pandora classes in the arrange- 
ment of the protective deck. A beit of side 
armor is to be eurried in addition to the deck, 
All the cruisers of the ‘* M” class are at present 
boing strengthened previous to commissioning, 

The German naval mancuvres are to be on 
an extensive scale this year, comprising an at- 
tack on the coast of Schleswig-Hoistein by the 
whole of the ficet. The army will be intrusted 
with the défense. The Emperor has invited a 
portion of the British fiect to witness the oper- 
ations, which will be carried out in his presence. 

Experiments dave been made in Germany 
With torpedoes made of paper, loaded with a 
charge of twenty-five pounds of dynamite and 
propelled and fired by electricity. Very satis- 
factory results are said to have been obtained 
With there new torpedoes, which possess great 
solidity and elasticity against shock,

THE TROUBLES OF A PUBLISHER IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


NEW-HAVEN, Feb. 27.—A quaint old news- 
paper clipping, illustrative of journalistic en. 
terprise in the good old colonial days, has come 
to lightin this town, Itis from the Connecticut 
Gazelle and bears date of July 5,1765. This 
paper was the first established in New-Haven 


Colony, and the first number appeared in 
1755, over a hundred years after Connecti- 
cut was entered upon by the whites. Dr. 
Trankiin was for a time connected with the 
Gazeile. The clipping in part ts as follows:

NORMAL WORK. 





CONNECTICUT IS MAKING PROGRESS IN 
THE WORK OF EDUCATION. 


HARTFORD, Feb. 27.—The annual catalogue of 
the Cennecticut State Normal School, at New- 
Britain, shows a total of 349 students in the in- 
stitution during the past year. 

In New-Haven the teachers are trained for 
their work under the auspices of the local 


school board. One year ago it was decided to 
open the doors of the Norwich Free Academy 
for the training of teachers for the public 
schools, and that city bas on'y three representa- 
tives in the State mstitution at New-Britain. 
The schoo! was established in 1850, 

The Legislature last Winter appropriated 
$25,000 for additional uecommodations in the 
school and pians for a new siructure costing 
that amount have been accepted. The new 
buiiding will be erected this seasun. 

Last Winter a pew norinal school edifice was 
ordered by the Legislature at Willimantic, and 
the institution there, which wiil be put on an 
equal footing with the New-Britain school, will 
ve in working order throughout in the course 
of the year. 

There has been astrong impetus in favor 
of normal schooi workin the State during the 
past five years, and the Legislature is commit- 
ted, for the present at least, to the maintenance 
of the system.

A TRIP DOWN THE RHINE. 


OPENING OF THK LENTEN MATINEES AT 
DALY’S THEATRE. 


Daly’s Theatre was packed from orchestra to 
gallery yesterday morning by as brilliant an 
audience as ever gathered within Its walls, 
which was drawn together to accompany Jobo 
L. Stoddard on a trip down the ‘ Castle- 
bordered Rhine.” The entertaining lecturer 
was greeted with welcoming applaure aos he 
stepped upon the stage and the auditorium was 
plunged into darkness, the only light in the 
theatre being that upon the white screen 
upon which the piotures were afterward 
shown, The popularity which these Lenten 
entertainments at Daly’s have achieved was 
shown not only by the crowded house, which 
will be auplicatea this morning, but by the in- 
terest with which the words of the speaker 
were followed, and the illustrations wore 


watched until the last grand picture of the 
mighty Rhine swallowed in the mightier ocean

Cologue, stopping at every ruiucd caastie of 
note and every Village and town made wem- 
orable by history or legend, The tour occu- 
pies but an nour and a bailf, buc ab 118 close 
the audience knows more about the beauties 
of the Ruine than the average traveler who 
actually takes the trip by steamer or rail. 

‘fhe talk is among tho wost interesting ever 
given by Mr. Studdard on the siage at Daly's, 
and the collection of pictures dlsplayed to 
illustrate it is one of the finest ever presented 
by the lecturer. Among the more prominent

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF AN 
AGENT OF THE “CHURCH RECORD.’ 


The disappearance of Edward E. Wonsley, 
the advertising agent of the Church Record, has 
caused much alarm in his family and proves 
mysterious to hie employers and friends, 

He ts a married nan, and his brother-in-law, 
James B. Hooper, whois a bookkeeper at 80 
Chambers-strest, lived with him. On the morn* 
ing of Feb, 1 he went to business as usual, re- 
marking that he would bso back early. 

At the office he obtained two checks for $40 
and $25. The forty-dollar check he gave to F. 
A. lKingler of 21 Barclay-street, in part pay- 
mentota bill of $174, and paid thé remainder 
ir cash. Half an hour later he returned and 
asked Mr, Ringler to cash the second check, 
but Mr. Kingler did not have any money juse 
then. 

On returning to his office Mr. Wensley wrote 
to his wire that he was golog to Phiiadelphia 
to make some collections, aod inclosed the 
tweuty-five-dollar check in the letter. He also 
told the business manager of the CAurch Kecord 
that he was golpg to Philadelphia to make 
some collections for himself. A little later, ac- 
companied by one of the oftice clerks, he went 
to a Vuitun-street furnishing store, where he 
bought three fine night shirts, @ dozen pairs of 
s50cE8, and a couple of neckties. 

Tnis bundle he took along with him, and the 
following day his wife received @ letter from 
him, postmarked Philadeiphia, 9:30 P, M. He 
said hs was writing in a store and would stop 
atthe Merchants’ Hotel, and told her to tele- 
graphift he was needed at home. He was very 
busy, be continued, and woald call on anotber 
biother-in-law, a Dr. Hooper, who lived in Phil- 
adelphia. 

‘his was the last heard of Wensley. On Feb. 
13 his wife and brother-in-law, both of whom 
had ascertained that he had not called en Dr. 
Hooper, and the doctor himself communicated 
with the Philadelphia police. The Merchants’ 
Tiotel, at which Wensley used to stay when he 
lived and did business in Philadelphia, it was 
learned bad been sold outtwo years ago. Ad- 
vertisements calling for tbe missing man were 
inserted in the Philadelphia papers, but they 
brought he answer, 

Wensley, 1t is sald, lived happily at home, 
where he spent nearly all his lesure time, and 
lis friveuds cannot account for his disappear- 
ance, 

At the office of the Church Record the manager 
said that Waualey’s accounts were quite correct, 
and he dia not know of the man’s owing money 
to anybody. Wensley was an Englishman, ve- 
tween twenty-five and thirty years old, intelll- 
xeut, modest in demeanor, und not given to 
sporting. He had never shown any signs of 
belug deinente.,

BROOKLYN CITIZENS PLEAD 
WITH MAYOK OHAPIN. 

HENRY M. CALVERT MAKES A STRONG 
ARGUMENT AGAINST THE DESE- 
CRATION OF ATLANTIC-AVENUE. 


The Atlantic-Avenue Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion did nothing yesterday, but the property 
owners and citizens who are deeply interested 
in securing a depressed road for that thorough- 
fare put in a big day's work. Early in the 
morning a delegation consisting of Eugene G. 
Blackford, Henry M,. Calvert, Major E. H. 
Hobbs, Charles Cooper, and Bernard Fowler 
called on Mayor Chapin and urged him to use his 
influence to effect some plun of action by which 
the various opposing interesta could be brought 
together and Atlantic-avenue saved from the 
“onrse of a four-track elevated barrier.” Mr, 


Calvert was the spokesman of the party, and 
after telling the Mayor what be and other prop- 
erty owners had said to the Atlantic-Avenue 
Commissioners he went on as follows: 


‘“*The Commissioners said that ona guestion of 
such importance I might properly address your 
Houor alsv. Moreover, at a meeting of the same 
property owners, held last evening, & commitiee 
Was appointed to solicit your Honor’s aid in seour- 
ing & conierence Of representative men, prepara- 
tory to introducing a bill into the Legislature, and 
tor that cause we ure here. : 

‘“*Many of us have argued before the Board of 
Commissioners in tavor of a four-track depressed 
railroad trom South Ferry all along Atiantic-ave- 
nue as being by all odds the oniy sutisfactory solu- 
tionof a much vexed question, and what, if the 
truth were generally koown, the railroad company 
has discerninent enough to know would be the 
very best thing for itself that could happen. But 
the commission has recently received from its 
counsel, Gen. George W. Wingate, an opinion 
in which occur these words: ‘Il Know of no 
provision of law autnorizing the commission to 
direct avy existing raltiroad to be depressed, or to 
form a compauy which will have the right to do so.’ 
And iu the same opinion occur these words also, to 
which | desire to call your Honor’s special atten- 
tion: ‘It is therefore probable that an elevated 
Tallroad might be authorized which should be con- 
6tracted over the trucks on Atlantic-avenuue in such 
& Menver as DVL to interfere with their use, on the 
theory that the space in the air over the tracks is 
not nueetied for railroad purposes by the surface 
read. But beyond this they cannot be interfered 
with under the law as 1t now stands.’ 

**In this phase of a highly important public ques- 
tion we turn from the commission and, as citizens 
of Brookiyu, appeal to your Honor, Your Honor 
cannot regard the appeal with indifference, Within 
your Mayoralty is a danger, a calamity, a nuisance, 
andashbame. A board which was appointed to de- 
vise measures for the removal of the evil 1s advised 
by its counsel that it can recotsmeud only what we 
hold would be a far greater evil. For, depend upon 
it, if by the authorization of the commission s four- 
track elevated road should be built, then the curse 
which has long rested on the unhappy avenue 
would rest there still with its withering blight; 
the desolation of one of the fairest sections for resi- 
dences in all Brookiyn would be accomplished; the 
city would Jose immensely by depreciation of values 
where large revenues should be obtained; hopes 
deferred, prospects blasted, perves crazed by un- 
ameliorated horror would complete the rnin, until, 
altera fow more years of dissatisfaction to every 
one Concerned, inciuding the railroad company, the 
deop abhorrence of the system might work out a 
remedy. 

“ No one, perhaps, is better informed about these 
complications than you are. v one, Certainly, is 
more potent than you are to avert trum your May- 
oraity au impendiug horror, and substitute for ita 
lasting boon. We respectfully request you to call 
& Conference at an eariy day of a tew property own- 
ers, city olticials, and railroad representatives, and 
the ninth Rapid Transit Coinmission, to discuss the 
situation jo ali ita bearings, This we canuot do in 
the dark. Details of construction and finance must 
be talked over If there is to be unison of action and 
of interest. Then we would like to have a bill intro- 
duced into the Legislature at once. 

**Meanwhile We aypeal tv your Honor with every 
power that we possess for protection from the faie 
which is foresnadowed by legal opinion of the 
counsel of the ninth Rapid Transit Commissioners, 
iu the sincere hope that what we abhor to coutem. 
plate We may nevor bo called on to endure,” 


When Mr. Calvert concluded, Mayor Chapin 
said that, aa he understood Gen. Wingato’s de- 
cision, it would be useless for the commission 
to recommend a depressed road because the 
street was in the possessiun Of the existing rail- 
road companies. Unless there was some mutual 
agreement, the Mayor said, no depressed road 
could be built. In this view Mr. Blackford oo- 
iueided, inasinuch as he thought it would be 
necessary, to accomplish anything, to get the 
concurrence of the commission, the railroad 
company, and the property owners. 

Mayor Chapin agreed to have the meeting 
suggested In his office to-morrow morning, and 
to invite J. Rogers Maxwell of the Long Island 
oud and ** Deacon” Richardson of the Atlantic- 
Avenue Company. The object of such a meet- 
ing, Mr. Cooper explained, was to see just what 
legislation would be necessary to make a de- 
pressed road a possibility. Mr. Blackford sug- 
gested thata pian of road and the financial 
side of the question could be discussed at the 
same time, 

The legislative side of the matter was rather 
unexpectedly brought up in Albany yesterday 
when Assemblyman Byrnes introduved a bill 
to compel the Long Isiand Railroad Company 
and the Atlantic-Avenue Company, as owners 
of the roadbed, to depress their tracks from 
South Ferry tu the oity Mne. The work must 
begin withio six months and be completed iu- 
side of two years. Byrnes represents the region 
south of Atiantic-avenue, where wore} own- 
ers fear that an elevated road on Atlantic- 
avenue Would practically shut them off from 
the city. They argue that South Brooklyn 
would, under such circumstances, be regarded 
by intending purchasers very much as the east 
side used to be in this city. But Byrnes, who 
is a blacksmith when he ts at home, is actuated 
now more by his opposition to ** Deacon” Rich- 
ardson than vy his desire to represent his con- 
stituents. TInere are many legal difficulties in 
the way which experienced lawyers say would 
make the passago of this bill a mistake, leading 
to extensive lhtigutions, resulting, probably, in 
favor of the company. 

The elgbth Rapid Transit Commission yoas- 
terday adopted O. F. Nichols’s pian tor an ele- 
vated road from the terminus of the present 
Union Road, at Fifth-avenue and hirty- 
seventh-street, toand along Third and Fourth 
avenues to Fort Hamilton. These plans pro- 
vide for an ordinary double-track road similar 
to the Union elevated, and it wiil be nothing 
more than an extension of that road to Fort 
liamilton. There are to be stations at the 
Thirty-ninth-Street Ferry, at the crossing of the 
Sea Beach and the Mauhattau Beach Rallrvads, 
at One Hundredth-street, and at the Fort Ham- 
ilton terminus. Power is given to construct 
additional stations wherever necessary, but 
they must be nalf a mile apart.

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RAILROADS WIRK-PULLING. 


A CURIOUS LITTLE BILL OF ASSEMBLY- 
MAN BURNS’S DISCOVERED. 

The Board of Street Opening and Improve- 
ment met yesterday. The Port Morris Land 
Company wants to open a number of new 
streets in the annexed district without expense 
to the olty, and ex-Judge Ernest Hall laid the 
matter before the board. He stated that As- 
semblyman Burns of Westchester had intro- 
duced a billin the Legislature which seeks to 
prohibit such improvements being made in the 
vicinity of railroad tracks. Sucha law would 
take away much of the power now vested in the 
Board of Street Opening, and the Mayor, a3 
well as the other members of the board, were 
surprised at Judge Hall’s announcement. Lt 
seemed to be the first intimation they had had 
of the bill. Judge Hall produced acopy of it 
ior the further instruction of the board. 16 
reads as follows: 

“No streets or highways within the limit of 
any city containing a population of 25,000 or 
more inhabitants, or within a radius of twenty- 
live miles of such city, shall be hereafter laid 
out, opened, or constructed across any doable, 
treble, or quadrupled tracked railroad cper- 
ated by steam, or across the tracks in any freight 
or passenger station grounds of such railroads on 
the same grade or level, whether compensation bo 
made to the corporation owning such railroad or 
not, without an order f:0m the Supreme Court that 
public necessity requires such laying out, opening, 
and construction.” 

Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy said 
that last year vigorous opposition had been 
manifested by the railroad companies running 
through the annexed district to the proposition 
wade for opening certain streets at the river 
front. Hethougnt be detected a movement on 
the part of the railroads to control the situation 
trom Albany. If their move 1s successful, ac- 
cess to the river would be practically cut off. 
Mayor Grant said: ** This looks like a most re- 
markable and barefaced attempt to subvert the 
action of this Board.” President Walao Hutch- 
ins of the Park Board moved that a remon- 
strance be prepared against the Burns bill and 
sent to Albany. The Secretary was authorized 
to draw one up and send it to the Legislature. 
Pending further information from that quarter, 
action on ex-Judge Hall’s application on behalf 
of the Port Morris Company was deferred. 

The board authorized Corporation Counsel 
Clark to begin proceedings for the opening of 
Treeman-street from Union-avenue to the 
Boulevard. Several petitions for similar action 
On other streets were laid over, so that it can 
be ascertained ifthe improvements are asked 
for the public benefit or for the benetit of some 
one of the surface railroad companies which are 
laying out routes in the annexed district. 











VARIOUS CHANGES ADVISED, 





THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE CONSIDERS 
THE M’KINLEY BILL. 

Morris K. Jesup presided at the special meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce yesterday to 
hear the majority report of the Committee on 
Foreign Commerce and the Revenue Laws on 
the McKinley Tariff bill, There was a very good 
attendance of importers and merchants. 

The subject was discussed by Messrs. E. H. 
Ammidown, Jackson S. Schultz, &. B, Thurber, 
and others. Mr. Schultz criticised the bill se- 
verely because it took away from citizens the 
rignt of trial by jury, and his speech had the ef- 
fect of bringing about an amendment, offered 
by James McCreoery, that after the words * Cir- 
eult Court” shall be added the words ‘‘and a 
jury.” 1t was adopted by an almost unanimous 
vote. 

A minority report, submitted by Louis Wind- 
muller, George I’, Vietor, and Gustav H. Schwab, 
was presented by Mr. Windmuller as an amend- 
ment to the majority report and it, too, was 
adopted. This report was as follows: 

First—To expunge from line 2, Section 7, the 
words “ which bas been actually purchased;” and 
also from lines 11 to 13 **but no such addition shall 
be mace upon entry to the invoice value of any im- 
ported merchandise obtained than by actual pur- 
chase.’ 

Itappears unjust to discriminate against goods 
Which have been consigned; the Appraisers are 
competent to advance them if they are entered at 
lower prices than goods bought for account of 
American importers, 

Second—To expunge from lines 10 to 13, Section 
11, the words “all general expenses covering each 
and every oullay of whatsoever Dature incident to 
such production, together with the expense of pre- 
paring and puiting up such merchandise ready for 
shipment;” and expunge from Section 19 also the 
words from “including,” on line 10, tothe word “‘im- 
porter,” on line 21. This wouid reimpose the duties 
on packing cnarges and inland freight, and would 
materially raise not alone the rates on goods subject 
to at-vaiorem duties, but double those of many 
soos subject to specific rates, graduated according 
to Vaiues, like “‘carpet wools,” as already demon- 
strated. It has been estimated that the additional 
duties proposed by thesé sections would amount to 
more than $10,000,000, 

Tho majority report was then passed. It has 
already been published. Copies of it will be 
lorwarded atonce to the members of the Senate 
Finance Comittee, in whose hands the bill is 
at present.

\WHAT THE FASSETT OUMMIT.- 

| THE WANTS TO KNOW. 

LOOKING INTO THE PROBLEMS OF 
MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT—THE IN- 
VESTIGATION IN THIS CITY. 


The Sonate Committes on Cities will begin the 
investigation of tie departments of the Muiic- 
ipal Government of this city to-niorrow at 
10:30 A. M. The committee has adopted a 
form of interrogatories to be submitted to the 
Mayor of each oity in the State This was 
drawh up by William M. Ivins of counsel to the 
committee, Itis apparent that the commit- 
toe’s purpose is to make a thoroazh investiga- 
lion, With a& view to discovering the solution of 
806 of the problems of muni¢ipal government. 
This ia the primary parpore of the investiga- 
tion. 

The letter which the committee will forward 
té the Mayor together with the interrogatories 
follows: e 


SENATE OOMMITIEE ON OFTIES, ALBANY, N. Y. 
To the Honorable Mayor of—— 

Sirf Inclosed you will find a oopy of a 
resolution passed by the Senate which will 
Bulficistitly describe the purpose of the Senate 
Committee on Cities in requesting you to 
answer at the earliest practicable date the in- 
closéa questions, which the committee has in- 
structed ita connsael to address to you. The 
Cobitmittes Wish, us far aa possible, to avoid the 
necessity of conducting their inquiry by the 
personal examination of witnesses, thus saving 
tho time of the committee itself as well as that 
of the witnesses; and alsomaking the expenses 
to the State as slight as possible, consistent 
with a thorough perfotmance of the duties im- 
posed upon toe committees by the resolutioas 
referred to. 

The committee request that the interrogatories 
be answered in the fullest detail and with all 
possible accuracy, and in the same order in 
whieh they ure asked, The auswer to each in- 
terrogatory tobe numbered to conforin with 
tiie number of the interrogatory. These ques- 
tions are adaressed to you in the first instance 
as the chief executivs officer of your city, with 
full knowledge on the part of the committce 
that you may find it nevessary to rely upon 
heads of departments or stberdinates in the 
preparation of the answers in dotail, but we 
bave thought better to pursu6 this course in 
preference to the altornative of addressing our 
questions directly in the firstinstance to your 
official subordinates, or of visiting your city in 
persona or summoning you to appear with all 
unecessary books and papers at the sessions of 
the committee held in wa part of the State re- 
mote from your city. 

The tomMittoe is aware that to properly an- 
swer these questions will involve considerable 
clerical work, and that the answers will re- 
quire some tir in their preparation. Although 
tre cost of v. administratioA of municipal 
foverninent in this State is many times greater 
than the cost of the administration of the State 
Government, neither the peopie generally nor

the fact that the ¢ommittee has under con- 
elderation a proposition of preparing a bill to 
require publication in the State Controller’s 
report of uniform reports of municipal finance 
statistics, a8 Is now done in several of our sister 
States. ’

THE ; FORESTS. 


A SUGGESTION THAT THEIR MANAGEMENT 


BE LEFT TO ONE COMMISSIONER, 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Tho unceasing zeal with which Tur Nrew- 
Yoru TIMES has always very patriotically en- 
deavored to proserve to the poople the Adiron- 
dack forests, especially those which belong to 
the State, leads me to Make, in the face of the 
many schemes bobbing up lately, in regard to 
this subject, the following suggestions: 1. he 
great apathy which at present prevails among 
the masses of out people relating to the State 
forests originates partly from tlicir eutire ig- 
norance of their economics value, partly from the 
erroncous idea @nderlying the Forestry act of 
May 15, 18385, and ervressed in Section 8 with 
the words: ‘** The lauds comatituting the forest 
preserve shall be forever kept as wild forest 
lands.” ‘these words exclude any cutting of 
wood for fuci, timber, or lumber, aud are de- 
rived from a preceding legislative act by which 
the State forests were considered as public 
parks, for the care and protection of which 
Park Commissioners were nominated by the 
Governor. 

But the idea of treating the ferest preserve 
asa‘ pack” or a “‘sanitarium” should ve given 
up, at least so fur as Deing the primary reason 
tor the retention aud the enlargement of the pre- 
Serve to such au extent as to gontuin the water- 
shed of our principal rivers. The lends of the 
State forest preserve are and respectively wili 
be bought with the money of the taxpayers, aud 
the taxpayers would certainly not tolerate an 
expense of several millions of dollars to benetit 
a few persons Who have time and money for en- 
joying th» spell of a romantic wood life. Tho 
taxpayers Willi not consent to such an expense, 
unless convinced that a forest preserve, cow- 
prising hearly one-eighth part of the whole 
State, should serve besides economic reaseis 
also its natural destination of furnishing wood 
tor fuel, timber, and fumver. Just the foar that 
no regular cutting of trees Would take piace in 
the State forest presorvé was tho Cause why 
influential lambermen Nave always shown a 
strong opposition to any consefvative legisla- 
tion in regarct to the Adirondack forests, the 
products of which furnish the support for the 
majority of the local population. Tae lumber- 
men were afraid that—aud this has really come 
to pass to-duy—no felling of trees in the forest 
preserve would be permitted, but tho trees in 
the preserve would ave to rot aad be con- 
sumod by insects our some clementary accident, 
instead of being cut in time for the trade and 
replace by cultivating a proper aftergrowth. 
All these objections can be avoided, and at 
the same time oar State forests can be mae 
suuservient to the aims eof “pleasure and 
health seekers” if in our forestry legisiation 1s 
establisued the principle: To manage the State 
forests systematically with the final view of 
yleiding @ revenue to the State. 

Systematic (or scientiiic) forest Management 
means (1) to sastain B@pon woodlands a continu- 
ous forest growth and (2) to heip nature in the 
process of regenerating the forest growth after 
u vrop of trees is teuksn aay. These are the 
two wain prineipics upon which systematic 
forest Mansagemens in tue European States is 
built. hey wre traths, and remain traths all 
over the globe, only ihey bavo to be adupted to 
climaté, soil, and loval influences. kngland 
has introdaced into the vast wikt woods of East 
lndia systematic forest management through 
young Mon educated at the torest schools m 
Germauy and France, and Japan sent in 1885 
to the forest school at Tharuudt able young 
men, Who are bow inttoducing systematic 
forest Manayement in the woods of the Jup- 
anese Empire. Why can we not do the same? 
The care and management of the State 
forests should be intrusted to one Comnmis- 
sioner, who wonid bave to combine good ad- 
ministrative abilities with a goneral knowledge 
of agriculture and horticulture. Such a@ man 
should be of stern integrity, in no Way con- 
nected with or interested in the lumbering 
business, and devote his whole time to the 
duties of his position. He should be paid ac- 
cordingly, and be nominated for a loug period 
to become fully familiar with the nature of the 
interests given to Lis charge. He should report 
iu regard to his Operations every year tu the 
GoverTnor, but reuder aceounts of his expense 
and income yesrly tothe State Treasurer. 3. 
The officials to be appomted by the Commis- 
sioner should be subject to the rales of the 
civil service law, aud tn case they lose life or 
health in actual service shouid be taken care of 
by the State. 4. the Commissioner shoula 
be charged with the duty of enforeing the 
game laws through hisregular employes. Sworn 
forest employes should stand in regard to the 
pertormauce of their duties on an equal footing 
with police officers, 5. At all events, no time 
should be lost to establish in the Adirondacks a 
nursery for forest trees fo a proper place near 
where repianting and reseediug of denuded 
woodlands 18 most required. This nursery 
should collect and, if jnecessary, preserve as 
much good seed as possible, and should upon 
application distribute, at mere cost price, the 
surplus seed as well as the surplus seedlings 
to every citizen who possesses woodlands in 
the Adirondack and Catskill Mountains and 
wakes affidavit that he intends to restock his 
denuded woodlands, 

The nursery shouid be go situated as to later 
on serve both the purposer of an experiment 
station for forest trees ania forest school lor 
training and educating good foresters.

THE HUSTHD-HILL RAID ON 
YHH ADIRONDAOKS. 


NOBODY 18 FOOLED BY THE SCHEME 
OF GOVERNOR AND SPEAKER TO 
*“* PRESERVE” THE FORESTS. 


Under the captiofi “Ati Iniqititous Scheme,” 
the Forest and Stream prints the tollowing edi- 
torial indorsement of the exposure of the 
motives of Gov. Hill and Gen. Husted which 
was printed in TH# Times of Wednesday last: 


“An effectual way to maintain and keep in 
coadition for all timo a ereat public park, like 
tha Ventral Park of New-York Oity, would be 
to divide it up into plots of convenient size and 
lease the desirable vortions to wealthy indi- 
viduals for villasitess When all the ¢hoico 

arts wore fenced off and Sacuyigd by resi- 

ences and the private grounds Attaching to 
thom, the public could walk around on the out- 
side of the park limits, contemplate the pictur- 
esque cottages and magnificent mansions, and 
rejvice in the pleasing consciousness that 
Central Park was 10 safe hands, to be cared for 
and protected @tring the lives ot those In pos- 
session aud by their heirs for generations to 
come. 

““Sueh a scheme would settle forever the prob- 
lems of publiv park administration; but not 
even in a city that has boasted a Tweed sould a 
Mayor be found who would under any pretense 
whatever delibetately set to work to put the 
choice bits of Central Park into private hands 
forsafe keeping. The plot would stamp its origi- 
nator a hopeless idiot or & gigantic rascal. Yet 
a 6cheme of similar nature fas beéh put under 
way at Albany with reference to tite public 
lands of the Adirondacks. 

“*A bill was introduced into the State Assembly 
last week, whish, if passed, means a surrender 
of the Adirondaek wilds by the people of the 
State to private possesston. The bill calis for 
the appointment of two additional Comtoission- 
ers, Who shull mark out a State park area and 
purchase lands within the boundaries decided 
upon; and further— 

“Sno. 6. The said board aro hereby authorized 
ant Fp gy to lease for such time ag they jay 
determine small tracts of jand within the li wits of 
sald park, not excecding twenty-five acres in aby 
one parcel, or to any one person or corpuration, for 
the erection ol Camps and cottages for the use or 
accommodation of cumpers and vecupants, and sites 
for hotels fur the accommodauen of the pablic, 
which leases shall be goreralin form except ag to 
the length of titge and amount of rental, and shall 
contain strict conditions as to cutting and )rotec- 
tion of lumber, prevention of and protection from 
fires, and reserving the right of passage over or 
across the same for travelers at all proper aud 
reasonible tine, Which leases, as to form, restric- 
tion, reservations, aud conditions, siall be approved 
by the Attorey General of the Stace,’ 

“Ts would seom as if the bare declaration of 
such ascheime as this sbould be sulticient to 
condemn it. The leasing of twenty-five-acre 
plots will be ai excellent thing for the hotel 
men and Summer cottagers wao are bebind 
this bill, but the State lands bolong to the State; 
they should be hold and kept fitee for the citi- 
z6na ot tlie State, for the huntef and fisherman, 
camper and health-sesker who may pitch his 
tent where he wiil, aud not civen over to the 
hotel keeper nor to the Stimmer eottager. 

“Tf hotel men Want to build Hotels let them 

purchase grounds from private ownors and pay 
for them. if wealthy men want to build Sum- 
mor houses, let them ae land in the samo 
way. Thies State Park bill is fully as preposter- 
ous and as itppudent ih its purpose as would bs 
a measure to lease city parks. And tho results 
would bein one case just what they would be 
in the other: a betrayal of public interest for 
individual benefit. 
“The need of the hour with respect to the 
Adirondack wilderness is not of a plan to han'i 
it over to private occupancy, but of a system 
that shall conserve this prieeless possession tor 
the people of New-York (and of other Stutes as 
well) both now and for the future.”

There scems to be a recruddscence of the old 
Know-Nothing spirit both in your columns and 
those of the Avening Post, to judge from articles 
that have appeared lately in both newspapers 
on the above subject. Yesterday I figure in 
yours as the Prothonotary Apostolic, with bell, 
book, and candle, dealing out fulminations of 
excommunication at the heads of the people. 
What I did [did notdoas Prothonotary Apostol- 
ic, but as rector of a church in this diocese, and 
at one of the masses announced to the people 
that the Bishop wished them reminded of their 


obligation to send their children to religious 
schools, titat if they wished to send then else- 
where they must satisfy him that their reasons 
were suilicient, and that, failing to do this, they 
would not be aduitted to the sacraments, in 
aecordance with the Gecrees of the Council of 
Baltimore and the letter froin Rome on the 
subjudt. This seems to have had the ettect of 
the red flag on the bull, wand led to a good deal 
of exeitemens, acrimony, and mrisrepresenta- 
tion. 

If the fatr thing were done in the matter 
there would be a division of tho school fund, as 
is done in England, Canada, and now lately in 
Hollund, where after forty-two years’ struggle 
that conecéssion has been made, Fair-minded 
people would say: Well, the Catholics may be 
pia-headed about it, but they will have religious 
education for their children; they contribute to 
the schoo! fund, their schools and senool build- 
ing mako the taxes 60 much lighter, and if their 
schools are efiicient we will give them out of 
the money so much “per head” for their sup- 
port. But unfortunately when that is proposed 
the cry Is raised that American institutions are 
in danger, and no heed is paid to the request. 
Then again the .trade of the silver- 
smiths is threatened. The pubilig schools 
represent an enormous amount of money 
Outlay in the country, and an enormous 
number of people are interested in maintain- 
ing the status qao, not only tho Superin- 
tendents and teachers, but the purveyors of 
school material, the publishers, the paper 
makers, the printers, &c., and also the build- 
ers, and those who furnish brick and fron an 
lumber aud stone used in the construction o 
the school buildings, and the makers of school 
furniture, and so there is a cry of ‘Great is 
Diana of the Ephesians,” and the voices of 
those who complain aredrowned. With many it 
is the “ articulus stantis vel cadentis’” not * eo- 
clesix” but “ reipublices,” the battic ory, the 
yalladiuin, the oriflamme of what ts virtually 
rotestunt ascendency in the matter. I cannot 
but admire the spiritana pluck shown by Cath- 
Olics in thisregard, and the sacrifices they make 
in carrying out their convictions, The major- 
ity of them are poor and yet they resist tbe 
temptations of free education and free books ta 
the public schools that surround them on every 
side, and out of their poverty build avd equip 
their own schools, support the teachers, and 
send their children in multitudes to their 
schools because they realize the necessity of 
religious education for their children and are 
prepared to make any sacrifice to secure it for 
them. Instead of being sneered at and insulted 
and misrepresented, it seems to me that they 
should challenge the admiration of fair-minded 
people, and that sooner or later a sense of jus- 
tice will prevail in the minds of the people of 
this great country anda way will be found of 
meeting the wants of all. If to prevent our 
acting on our conscientious convictions we are 
to be met with coercion and persecution we 
must take it if it comes; the experience of the 
past will teach us how to bear it, reating on the 
promise made in old time, ** No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper, and the 
tongue that resisteth thee in judgment thou 
shalt condemn.”

SOME MISUNDERSTANDING. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In last Friday’s issue your Albany correspondent 
calls Judge Green’s Bridge bill and Corne!l’s Staten 
Island Bulkhead bill two of the worst measures 
that ever came before the Assembly. I know little 
of the first named bill but I assuro you that you 
are misinformed in regard to the second. The bill 
in question simply extends the pier and bulkhead 
line of the Staten Island suore from New-Brighton 
to the Narrows, thereby enabling ownors of water 
front to build piers into water deep enough for 
large steamers. 

This has already been granted by the War De. 
partment and the bill is practically nothing buta 
confirmation of this grant by the State. It does 
not take away property from anybody, for the land 
under water has no owner. It is of value to the 
owners of water front, but they will have to expend 
very large sume for tilling in, &c,, before yhey can 
derive apy benetit. It is Ly in the interest of any 
oorporation,.for the water front is owned by about 
lifty different individaals. The measure will bene- 
fit the State by adding considerably to a taxable 
property and is of immense value to Richmond 
County, which fact is woll recognized here, The 
Trustees of Kagewater uve a public hong *e 
the bill where it was indorsed unanigously by a 
largo number of our best ojtizens. The Trustees 
of New-Brighton sent their counsel to Albany to 
ogee in favor of the measure, 

be opposition to it emanatos entirely from the 
“Black Horse Brigade.” The word has been 
passed around that this Dill is worth millions to 
the parties interested and that it should not bo 
Passed uniess they “would come down.” No 
doubt the talk of the lobbyists has succeeded in

EIGHTY-ONE HOTELS WHICH ARE VIO- 
LATING THE LAWS. 


The Fire Commissioners have been making 
On inVostiation of the hotels in the city to as- 
certain whether the Laws of 1887 relative to fire 
escapes are being complied with. Yesterday 
they scat a report to the Mayor, which shows 
that the law is being very generaliy disregard- 
ed. The Laws of 1887, Chapter 720, prescribe 
that every lessed, proprietor, or manager of a 
hotel shail cause a rove or proper fire esvape to 
be placed in every room in the hotel, and that it 
is the duty of the Fire Department to make a 
semi-annual exdmination of every hotel to as- 
certain if tie regulation is properly observed. 
The department must then report to the Mayor, 
aud the latter must withio ten days after receiv- 


ing stich a report make a presentation and pro- 
cure warrants froin Policé Magistrates for the 
arrest of those hotel keepers vivlating the pro- 
visions of the act.

ROUGH UN CHIUAGO. 
MR. STEWART’S BILL YOR’ UNITED 


STATES PRISONS. 


Two clauses of a bill introduced in the Houso 
of Representatives by Mr. Stewart of Georgia, 
from the Committee on Judiciary, are criticised 
by United States Marshal Jacobus as unfair to 
the Marshais and to discharged United States 
prisoners. The vill in question authorizes the 
Attornéy General and the Secretary of the In- 
terior to seloct two sites, one in the North and 
one in the South, where prisons are to be built 


for the incarceration of all prisoners sentenced 
to more than oue yeers confinement by any 
United States court. 

The section which Marshal Jacobus ertticises 
as unfair to the Marshals is that which pro- 
vides that for sean Sa convicts sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment in these institutions the 
Marsbals spall be allowed only their actual ex- 
penses, including transportation and subsist- 
ence for themselves, the prisoners, and the 
necessary guards, to be paid on the approval of 
the Anorne? General, out of re apps fund. 
This, Mr. Jacobus says, would compel Deputy 
Marshals assigned to convey convicts to their 
destinations to work for nothing, as neither 
mileage nor pay of any kind except simply ex- 
penses is provided for. 

The next section he thinks to be equally un- 
fair to the prisoner when discharged, for it 
provides that on his release he shall be fur- 
nished with transportation to the place of his 
residence when convicted, and in addition to 
that he be furnished with #5 in money, and $12 
worth of suitable clothing. Mr. Jacobus 
naively asks how much suitable ciothivg a dis- 
charged convict could be furnished with for 
$12, say in the Winter, The old law empow- 
ered the prison authorities to furnish the dis- 
charged convicts with $5 in cash and sultablo 
clothing, Without specifying or limiting the 
amount to be expended on it. 

It is generally understood that should the 
bill become a law the United States prison for 
the northern section of the country is to be 
situated uot far from Chicago, The effect of 
this last restriction may be to colonize that city 
with discharzed convicts, Who. rather than ac- 
eept what raiment $12 would buy and transpor- 
tation to their homes, would hypothecate both, 
turn their railroad ticket and order on the Gov- 
ernment ciothier into cash, and knock about the 
Windy City until something honorable or oth- 
erwise should turn up to help them eke out a 
livelinood, pending a return to the custody of 
Uncle Sam.

A BIT OF TARPY’S RECORD 
———»———— 
4iiS CUNNECTION WITH THER 
BXOCISE BUOALRD. 
AN EFFORT TO DRAW A DOUBLE SAL- 
ARY THAT WAS PROMPTLY CHECK- 
MATED BY CONTROLLER MYERS. 


Peter FE. Tafpy, school teachar, editor, Excise 
Inspector, and now temporarily School vrrinci- 
pal in Long island City through the kindly 
officés of Mayor Gleason, appeara to be en- 
gazed in ar effort to draw two salarius for the 
same period of service in two oflices, each 
secured for hii through his Tammany afililla 
Uonhs in Harlem. He took charge of the First 
Ward school in Long Island City last Monday. 
Yesterday his resignation had not been filed as 
Excise Inspector, but it was stated at 54 Bond- 
street that Tarpy had abnounced his intention 
of resigning * to take effect March 1.” Possi- 
bly he has reconsidered his determination and 
has come to the conolusion tliat one week of 
double Balary isn’t enough for him. At any 
rate, the editor of the Northern Aagle doesn’t 
mean to got left. 

Some of the racy features of Tarpy’s connec- 
tion with Grammar School No. 82, despite the 
efforts of the Nineteetith Ward School Trustees 
to remove him, have already been presented in 
the columns of Ture Times. ‘The boys in that 
school used to call him affectionately but irrev- 
erently “Old Tarp.” Itis not on record that he 
ever objected to such familiarity. In fact, he 
seemed to enjoy it. So lone as he could draw 
liis salary ho could see no reason for such aus- 
terity as leads to friction in aschoolroom, It 
has been mentioned that he resigned when a 
third set of charges Were pending against bim. 


The cirvumstances attending that resignation 
are a little curious. 

It appears that Tarpy’s Tammany friends in 
the Board of Education and eisewhere had 
found him @ pretty heavy load to carry, in tie 
capacity of Assistant School Principal. They 
may have sympathized with his disciplinary 
methods, ahead of the age as they were, but 
these wiser counselors of the educational re- 
former were satisfied that the public mind was 
not yet educated up to an acceptance of such 
reform. So they began hustling around for 
another job where the Pubiic Treasury could be 
milked without so much of annoying criticism, 
and under the euyorvision of only such men as 
wore in sympathy withthe milker, It happened 
that & Board of Tammany Comulssioners was 
in full control of the Excise Department of 
this city. Messrs. Meakim, Koch, aud Fitz- 
patrisk were consulted, and it was agreed that 
a berth could be found for Tarpy in that de- 
partment as Wxcise Lnspeotor. 

Tne salary of this office isn’t a large one. But 
in the discharge of its duties eoventi€cities are 
rarely noted, and the perquisites aré popular- 
ly believed to be largd. Liquor deaters like to 
bo on friendly terms with everybody, particu- 
larly Excise Inspectors. As a formbe Com- 
missioner said to a Timss reporter yesterday: 
‘‘Itis almost impossible te guard against the 
giving of money to Inspectors. Ali that we 
could do, during our term, Was to notify deal- 
ers by Circular thas $2 was all they were ex- 
pected to give the Inspector. But if they xave 
him $5 or $10 we rarely round it out and could 
not have discharged the man anless corruption 
were actually proved.” 

All the preliminaries were therefore arranged, 
and toward the last of Juno, 1889, Mr. Tarpy 
received a@ notification that this comfortable 
little berth was ready for him onJuly 1. He 
was still in Grammar School No. 82 acting as 
the apostie of Froebel and as a thorn in the side 
of his BLhoard of Trustees. Did he resign his 
place to take effect ou July 1, when he was to 
assume the duties of Excise Inspector? Oh, no; 
Tarpy’s frugal mind revolted at the idea of los- 
ing his vacation salary. He sent in his resigna- 
tion as teacher to take effect on Bept. 16, as the 
records of the Board of Education show. The 
Nineteenth Ward Trustees were too happy over 
his withdrawal to inquire whither he was go- 
ing. The resignation was accepted. On July 1 
Tarpy began work lcoking out for the saloons 
in the annexed districts in conjunction with two 
other inspectors. 

When the bill for his vacation salary as 
teacher came before Controller Myers, the lat- 
ter, most unluckily, recollected that the same 
name was on the pay-roll of the Exolse Depart- 
mout. He refused point blank to allow the sal- 
ary under the Board of Education. Tarpy was 
turious. He came Gown to the Controller’s of- 
tice and protested. “I want you to_under- 
stand,” ssid he to Mr, Myers, ‘that I am a 
member of the Tammany organization, which 
13 in control of this city. Mark my words— 
Tammany won't stand having me treated in 
this fashion.” 

The Controller says: “T told him it didn’t 

matter who he was, or what he was a member 
of. He couldn’t draw two salaries at once.” 
The Inspector went away. He finally con- 
cluded todrop the matter after tinding that 
Controller Myers could not be bulldozed. He 
got only bis salary as Inspoctor. 
' Wheu a TIMES reporter called yesterday at 
the Excise Department headquarters in Bond- 
street to Inquire about the record of Mr. Tarpy 
in the office which he still holds, there was an 
evident disposition to shield the man from 
criticism. President Meakim was notiu. Com- 
missioner Fitzpatrick was in tho office. 

* Have you ever received any complaints, 
charges, or «accusations against Inspector 
Tarpy?”’ he was asked. 

“ Never.” 

“Was he never accused before this board of 
blackmailing liquor dealers through the col- 
umus of the Northern Lugle, of which he was 
editor?” 

The Commissioner went into @ deep brown 
study fora moment. Then he replied slowly: 
“In that matter po charges will be filea for- 
mally. It was all a matter of rumor.” 

A clerk spoke up here: “ [t was the Wesi- 
chester Zimes that made the complaint,” he 
said. 

Cominissioner Fitzpatrick’s memory was re- 
freshed. ‘Ob, yes,’ he added, ‘* It was the 
teatcheslter dimes. The mattor was investicated 
by President Meakim, Mr. Tarpy was informed 
that he must give up his counection with tho 
paper.” 

* And did he do so” 

‘* He satistied Mr. Meakim that he had.” 

“Was there no charge of his having secured 
the advertisements of liquor dealers in his in- 
spection district for his weekly newspaper ?” 

“On, no. We wouldn't tolerate that for a 
moment.” <A shocked expression came over 
the speaker’s face. ‘“ Why, you know that 
would be just the sameas receiving money 
from liquor dealers, That couldn’t be allowed.” 

“You are sure that Tarpy has no longer any 
connection with the Northern “agle?”’

The Commissioner adaed that,Tarpy’s work as 
Inspector had been therougbly satisfactory to 
the board. It is likely that the resignation of 
the Inspector in question will be tiled soon 
unless, indeed, he should come to the retional 
conclusion that a bird in the nase is worth sev- 
eral in the bush, ang that Principal Birdick is 
sure to be reinstated in Long Island City in 
spite of the all-pervasive Mayor of that oity. 
Or this the friends of Mr. Burdick have no 
doubt. ‘*Butin any ease,” said a disgusted re- 
espectable citizen of Gleasonville yesterday,

Yo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

There is perhaps nothing wore interesting 
and fof the time being more important in Wash- 
ington than the opening of the bids for the 
lease for twenty years awarding the sole 
monopoly for taking fur seals in the islands of 
St. Paul and 8t. George. 

As is well known, justtwoenty years ago the 
present Alaska Commercial Company were 
awarded this hitherto great monopoly. And, 
Strange to say, it was awarded to them not be- 
cause they were the highest bidders, but 
simply by the force of a, fortunately for them, 
well-devised proviso in the act of Congress of 
1869, empowering the Secretary of the Trens- 
ury to make a lease, which says in substance, 
“having due regard to parties heretofore en- 
gaged in taking seals from these islands.” 
This was construed in favor of Messrs. 
Williams, Haven & Hutohinsou, as being 


the parties herétofors engared in that 
business. And the lease waa awarded them, 
nopwithstanding the bigher bid of one Mr. 
Goldstone, now dead. It is necessary to keep 
this phase or incident fully in sight, because [ 
am of opinion that the precedent then estab- 
lished will most likely bs followed in the pras- 
ent instance, vet it is difficult to understand for 
what purpose bids are advertised if this sfore- 
said precedent has to be oarfied out as part of 
the law that gives the Secretary power under 
the act.

THE MOSES RUSLANDER SUIT. 
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REFEREE’S DECISION CONFIRMED 
BY THE COURT OF APPEALS, 


The Court of Appeals rendered on ‘tuesday, 
inareplevin suit, a decision of much interest 
to dry goods merchants. In 1886 aman named 
Moses Ruslander, duing business in Buffalo 
iatled, owing Rogers, Peet & Co. of this city 
$3,500 for goods he had just bought of them. 
Ruslander gave confessions of judgment to his 
triends and the banks in Buffalo. Rogers, Peot 
& Co. retained Gruber, Bard & Landon of this 
city to replevin the goods from the Sheriff, who 
had taken possession of them under thoso 
judgments. A representative of the latter tirm 


went to Buffalo and identitied what wore be- 
lieved to be the goods of Rogers, Peet & Co., and 
the banks gave a bond to take back the property. 

The case went to trial vefure areferes, aud 
the plaintiffs proved fraud in the purchase of 
the goods by Ruslander. The Sherif offered no 
testimouy, but rested merely On the ground 
that the plaintiffs had identified other goods 
than their own. Mr. Gruber raised the point 
that having given a bond to take back the zouds 
replevined, the uefendants were stopped from 
sages into the identity of the goods. Tne 
referee decided that the point wus well taken 
and gave judgment fer the plaintiffs gor the 
full amount of their claim, 

The defendants appealed to the General Term 
of the Supreme Court, which reversed the 
referee’s decision on the novel point raised. 
Then tno plaintiffs carried the case to the Court 
of Appeals, and that tribunal hended down a 
decision on ‘Tuesday reversing the decision of 
the General Term and confirming the original 
judgment of the referee.
